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FOREIVORD 

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminaiy  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  280-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  ” preliminary**  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  ** preliminary**  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (19U8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Government *s 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued.  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  far  been  issued.  Records  of  World  1/^ar  1  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  Y/orld  War  II  (1950-51).  feny  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  5,000  rolls  of  this 
microfilm,  most  of  which  are  described  in  the  List  of  National  Archives 
MicrofTlrn  Publications  (1953),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Central  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  came  into  existence 
early  in  June  1918  as  the  result  of  a  letter  written  by  President  V/oodrow 
Wilson  to  Bernard  Baruch,  Chairman  of  the  War  Industries  Board.  In  this 
letter,  dated  May  2U,  1918,  the  President  expressed  the  desire  for  an 
organization  that  would  be  able  to  provide  a  conspectus  of  all  Government 
war  activities  against  which  actual  operations  and  results  could  be  peri¬ 
odically  checked. 

The  need  for  a  clear  and  concise  presentation  of  the  progress  of  the 
war  program  had  become  evident  at  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  so-called 
War  Cabinet  (composed  of  the  chiefs  of  the  various  war  agencies)  with 
President  Wilson.  Recommendations  for  a  survey  of  Government  activities 
that  were  concerned  with  the  war  program  had  been  proposed  by  Representa¬ 
tive  Swagar  Sherley,  Chairman  of  the.  House  Appropriations  Committee,  and 
by  Grosvenor  B.  Clarkson,  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense. 

In  letters  to  the  President  dated  May  9  and  11,  1918,  Mr.  Clarkson  had 
proposed  that  a  "full  and  intelligent"  survey  be  made,  and  kept  up  to 
date,  of  all  war-connected  activities  of  Government  agencies  except  those 
agencies  dealing  directly  with  military  or  naval  matters.  Such  a  survey 
would  furnish  the  President  with  a  panoramic  view  of  all  war- connected 
activities  of  the  Government  and  would  also  aid  in  eliminating  any  over¬ 
lapping  efforts.  Available  for  instant  examination  and  made  graphic  by 
charts,  such  a  record,  wrote  Mr.  Clarkson,  would  furnish  data  that  would 
be  analytical  and  interpretative  as  well  as  exact  in  statement  of  fact. 

In  accordance  with  the  President's  desire,  Mr.  Baruch  authorized  Edwin 
F.  Gay  to  assemble  a  group  of  experts  in  the  fields  of  statistics,  econom¬ 
ics,  and  business.  Mr.  Gay,  former  dean  of 'the  Harvard  Graduate  School 
of  ^siuess  Administration,  headed  the  Planning  and  Statistics  Divisions 
of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  and  the  War  Industries  Board,  and  the 
Research  and  Tabulation  of  Statistics  Bureau  of  the  War  Trade  Board.  The 
experts  selected  by  him  would  obtain  regular  progress  reports  from  the 
Government  agencies  engaged  in  war  work  and  would  prepare,  primarily  on 
the  basis  of  these  reports,  authoritative  surveys  of  the  work  accomplished 
toward  the  effective  promotion  of  the  war  program.  Because  of  the  secret 
and  confidential  nature  of  the  data  to  be  gathered  and  disseminated,  the 
staff  of  the  Central  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  was  carefully 
chosen  and  given  separate  quarters.  The  Bureau  operated  as  an  independent 
agency  directly  under  the  President,  but  reported  through  Mr.  Baruch  of 
the  War  Industries  Board.  Later,  when  he  had  occasion,  the  President 
referred  to  the  Bureau *s  staff  as  including  many  "of  the  most  eminent 
students  of  economic  affairs  and  experts  on  research  and  statistical 
work  ...  equipped  with  the  most  modern  mechanical  devices  for  promptly 
compiling  statistical  information." 

The  first  move  of  the  Central  Bureau  was  to  undertake  an  extensive 
review  and  investigation  of  the  various  war  agencies  and  their  functions. 
This  survey  disclosed  a  considerable  amount  of  duplication  and  overlapping 
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throughout  the  Government  in  activities  relating  to  gathering  and  com¬ 
piling  statistical  data.  Most  of  the  duplication  “was  found  in  the  ques¬ 
tionnaires  sent  to  industries  engaged  in  important  war  work,  l^ny  of  the 
questionnaires  sought  information  of  a  character  necessitating  extra 
clerical  labor  and  the  interruption  of  war  production.  As  a  result  of 
the  survey  a  Statistical  Clearing  House  was  set  up  within  the  Central 
Bureau,  not  only  to  detect  duplication  occurring  in  statistics  within  the 
agencies  and  to  consolidate  questionnaires  going  out  under  Government 
authority,  but  also  to  offer  advice  and  expert  criticism  on  the  shaping 
of  the  questionnaires.  The  Clearing  House  as  one  of  its  functions  issued 
the  Weekly  Statistical  News  3  IVom  September  10,  1918,  through  June  12, 

1919*  This  was  a  confidential  survey  available  to  Government  agencies, 
which  listed  statistical  activities  completed,  under  way,  or  planned,  and 
kept  the  various  departments  and  agencies  in  constant  touch  with  one 
another’s  wartime  activities.  The  Clearing  House  built  up  an  index  of 
statistical  data  emanating  from  governmental  and  quasi-governmental 
agencies,  and  maintained  a  card  file  on  what  was  available  and  where  it 
could  be  obtained •  It  had  almost  completed  a  thorough  record  of  commodity, 
shipping,  labor,  and  railroad  statistics  by  the  time  of  its  disbandment 
in  19195  and  it  had  compiled  and  issued  statistical  bulletins  on  food, 
fuel,  mineral,  and  forest  products. 

The  Division  of  Statistical  Audit,  organized  to  facilitate  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  weekly  and  monthly  surveys  and  special  reports  for  the  President, 
was  made  responsible  for  the  standardizing  of  graphic  methods  and  the 
solving  of  innumerable  statistical  and  mechanical  details  for  the  Central 
Bureau’s  reports.  The  Editorial  Section  determined  the  scope,  character, 
and  form  of  material  to  be  included  in  the  weekly  reports,  and  cooperated 
closely  with  the  men  who  collected  and  submitted  the  data* 

The  first  of  the  reports  to  the  President  by  the  Central  Bureau,  a 
Conspectus  of  Special  War  Activities,  was  issued  on  August  li;,  1918,  and 
a  supplemental  report  on  September  11,  1918.  In  connection  with  this 
work  an  indexed  Digest  of  Federal  Administrative  Agencies  was  issued  and 
from  time  to  time  was  revised.  Numerous  weekly  and  monthly  surveys  of 
the  work  accomplished  by  Government  agencies  toward  the  effective  conduct 
of  the  war  and  special  reports  covering  various  wartime  activities  were 
prepared*  With  a  few  exceptions  the  agencies  cooperated  with  the  Central 
Bureau  in  its  efforts  to  obtain  precise  information  with  a  minimum  of 
effort,  though  many  of  them  objected  to  the  necessary  compression  of 
their  data*  Many  agencies,  the  Bureau  discovered,  had  been  extremely 
secretive,  to  the  extent  that  some  bureaus  possessed  information  not 
available  to  other  b\ireaus  within  the  same  agency.  The  Central  Bureau 
made  careful  analyses  of  the  statistical  materials  collected  by  and  the 
activities  of  the  agencies,  disseminated  the  information  thus  acquired 
when  and  where  this  could  be  done,  and  cooperated  with  the  agencies  in 
improving  their  scope  and  methods  of  collecting  statistics* 

The  staff  for  the  Central  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  was  prac¬ 
tically  complete  by  August  1918  and  its  contacts  with  all  principal  war

agencies  were  established  by  September.  In  October  1918  the  staff  num¬ 
bered  63,  including  28  experts  called  ”  contact  men'*  who  gathered  the 
statistics  from  the  various  points  of  contact  they  had  established  in 
the  Government  agencies  doing  war  work.  Funds  for  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  Central  Bureau  were  allocated  from  time  to  time  by  the 
President,  through  Mr.  Baruch,  from  sums  appropriated  "for  the  National 
Security  and  Defense."  Although  Executive  Order  No.  3019-B,  dated  Decem¬ 
ber  30,  1918,  dissolved  the  War  Industries  Board  as  of  January  1,  1919^ 
it  provided  that  remaining  funds  earmarked  for  the  Central  Bureau,  together 
with  disbursing  authority,  be  transferred  totiie  War  Trade  Board*  A  fur¬ 
ther  allocation  of  funds  in  addition  to  that  already  made  gave  encouraging 
impetus  to  the  Central  Bureau* 

The  armistice  in  November  1918  did  not  immediately  curtail  the  activi¬ 
ties  or  effectiveness  of  the  Bureau.  It  continued  compiling  the  Weekly 
Statistical  News  and  giving  advice  on  the  formulation  of  questionnaires, 
and  undertook  an  examination  of  the  functions  of  the  war  agencies  with  a 
view  toward  determining  which  ones  should  be  continued  on  a  permanent 
basis*  In  addition,  the  President  in  a  memorandum  dated  December  2,  1918, 
recommended  that  the  Central  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  be  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  official  source  through  which  should  be  obtained  the  economic 
data  required  by  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace,  the  United 
States  delegation  to  the  Peace  Conference  to  be  held  in  Paris*  In  this 
memorandum  President  Wilson  stated  that  the  Central  Bureau  and  the  other 
organizations  headed  and  coordinated  by  Dean  Gay,  which  were  engaged  in 
the  study  and  compilation  of  economic  facts  of  all  types  gathered  through¬ 
out  the  world,  were  recognized  generally  as  the  best  equipped  organizations 
available  for  supplying  information  on  economic  matters.  He  also  stated 
that  nothing  similar  had  existed  in  the  history  of  our  Government  and  that 
he  believed  it  compared  favorably  with  any  similar  organization  maintained 
by  foreign  governments.  The  Executive  order  of  December  30  that  dissolved 
the  War  Industries  Board  also  authorized  the  Central  Bureau  to  request  from 
the  Government  departments  all  information  and  assistance  needed  to  supply 
the  American  delegated  to  the  Peace  Conference  with  the  economic  data 
they  required.  The  weekly  reports  were  continued  and,  beginning  with 
February  3,  1919 >  were  sent  regularly  to  the  President  while  he  was  at 
the  Conference  during  the  early  months  of  1919 5  thus  furnishing  him  with 
the  necessary  governmental  picture.  The  reports  continued  to  be  published 
until  June  I6,  1919* 

In  December  I9I8  John  Foster  Dulles,  Assistant  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
War  Trade  Board,  was  authorized  to  proceed  to  Paris  to  represent  there 
the  Central  ^^reau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  President's  memorandum  "relative  to  the  centralization  of  economic 
data  to  be  presented  to  the  American  commissioners  to  negotiate  peace." 
Accompanying  Mr.  Dulles  was  a  small  staff  of  specially  trained  men,  taking 
with  them  a  "fairly  comprehensive  lot  of  material"  dealing  with  general 
commodities,  shipping,  minerals,  and  foodstuffs.  A  regular  cable  and 
courier  service  was  maintained  with  the  Paris  staff  and  materials  were 
transmitted  by  pouch  to  Paris  several  times  each  week  for  the  duration  of 
the  Conference. 
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Most  Government  statisticians  and  members  of  the  American  Statistical 
Association  favored  the  work  done  by  the  Central  Bureau  and  hoped  that 
the  Bureau  would  become  a  permanent  organization  to  act  as  a  much-needed 
clearinghouse  and  to  prepare  reports  on  the  administrative  departments 
for  the  President#  The  President  himself  expressed  a  definite  desire 
that  the  work  of  the  Central  Bureau  be  developed  as  a  permanent  peacetime 
function  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Government#  Dean  Gay  realized, 
however,  that  the  Bureau  might  not  be  continued  and  throughout  the  spring 
of  1919  he  discussed  with  other  officials  the  question  of  where  its  work 
might  best  be  placed.  One  of  those  with  whom  he  talked  was  Herbert  D*. 
Brown,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency#  Mr#  Brown  was  of  the  opinion 
that  investigating  the  duplication  of  statistical  and  other  work  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  Government  came  properly  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  his  Bureau,  as  it  had  been  authorized  and  directed  to  carry  on  such 
work  by  various  acts  of  Congress. 

The  Third  Deficiency  Appropriation  Act,  fiscal  year  1919 j  contained  a 
provision  that  ”Not  later  than  June  30,  1919 ^  all  books,  records,  and 
papers  relating  to  the  investigations  of  duplication  of  statistical  and 
other  work  and  to  the  work  of  the  statistical  clearing  house  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bureau 
of  Efficiency”  (kl  Stat#  36)#  As  a  result  part  of  the  Central  Bureau’s 
files  were  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency#  On  June  20,  1919 ^  I^^r#  C.  E# 
Griffin,  Liquidation  Officer  of  the  Central  Bureau,  wrote  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  requesting  that  the  ’’permanent  records”  of  the  Bureau  be  taken 
over  by  the  State  Department  for  safekeeping#  Records  that  had  not  been  ' 
sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency  were  then  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  State  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Bureau  of  Indexes  and  Archives# 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  the  ’’permanent  records”  of 
the  Central  Bureau  of  Planning  and  Statistics  that  had  been  acquired  by 
the  State  Department  and  that  were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives 
in  19U3#  They  consist  of  general  subject  files;  minutes  of  meetings; 
correspondence  and  memoranda  relating  to  the  organization,  administration, 
and  liquidation  of  the  Bureau;  statistical  materials  gathered  from  govern¬ 
mental  and  nongovernmental  sources;  economic  reports  prepared  by  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Bureau  and  other  agencies  for  the  President  and  for  the  American 
Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace,  on  such  subjects  as  shipping,  labor, 
prices,  railroads,  food,  fuel,  minerals,  forest  products,  and  forest  re¬ 
sources,  in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries;  correspondence,  memo¬ 
randa,  and  cablegrams  concerning  activities  at  the  Paris  Peace  Conference; 
indexes;  and  personnel  and  other  office  records#  Most  of  the  reports  are 
marked  secret  or  confidential#  The  records  are  a  parttof  Record  Group  51, 
Records  of  the  -^reau  of  the  Budget,  and  amount  to  28  cubic  feet#  Measure¬ 
ments  given  in  the  titles  of  series  described  in  this  inventory  are  in 
terms  of  linear  feet  and  inches. 

A  small  quantity  (5  linear  inches)  of  the  Central  Bureau’s  records  are 
among  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency  (filed  under  classification 
19  C#3),  which  are  also  part  of  Record  Group  51#  They  include  a  list. 
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made  in  1920,  of  the  materials  turned  over  to  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency 
at  the  time  of  the  Central  Bureau ‘s  termination  in  1919  •  One  item  on 
this  list  is  a  series  of  the  Weekly  Statistical  Nefws,  Numbers  1  through 
39,  but  neither  this  series  nor  any  other  item  listed  is  among  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency  in  the  National  Archives.  Copies  of 
some  of  the  documents  which  were  taken  or  sent  to  the  Peace  Conference 
are  in  Record  Group  256,  Records  of  the  American  Commission  to  Negotiate 
Peace*  Some  Central  Bureau  materials  were  sent  to  Government  and  univer¬ 
sity  libraries  at  the  time  of  the  Bureau  *s  termination.

Correspondence,  memoranda,  telegrams,  and  cablegrams;  minutes  of  sta¬ 
tistical  and  other  conferences;  progress  reports;  reports  of  ” contact 
men"  on  investigations  and  surveys  made  of  the  production  of  statistics 
and  other  functions  in  Government  agencies;  a  few  drafts  and  copies  of 
reports  issued  by  the  Central  Bureau;  statistical  material  furnished  by 
various  Government  and  other  organizations;  mailing  lists;  newspaper 
clippings;  press  releases;  bulletins;  printed  findings  and  decisions  of 
wartime  boards;  congressional  bills;  and  related  material.  The  letters, 
memoranda,  wires,  and  cables  concern  mainly  the  furnishing  of  statistical 
data  by  the  agencies  to  the  Central  Bureau  and  by  the  Central  Bureau  to 
the  Peace  Conference  held  in  Paris  in  the  early  months  of  19195  the  or¬ 
ganization,  policy,  program,  operation,  and  liquidation  of  the  Central 
Bureau;  appropriation,  budget,  anci  personnel  matters;  plans  for  the 
Conspectus;  and  war  conversion  factors.  A  great  deal  of  the  material  in 
the  series  concerns  matters  relating  to  the  Peace  Conference.  The  Weekly 
Progress  Reports  made  by  the  "contact  men"  furnish  concise  information  on 
materials  furnished  and  projects  undertaken,  including  work  done  by  the 
Statistical  Clearing  House  of  the  Central  Bureau.  There  is  a  special 
report  concerning  the  organization  and  functions  of  the  Central  Bureau, 
dated  Dec.  2h,  1918 ^  which  contains  a  list  of  the  staff  at  that  time  and 
an  organizational  chart.  The  records  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  sub¬ 
ject.

Printed  copy  of  the  Conspectus  (2d  ed.),  prepared  by  the  Central 
Bureau  to  show  the  President  as  succinctly  as  possible  the  degree  of 
coordination  in  the  activities  of  administrative  agencies  engaged  in  war 
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work.  It  portrayed  the  principal  governmental  activities  contributing 
directly  cr  indirectly  to  the  war  program,  with  certain  exceptions.  Ex¬ 
cepted  were  military  and  naval  activities  overseas;  activities  of  mili¬ 
tary  and  naval  authorities  at  home  that  related  to  combat  operations; 
and  activities  of  agencies  that,  although  contributing  to  the  war  effort, 
were  carried  on  in  normal  times  for  the  same  purpose  and  by  the  same 
methods.  In  the  Conspe ctus  each  major  functional  activity  is  carried  as 
a  heading  over  three  columns.  The  first  column  lists  specific  war-related 
activities  and  the  civilian  agencies  that  perform  them;  the  second,  activ¬ 
ities  performed  by  components  of  the  V^ar  Department;  and  the  third,  activ¬ 
ities  performed  by  components  of  the  Navy  Department.  The  publication 
has  a  table  of  contents  and  an  appendix  summarizing  the  special  war  activ¬ 
ities  of  the  civil  departments. 

CONSOLIDATED  SURVEYS.  Oct. -Nov.  1918.  Less  than  1  in.  5 

Photostatic  copies  of  two  consolidated  surveys  made  by  the  Central 
Bureau  for  the  information  of  the  President.  One,  the  "Status  of  War 
Activities  as  of  October  1,  1918,"  dated  Oct.  31,  1918,  shows  the  progress 
that  was  being  made  upon  the  more  important  parts  of  the  war  program.  It 
is  marked  "Secret."  The  other  report,  "Industrial  Data  Available  as  of 
November  23,  1918,"  dated  Nov.  25,  1918,  was  prepared  in  order  to  present 
a  summary  of  data  available,  in  process  of  collection,  or  lacking  but 
necessary,  on  the  following  subjects:  statistics  on  major  industries  in 
the  United  States;  information  as  to  changes  in  Army  and  Navy  requirements; 
statistics  as  to  labor  conditions  in  important  industrial  centers;  statis¬ 
tics  needed  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  Army  demobilization  plans;  and 
statistics  relating  to  the  needs  of  European  countries  for  industrial  re¬ 
habilitation.

Reports  on  the  status  of  contacts  made  and  maintained  by  the  Central 
Bureau  staff  with  the  various  executive  departments  and  independent 
establishments  from  whom  statistics  and  other  data  were  gathered.

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Y/ar;  the  Food  and  Railroad  Adrr' inis  tr  at  ions;  the  Shipping^  War  Industries, 
and  Ylar  Trade  Boards;  the  Council  of  National  Defense;  and  other  wartime 
departments  and  agencies.  They  concern  such  matters  as  program  and 
progress  reports;  collected  data  on  production,  holdings,  markets,  and 
consumption  of  foods  and  fuels;  rubber,  steel,  iron,  chemicals  and  ex¬ 
plosives,  mineral  and  forest  resources,  and  building  materials;  housing; 
price  fixing;  ship  construction  and  repair;  available  tonnage;  imports 
and  exports;  employment  and  other  labor  conditions;  American  relief  and 
loans  to  foreign  governments;  liberty  loans;  taxes;  exchange  rates;  the 
situation  on  gold  and  silver;  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasury. 

In  addition  to  statistical  information  there  are  some  correspondence  and 
memoranda  relating  to  the  statistics  and  other  information  furnished,  and 
to  other  matters;  copies  of  congressional  bills  and  reports,  annual  re¬ 
ports  of  various  agencies,  opinions  and  findings  of  certain  wartime  boards 
and  other  printed  naterials;  copies  of  press  releases  and  newspaper  clip¬ 
pings;  maps;  circulars  and  general  orders;  and  work  papers.  The  oversize 
materials  in  the  second  part  of  the  series  are  entirely  statistical  and 
were  collected  from  the  Shipping  Board,  the  Forest  Service  and  other  parts 
of  the  Agriculture  Department,  the  Food  Adm^inistration,  and  the  Railroad 
Administration.

Confidential  reports,  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Economic 
Council  and  the  Superior  Blockade  Council,  bulletins  of  the  American 
Commission  to  Negotiate  Peace,  letters  and  memoranda,  maps,  charts, 
clauses  drawn  up  for  insertion  in  the  Peace  Preliminaries  with  Germany, 
and  other  materials,  most  of  which  are  classified  as  secret.  Part  of  the 
material  was  sent  to  Mr.  Gay  by  Mr.  Dulles;  part  came  to  him  through  the 
War  Trade  Board,  which  had  received  the  material  from  its  Paris  representa¬ 
tive;  and  part  apparently  came  to  the  Department  of  State  after  both  the 
Central  Bureau  and  the  War  Trade  Board  had  gone  out  of  existence,  possibly 
to  the  War  Trade  Board  Section.  The  records  concern  such  matters  as  repa¬ 
rations  for  damages,  territorial  and  other  claims,  trade,  transportation 
and  communications,  food  supply  and  relief,  valuation  of  assets,  tonnage, 
and  other  economic  and  industrial  matters  of  the  various  interallied 
bodies  participating  in  the  Peace  Conference  and  of  the  neutral  and  enemy 
countries  whose  affairs  came  under  consideration  by  the  Conference.  In 
general,  the  series  is  unarranged,  although  the  minutes  and  bulletins 
are  each  arranged  chronologically.

A  record,  on  5”  x  8”  cards,  of  surveys  made  of  all  phases  of  housing 
problems  and  conditions  and  of  construction  projects  in  various  cities, 
towns,  and  military  installations.  The  information  was  compiled  mainly 
from  data  furnished  by  the  United  States  Housing  Corporation  but  some  of 
it  came  from  reports  of  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  of  the  United 
States  Shipping  Board.  The  cards  are  in  four  groups  as  described  below. 

(1)  Cards  containing  data  compiled  from  investigations  of  housing 
conditions  made  in  certain  places  **on  account  of"  the  Army,  Navy,  Emer¬ 
gency  Fleet  Corporation,  chambers  of  commerce,  shipbuilding  companies, 
essential  industries,  and  others.  Each  card  gives  the  name  and  location 
of  the  place  investigated,  the  date  of  compilation,  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  housing  project,  an  indication  of  housing  condi¬ 
tions  (frequently  the  single  word  "Adequate"  or  "Congested,"  usually 
"Congested"),  and  the  sources  of  the  data  (usually  field  surveys  made 
by  the  Housing  Corporation  or  reports  assembled  by  the  Corporation  that 
had  been  prepared  by  such  organizations  as  the  li’Jar  Industries  Board,  the 
Council  of  National  Defense,  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  and  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Yifar  Department).  Included  are  cards  per¬ 
taining  to  Army  installations,  which  give  the  name,  location,  and  data 
concerning  emergency  and  permanent  accommodations ^  and  cards  pertaining 

to  Navy  locations,  which  give  the  name  and  location  of  the  housing,  project, 
the  number  of  men  to  be  housed,  and  the  cost  of  the  project. 

(2)  Cards  containing  abstracts  from  reports  (on  file  with  the  Housing 
Corporation)  of  meetings  of  the  Facilities  Division  of  the  V/ar  Industries 
Board  concerning  requests  for  increased  facilities  from  industrial  plants 
and  from  Army  and  Navy  installations.  They  usually  show  what  action  was 
taken  by  the  Facilities  Division  as  well  as  comments  made  by  the  Emergency 
Fleet  Corporation  and  the  Housing  Corporation. 

(3)  Cards  relating  to  a  survey  made  of  certain  private  housing 
projects  in  71  cities  and  towns  in  20  States.  The  name,  location,  and 
number  of  the  project  are  given,  the  amount  of  money  involved,  the  United 
States  license  number,  and  the  number  of  houses  in  the  project. 

(U)  Cards  providing  a  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  form  of 
digests  of  6U  newspaper  articles  published  between  May  and  October  1918 
in  U8  cities  or  towns  in  22  States.  In  addition  to  the  digest  the  card 
carries  the  names  of  the  newspapers,  city  or  town,  and  State,  and  an  indica¬ 
tion  of  housing  conditions,  usually  "Adequate"  or  "Congested." 

The  cards  in  each  group  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  State  and 
thereunder  alphabetically  by  city  or  town. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  originated  on  July  26,  1775,  with 
the  selection  of  Benjamin  Franklin  as  Postmaster  General  for  a  term  of  one 
year  by  the  Continental  Congress*  The  position  of  Postmaster  General  was 
continued  by  the  Congress  of  the  Confederation.  An  act  of  September  22, 
1789  (1  Stat.  70 )>  under  the  Federal  Government  provided  for  the  temporary 
establishment  of  a  General  Post  Office  and  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a  Postmaster  General,  who  was  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  President. 

It  also  provided  that  the  duties  of  this  officer,  his  salary  and  the  com¬ 
pensation  paid  to  the  assistant  or  clerk  and  to  the  deputy  postmasters 
whom  he  appointed,  together  with  the  regulations  governing  the  Post  Office 
Establishment,  should  be  the  same  as  those  under  the  Congress  of  the  Con¬ 
federation.  An  act  of  February  20,  1792  (1  Stat.  232),  provided  in  detail 
for  the  Post  Office  Department  and  the  Postal  Service  generally.  It  gave 
the  Postmaster  General  authority  to  appoint  **an  assistant,  and  deputy  post¬ 
masters,  at  all  places  where  such  shall  be  found  necessary.**  Subsequent 
acts  made  the  Post  Office  Department  a  permanent  agency  and  enlarged  its 
duties • 

The  Post  Office  operated  as  a  single,  undifferentiated  unit  until  the 
appointment  of  a  Chief  Clerk  on  April  1,  I818.  This  officer  was  assigned 
supervision  of  the  field  operations  of  the  Post. Office,  including  mail 
contracts,  inspections,  activities  of  special  agents  and  the  topographer, 
disbursements,  and  measures  to  deal  with  mail  depredations.  As  the  Post 
Office  came  to  perform  more  services,  other  functions  of  the  Postmaster 
General  were  delegated  to  the  Chief  Clerk  and  the  Assistant  Postmasters 
General.^  The  salary  of  the  Postmaster  General  was  placed  on  an  equal 
basis  with  that  of  other  department  heads  by  an  act  of  Llarch  2,  1827*  In 
1830  the  Postmaster  General  became  a  regular  member  of  the  Cabinet. 

Changes  in  the  organization  of  the  Post  Office  Department  and  of  the 
Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  from  1773  to  1952,  the  period  covered  by 
this  inventory,  were  usually  authorized  by  departmental  orders,  to  which 
Congress  accorded  statutory  recognition  in  successive  appropriation  acts. 

In  only  a  few  instances  did  Congress  take  action  with  respect  to  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Post  Office  Department  or  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster 
General  before  the  Postmaster  General  ordered  such  organization  or  ex¬ 
pressly  recommended  it. 

The  functions  of  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  in  19U6  were  (l) 
to  supervise,  direct,  and  manage  the  Post  Office  Department;  (2)  to  appoint 


^The  position  of  First  Assistant  Postmaster  General  was  authorized 
on  January  28,  1792;  Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  on  April  30, 
1810;  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  on  July  2,  1836;  and  Fourth 
Assistant  Postmaster  General,  on  March  3>  1891* 
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Department  officers  and  employees  excluding  the  four  Assistant  Postmasters 
General  and  the  Purchasing  Agent; ^  (3)  to  determine  appeals  from  decisions 
of  the  four  Assistant  Postmasters  General;  (U)  to  issue  orders  and  promul¬ 
gate  rules  and  regulations  affecting  the  organization  and  operations  of 
the  Postal  Service;  and  (5)  to  consider  claims  for  damage  done  to  persons 
or  property  or  through  the  operation  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  and 
claims  of  postmasters  for  credit  or  reimbursement  for  losses  by  fire, 
burglary,  or  other  unavoidable  casualty. 

Many  of  the  early  records  of  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  were 
burned  in  a  fire  in  1836.  liuch  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Postmaster 
General  and  of  the  Chief  Clerk  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  an 
act  of  1881  and  later  acts  providing  for  the  disposal  of  postal  records. 
There  are,  however,  a  very  small  quantit;^’-  of  early  accounting  books  of 
the  Department,  correspondence,  and  samples  of  forms  which  were  retained 
and  used  for  exhibit  purposes  in  the  Department  museum  during  the  early 
1900*s.  Most  of  the  extant  records  of  the  Office  remain  in  the  custody  of 
the  Post  Office  Department. 

The  arrangement  of  the  records  in  the  inventory  does  not  reflect  the 
organization  of  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  at  any  particular 
date;  rather  it  depicts  the  unit  which  maintained  the  records  and  its 
position  in  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

The  records  covered  by  this  inventor;^^  are  a  part  of  Record  Group  28, 
Records  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  and  amount  to  72U  cubic  feet.  They 
consist  of  all  the  records  of  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General  that 
were  in  the  National  Archives  on  March  1,  1957*  Records  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  First  Assistant  Postmaster  General  are  described  in  Preliminary  Inven- 
toiy  No.  36,  and  those  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster 
General  in  Preliminary  Inventory  No.  82.  The  remaining  records  of  the 
Department  are  described  in  another  inventory,  not  yet  published. 


^An  act  of  March  3,  1853 ,  transferred  the  power  of  the  Postmaster 
General  to  appoint  Assistant  Postmasters  General  to  the  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  United  States  Senate.  An  act  of  April 
28,  190k ^  authorized  the  appointment  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  United  States  Senate.

The  appointment  of  a  Chief  Clerk  was  authorized  in  April  I8l8*  His 
duties  were  originally  concerned  with  field  and  investigative  activities 
of  the  Post  Office  Department#  When  the  Post  Office  Department  was  or¬ 
ganized  in  1825  into  three  divisions,  the  Chief  Clerk  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  third  division,  and  he  supervised  the  Office  of  Mail  Con¬ 
tracts  (later  the  Inspection  Office).  During  the  period  1836-72  he 
supervised  the  operations  of  the  Division  of  Special  Agents  and  Mail 
Depredations,  Office  of  the  Topographer,  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  and  the  Disbursing  Clerk#  After  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
June  8,  1872  (17  Stat.  283),  under  which  the  Post  Office  Department 
operated  for  about  20  years,  the  functions  of  the  Chief  Clerk  gradually 
came  to  relate  more  and  more  to  the  administrative  and  oi)erating  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Office  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

The  Chief  Clerk  became  known  as  the  Chief  Clerk  and  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  on  July  1,  1905,  and  as  Chief  Clerk  and  Director  of  Personnel 
on  July  1,  193U«  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Personnel  Administration,  repre¬ 
sented  the  Department  as  a  member  of  the  Welfare  and  Recreational  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  Inc.,  and  was  a  liaison  officer 
between  the  Post  Office  Department  and  the  Public  Buildings  Administra¬ 
tion  on  departmental  building  and  equipment  matters.

The  position  of  Appointment  Clerk  was  established  about  July  1,  I878. 

The  Appointment  Clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Clerk,  kept  the 
official  roster  of  all  officers,  clerks,  and  employees  of  the  Department, 
including  those  employed  at  the  stamp  and  official  envelope  agencies, 
post  office  inspectors,  and  superintendents  and  assistant  superintendents 
of  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  and  all  papers,  applications,  recommendations, 
and  files  relating  thereto.  He  certified  the  payrolls,  and  he  prepared  all 
orders  and  correspondence  relating  to  appointments,  promotions,  removals, 
and  resignations.

The  Museum  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  supervised  by  the  Chief 
Clerk,  served  as  a  storage  place  for  miscellaneous  correspondence,  early 
accounting  books,  samples  of  forms,  and  equipment  and  other  material  used 
for  exhibition  purposes.  Most  of  the  records  were  transferred  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  in  1905  and  1909  and  accessioned  by  the  National 
Archives  in  19l;6.

An  act  of  March  3,  1853  (10  Stat.  211),  authorized  the  appointment  of 
a  Disbursing  Clerk  for  the  Post  Office  Department.  This  title  was  changed 
to  Superintendent  of  the  Post  Office  Building  and  disbursing  Officer  (or 
Clerk)  by  an  act  of  June  8,  1872  (17  Stat.  283).  The  position  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Office  of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  appropriations  act  of  June  19,  I878  (20  Stat.  I78).  By  an 
order  of  the  Postmaster  General  dated  August  1,  I89I,  the  Office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Post  Office  Building  and  Disbursing  Clerk  was  es¬ 
tablished  as  a  separate  unit  under  the  direction  of  the  Postmaster  General# 
On  November  1,  1905,  the  Postmaster  General  changed  the  title  of  the 
official  in  charge  to  Disbursing  Officer#  His  duties,  in  19U6,  included 
the  maintenance  of  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  departmental  establish¬ 
ment;  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  buildings;  the  disbursement  of 
salaries  and  various  other  expenditures;  the  publication  of  the  Official 
Guide;  the  sale  of  waste  paper  and  unserviceable  property;  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  accounts  relating  to  these  activities# 

The  Disbursing  Officer  was  redesignated  the  Director  of  Postal  Finance, 
Bureau  of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  on  November  15,  19U3#

The  Postal  Employees*  Cooperative  Store  Association  located  in  the  Post 
Office  Department  Building  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  organized  during  the 
fall  of  1917  to  operate  a  store  for  the  distribution  of  groceries  and  such 
other  articles  as  may  have  been  desired,  at  wholesale  prices.  Its  board 
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of  16  directors  represented  every  office  or  bureau  of  the  Post  Office 
Department.  The  cooperative  was  dissolved  on  January  lit,  1921,  and  its 
funds  were  distributed  to  the  members  and  its  records  were  turned  over 
to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department. 

On  April  21,  1921,  the  Post  Office  Department  established  a  Welfare 
Division,  later  known  as  the  Division  of  Service  ^^lations.  Through  the 
media  of  national,  county,  local,  and  departmental  councils,  it  developed 
programs  for  health  improvement,  hospitalization,  education,  improved 
sanitary  and  working  conditions,  economic  self-help,  and  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  officials  and  their  subordinates.

RECORDS  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SOLICITOR 


On  May  8,  179hy  a  solicitor  was  appointed  by  the  Postmaster  General  to 
take  charge  of  contracts  and  handle  legal  matters.  In  1825,  when  the  Post 
Office  Establishment  was  organized  into  three  divisions,  the  solicitor  was 
included  in  the  first  division.  An  act  of  June  1,  1872,  authorized  the 
Postmaster  General  to  appoint  as  his  chief  law  officer  an  Assistant  Attor¬ 
ney  General  for  the  Post  Office  Department,  and  the  first  incumbent  of  the 
office  was  appointed  on  March  20,  1873*  All  evidence  obtained  by  postal 
inspectors  from  investigations  of  alleged  operations  through  the  mails  of 
lotteries  and  fraudulent  enterprises  was  reviewed  by  the  Assistant  Attor¬ 
ney  General  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Postmaster  General.  The  As¬ 
sistant  Attorney  General  was  paid  from  appropriations  of  the  Department 
of  Justice,  but  beginning  in  I878,  he  was  provided  with  a  staff  from  the 
appropriations  for  the  Post  Office  Department.  His  title  was  changed  to 
Solicitor  for  the  Post  Office  Department  by  an  act  of  June  I6,  191ii  (38 
Stat.  U5U)^  without  any  change  of  duties  or  status. 

An  act  of  July  28,  I9I6  (39  Stat.  U-J-2),  authorized  the  appointment  by 
the  Postmaster  General  of  a  Special  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General,  and 
this  position  was  provided  for  by  postal  appropriations  from  1917  to  1931; • 
This  official  assisted  **in  the  defense  of  cases  against  the  United  States 
arising  out  of  the  transportation  of  the  mails,  and  in  other  cases  and 
matters  affecting  the  postal  revenues.**  In  193U  the  Offices  of  the 
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Special  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General  and  the  Solicitor  for  the  Post 
Office  Department  were  merged  to  form  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Post  Office  Department*  Thereafter,  the  appropriations  for  this  office 
were  disbursed  by  the  Post  Office  i^epartment* 

The  functions  delegated  to  this  office  by  the  Postmaster  General  in¬ 
cluded  drafting  bills  for  Congress,  amendments  to  postal  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions,  and  legal  opinions;  preparing  reports  on  legislation  pertaining  to 
the  Department;  representing  the  Postmaster  General  before  regulatory 
commissions;  settling  claims  against  the  Department;  passing  upon  the 
legality  of  contracts  involving  the  Department;  trying  cases  resulting 
from  alleged  use  of  the  mails  to  defraud;  assisting  in  the  defense  of 
cases  against  the  Federal  Government  arising  out  of  postal  activities; 
and  considering  applications  for  executive  clemency  for  crimes  committed 
in  violation  of  postal  laws. 

Central  Numeric  File 


In  1905  the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  for  the  Post 
Office  Department  established  a  numeric  file  in  which  most  records  were 
to  be  maintained.  Records  relating  to  a  single  activity  were  put  in  a 
case  file,  which  was  assigned  a  serial  number.  At  the  time  the  individ¬ 
ual  case  files  were  organized,  subject  cards  were  prepared  to  serve  as 
an  index  to  the  series  and  a  register  of  transactions.  The  series  was 
continued  by  the  successors  to  the  Assistant  Attorney  General  until  1951, 
when  a  new  filing  system  was  adopted. 

In  193h  most  records  relating  to  Federal  operation  of  telephone,  tele¬ 
graph,  and  cable  companies  for  the  period  1918-21  were  withdrawn  from  the 
series  and  transferred  to  the  newly  created  Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission  (see  entry  35).  In  19U1^  another  segment  relating  to  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  Espionage  Act  during  World  War  I  was  transferred  to  the  National 
Archives  (see  entry  38).  Several  other  segments  (described  in  entries  33 
and  39-I1I)  were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  from  time  to  time. 

In  1953  the  Post  Office  Department  and  the  National  Archives  reappraised 
these  records  v/ith  the  purpose  of  eliminating  those  of  negligible  research 
value.  Acting  by  congressional  authorization,  they  disposed  of  most  of  the 
large  series  of  files  represented  by  entry  33  below  and  left  only  this  sam¬ 
ple.

These  records  document  Federal  control  of  communication  systems  under 
a  joint  resolution  of  Congress  of  July  16,  1918,  and  a  Presidential 
proclamation  of  July  22,  1918,  authorizing  the  Postmaster  General  to  take 
over  the  operation  of  all  telephone,  telegraph,  and  cable  companies*  The 
companies  continued  to  operate  the  facilities  as  agents  of  the  Government 
until  January  1,  1919,  when  the  Postmaster  General  established  within  the 
United  States  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Administration  a  Board  of  Operations 
to  manage  the  facilities.  They  were  returned  to  their  owners  on  July  31, 
1919,  and  the  Postmaster  General  was  made  responsible  for  determining  the 
rate  of  compensation  due  the  companies.  As  the  Solicitor  handled  the  re¬ 
sulting  litigation,  he  inherited  and  organized  all  the  records  of  Federal 
operation.  In  I93I4.  he  transferred  them  to  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  which  in  turn  transferred  them  to  the  National  Archives.

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary”  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have 
been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and 
the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision.  Meanwhile, 
as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes,  calendars, 
and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (19U8)  and  a  brief  guide.

Federal 
Records  of  World  War  11  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  7 >000  rolls  of  this  mi¬ 
crofilm,  most  of  which  are  described  in  the  List  of  National  Archives  Mi¬ 
crofilm  Publications  (1953 )>  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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By  an  Executive  order  of  October  12,  1917,  the  President  established 
the  War  Trade  Board  to  regulate  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States 
during  Yforld  V/ar  I.  As  early  as  June  15,  1917,  under  Title  VII  of  the 
Espionage  Act  (I4.O  Stat.  217),  Congress  had  authorized  the  President  to 
control  the  movement  of  trade.  To  implement  this  authorization,  the 
President,  by  Executive  orders  of  June  22  and  August  21,  1917,  created 
the  Exports  Council  ”to  formulate,  for  the  consideration  and  approval  of 
the  President,  policies  and  make  recommendations”  regarding  the  control 
of  exports.  To  strengthen  control  over  foreign  trade,  the  President,  by 
an  Executive  order  of  August  21,  1917,  replaced  the  Export  Licenses  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  Bureau  with  the  Exports  Admin¬ 
istrative  Board.  The  Board  was  directed  to  "take  such  measures  as  may  be 
necessary  •  .  •  to  grant  or  refuse  export  licenses.”  The  President  rec¬ 
ognized  the  necessity  for  a  larger  and  more  flexible  organization  and, 
less  than  2  months  later,  by  an  Executive  order  of  October  12,  1917,  re¬ 
placed  the  Exports  Administrative  Board  with  the  War  Trade  Board  and 
transferred  the  functions  of  the  Exports  Council  to  the  War  Trade  Council, 
which  was  set  up  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  War  Trade  Board. 

The  War  Trade  Board  was  given  broader  powers  than  either  of  its  predeces¬ 
sor  agencies  because  the  Trading  With  the  Enemy  Act  of  October  6,  1917, 
provided  for  control  over  imports  and  enemy  trade  in  addition  to  the 
earlier  controls  over  exports. 

The  broad  policy  aims  of  the  War  Trade  Board  were  (l)  to  control  United 
States  exports  to  neutral  countries  in  order  to  prevent  strategic  goods 
from  getting  to  the  Central  Powers,  (2)  to  keep  enemy  credit  or  financial 
holdings  in  the  United  States  from  being  used,  and  (3)  to  conserve  and 
obtain  essential  supplies  through  export  controls  and  through  imports  from 
the  Allied  countries  or  other  neutral  countries. 

The  membership  of  the  War  Trade  Board,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Vance 
C.  McCormick,  comprised  representatives  of  the  Secretaries  of  State,  the 
Treasury,  Agriculture,  and  Commerce,  of  the  Food  Administrator,  and  of 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board.  A  representative  of  the  War  Industries 
Board  was  added  to  the  membership  by  an  Executive  order  of  August  20, 

1918.  These  men,  under  instructions  of  the  President  and  in  accordance 
with  the  general  lines  of  policy  laid  do?m  by  him  for  the  conduct  of  the 
war,  were  responsible  for  formulating  specific  policies  with  reference  to 
war  trade  and  for  their  execution  in  such  a  way  as  to  contribute  tolhe 
successful  outcome  of  the  war  against  the  Central  Powers.  Members  of  the 
Board  coordinated  these  policies  with  those  of  other  Government  agencies 
in  Washington  and  of  the  Allied  Governments  associated  with  the  United 
States  in  the  war.  To  further  their  work  certain  members  of  the  Board 
went  abroad,  and  they  played  an  important  part  in  trade  negotiations  with 
the  Allies  and  with  the  neutral  governments. 

With  the  end  of  hostilities  on  November  11,  1918,  the  main  task  of  the 
War  Trade  Board  became  the  equitable  relaxation  of  wartime  controls.  By 
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June  30,  1919 j  most  of  this  work  was  accomplished  and  the  few  remaining 
functions  of  the  Board  were  transferred  to  the  War  Trade  Board  Section  of 
the  Department  of  State  in  accordance  with  Executive  orders  of  May  12  and 
June  23,  1919*  The  Section  continued  to  operate  in  a  limited  capacity 
until  May  2?,  1921,  when  it  was  abolished  by  an  act  of  Congress  (I4.2  Stat* 
9). 


This  inventory  is  arranged,  insofar  as  feasible,  according  to  the 
organizational  structure  of  the  War  Trade  Board  as  it  existed  during  1918 • 
The  inventory  covers  all  the  records  in  Record  Group  182,  Records  of  the 
War  Trade  Board,  that  were  in  the  National  Archives  on  June  1,  1951  •  In 
addition  to  the  records  of  the  Board  itself,  they  include  the  records  of 
the  Exports  Council,  the  Exports  Administrative  Board,  the  Russian  Bureau, 
Inc.,  and  the  War  Trade  Board  Section,  and  they  amount  to  1,086  cubic  feet. 
The  personnel  records  (63  cubic  feet)  have  been  transferred  to  the  Federal 
Records  Center  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  are  described  in  the  appendix.

The  Exports  Council  was  created  hy  an  Executive  order  of  June  22,  1917, 
under  authority  of  the  Espionage  Act,  approved  June  15 >  1917*  It  was  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Secretaries  of  State,  Agriculture,  and  Commerce  and  the  Food 
Administrator*  The  Council  was  directed  to  formulate,  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  and  approval  of  the  President,  policies  for  the  Export  Licenses  Di¬ 
vision  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  Bureau,  and  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  export  control* 

An  Executive  order  of  August  21,  1917 >  created  a  second  Exports  Council* 
This  Council  was  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  upon  matters  of  trade  con¬ 
trol  referred  to  it  by  the  President  or  the  Exports  Administrative  Board* 

It  was  composed  of  the  members  of  the  first  Council  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  United  States  Shipping  Board* 

The  last  official  meeting  of  the  Exports  Council  was  held  on  August  2I4.J 
1917*  By  an  Executive  order  of  October  12,  1917 ^  its  duties  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  War  Trade  Council,  which  was  set  up  to  advise  the  War  Trade 
Board.

The  Exports  Administrative  Board  was  created  by  an  Executive  order  of 
August  21,  1917 >  to  replace  the  Export  Licenses  Division  of  the  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Bureau  in  the  Department  of  Commerce.  It  was  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  Secretaries  of  State,  Agriculture,  and  Commerce, 
of  the  Food  Administrator,  and  of  the  Shipping  Board*  The  Exports  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Board  was  responsible  for  administering  the  laws  relating  to 
the  licensing  of  exports*  No  commodities  on  the  prohibited  lists  could 
be  exported  without  a  license  issued  by  this  Board* 

The  Exports  Administrative  Board  was  succeeded  by  the  War  Trade  Board 
on  October  12,  1917*  The  functions  of  the  Export  Licenses  Bureau  of  the 
Exports  Administrative  Board  were  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Exports  of 
the  War  Trade  Board  on  the  following  day.

The  Bureau  of  Exports  was  an  administrative  department  operating  in 
accordance  with  the  policies  and  regulations  laid  down  by  the  War  Trade 
Board  and  conveyed  to  the  Bureau  in  what  were  known  as  ’’General  Instruc¬ 
tions.”  In  these  instructions  were  incorporated  the  earlier  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Exports  Administrative  Board  and  the  Exports  Council. 

Simply  stated,  the  control  of  exports  was  exercised  by  means  of  the 
granting,  withholding,  or  refusal  of  export  licenses  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  I,  Title  VII,  of  the  Espionage  Act. 

Included  in  the  personnel  of  the  Bureau  of  Exports  was  a  corps  of 
trade  experts  who  kept  posted  on  the  production,  marketing,  and  transpor¬ 
tation  of  the  particular  commodities,  and  who  advised  on  applications  for 
export  licenses  for  those  commodities.  There  were  also  a  corps  of  special 
country  advisers  and  another  of  trade  distributors  who  considered  appli¬ 
cations  for  licenses  to  export  to  the  particular  countries  within  their 
jurisdiction. 

The  Bureau  of  Exports  carried  out  the  export  policies  of  the  War  Trade 
Board  by: 


(1)  The  control  of  exports  and  the  conservation  of  war  materials, 

(2)  An  embargo 'on  exports  to  border  neutrals, 

(3)  Rations  to  neutrals  or  to  Allies  by  agreement. 

(ii)  The  free  movement  of  essential  supplies  to  the  Allied  Governments. 

(5)  The  control  of  exports  to  neutrals  for  bargaining  purposes. 

(6)  The  rectification  of  unfavorable  tonnage  or  trade  situations  with 

neutrals .

RECORDS  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  IMPORTS

The  Bureau  of  Enemy  Trade  was  established  by  the  War  Trade  Board  on 
October  15,  1917,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  certain  provisions  of 
the  Trading  With  the  Enemy  Act,  approved  October  6,  1917 • 

The  work  of  the  Bureau  was  done  in  close  conjunction  with  the  Bureaus 
of  Exports,  Imports,  and  War  Trade  Intelligence.  One  function  of  the 
Bureau  was  to  issue  licenses  to  trade  or  to  carry  on  x>ther  business  trans¬ 
actions  with,  on  behalf  of,  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy  or  an  ally  of 
an  enemy,  providing  such  transactions  would  be  in  the  public  interest. 

The  Bureau  was  also  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  business  of 
enemy  concerns  in  the  United  States.  To  facilitate  its  work  the  Bureau 
compiled  and  published  an  ”Enemy  Trading  List”  of  firms  throughout  the 
world  with  which  trade  by  American  citizens  should  be  prohibited,  and 
which  included  not  only  enemy  firms  but  neutral  firms  that  dealt  with  them.

The  Bureau  of  Transportation  was  established  on  October  13,  1917.  It 
was  the  successor  agency  to  the  Division  of  Transportation  of  the  Bureau 
of  Export  Licenses,  which  had  been  created  on  September  6,  1917.  The 
Bureau  of  Transportation  carried  out  the  policies  of  the  War  Trade  Board 
through  its  control  over  bunkers  and  ships  stores.  No  vessel  was  permit¬ 
ted  to  clear  for  a  United  States  port  without  a  license  for  her  cargo, 
bunker  fuel,  port,  and  ships  stores.  The  Bureau  granted  or  refused  ap¬ 
plications  for  licenses  in  accordance  with  the  rulings  of  the  War  Trade 
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Board#  A  great  deal  of  work  was  done  for  the  Bureau  of  Transportation  by 
the  branch  offices  located  on  the  seaboard,  particularly  those  at  New 
York,  Norfolk,  New  Orleans,  San  Francisco,  and  Seattle.  The  office  at 
Norfolk  confined  its  activities  solely  to  Bureau  of  Transportation  activi¬ 
ties,  whereas  the  others  also  worked  in  close  cooperation  with  one  or  more 
of  the  other  bureaus  of  the  Board.

This  Bureau  was  created  on  October  15 y  1917 y  replacing  the  War  Trade 
Intelligence  Section  of  the  Exports  Administrative  Board*  The  Division 
of  Export  Licenses  established  in  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce  also  had  such  a  section.  This  section  had  been  made  a  part  of 
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the  Exports  Administrative  Board  on  August  27,  1917,  a.nd  so  continued 
until  the  establishment  of  the  War  Trade  Board.  On  May  12,  1919,  the 
Bureau  of  War  Trade  Intelligence,  whose  functions  dwindled  with  the  end¬ 
ing  of  the  war,  was  consolidated  with  the  Bureau  of  Enemy  Trade,  under 
the  name  of  the  latter. 

The  functions  of  the  Bureau  were  (l)  to  determine  the  enemy  or  non- 
enemy  status  of  persons  trading  with  any  person  or  firm  in  the  United 
States^  (2)  to  supply  the  Bureau  of  Enemy  Trade  with  information  con¬ 
cerning  applicants  for  licenses  to  trade  with  the  enemy;  and  (3)  to  act 
as  a  clearinghouse  of  war  trade  intelligence  for  the  Government  and  the 
Allies.  At  one  time  or  another  it  cooperated  with  such  agencies  as 
Military  and  Naval  Intelligence,  the  War  Shipping  Board,  and  the  Alien 
Property  Custodian.

These 
agents  submitted  reports  and  procured  information  for  the  use  of  the  War 
Trade  Board  and,  in  particular,  the  Bureau  of  War  Trade  Intelligence. 
Representatives  of  the  Bureau  in  England,  France,  Italy,  and  the  neutral 
countries  of  Europe  had  semidiploma tic  status  and  were  appointed  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Therefore,  in  addition  to  the  pro¬ 
curement  of  information,  these  agents  acted  as  representatives  of  the  War 
Trade  Board  at  conferences  and  on  various  interallied  committees. 

Most  of  the  information  and  reports  submitted  to  the  Board  were  ab¬ 
stracted  by  the  Bureau  of  Research.  In  the  fall  of  1918  the  name  of  the 
Bureau  of  Foreign  Agents  and  Reports  was  shortened  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign

This  Division  was  originally  the  Research  Section  of  the  Division  of 
Export  Licenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  beginning 
active  work  about  July  10,  191? •  On  November  12,  1918,  the  Bureaus  of 
Research  and  Tabulations  were  combined  into  the  Bureau  of  Research  and 
Statistics,  with  each  former  Bureau  being  made  into  a  division. 

The  general  functions  of  the  Division  of  Research  were  (l)  to  investi¬ 
gate  and  answer  requests  for  information  submitted  by  members  and  officials 
of  the  War  Trade  Board  and  other  Government  agencies 5  (2)  to  keep  at  hand, 
in  a  readily  accessible  form,  information  regarding  questions  constantly 
before  the  War  Trade  Board;  and  (3)  to  initiate  investigations  in  order 
to  anticipate  inquiries  and  to  prepare  reports  valuable  to  the  War  Trade 
Board  and  other  war  agencies. 

Although  the  domestic  conservation  program  was  determined  largely  by 
the  Food  Administration,  the  Fuel  Administration,  and  the  War  Industries 
Board,  and  administered  by  trade  advisers  in  the  Bureau  of  Exports,  the 
Division  of  Research  contributed  materially  to  this  program.

This  Division  was  created  on  October  13,  1917 ^  as  the  Tabulation  and 
Statistics  Bureau  of  the  Board,  taking  over  the  tabulating  and  statisti¬ 
cal  work  of  the  Research  Division  of  the  Export  Licenses  Bureau  of  the 
fonner  Exports  Administrative  Board.  On  November  12,  1918,  the  Bureau 
became  a  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Research  and  Statistics  and  remained 
as  such  until  the  transfer  of  the  War  Trade  Board  to  the  Department  of 
State  on  July  1,  1919. 

The  functions  of  the  Bureau  were:  (l)  tabulating  import  and  export 
data 5  (2)  checking  the  use  of  licenses  to  detect  different  forms  of  abuse, 
such  as  overshipment  and  altering  of  licensed;  and  (3)  supplying  conver¬ 
sion  and  stowage  factors  of  commodities  for  Government  statistical  agen¬ 
cies  such  as  those  of  the  Shipping  Board  and  the  War  Department.

This  Bureau  was  organized  as  the  Branches  and  Customs  Division  of  the 
Exports  Bureau  in  October  1917  and  became  a  separate  bureau  of  the  War 
Trade  Board  on  February  6,  1918.  Its  functions  were  to  supervise  the 
administration  of  the  branch  and  cooperative  offices  and  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Board  in  the  United  States,  and  to  transmit  to  the  collec¬ 
tors  of  customs,  through  the  Customs  Division  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
the  rulings  of  the  Board.  This  Bureau  also  worked  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Railroad  Administration  and  the  Post  Office  Department.  By 
December  1918  it  had  26  general  branch  offices  established  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  at  one  time  it  had  I4.69  employees.  Beginning  March  1, 
1919^  the  branch  offices  were  closed,  and  on  June  30,  1919^  only  7  persons 
remained  to  be  transferred  to  the  War  Trade  Board  Section  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State,  mainly  to  complete  the  liquidation. 

Before  February  6,  1918 ^  the  administrative  control  of  the  branch 
offices  of  the  Board  had  been  the  responsibility  of  the  Division  of 
Branches  and  Customs  of  the  Bureau  of  Exports,  but  each  Bureau  appointed 
its  own  representatives  in  these  offices  and  issued  its  own  instructions 
to  them  and  to  the  Customs  Division  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  branch  offices  performed  two  functions:  (l)  They  advised  exporters 
and  importers  throughout  the  country  how  to  proceed  under  the  many  rules 
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of  the  Board,  furnished  them  with  the  proper  application  forms,  and  in¬ 
structed  them  how  to  fill  them  outj  and  (2)  they  did  a  part  of  the  rou¬ 
tine  work  of  recording  and  writing  many  of  the  licenses  issued.  Some  of 
the  branch  offices  did  investigative  work  for  the  Bureau  of  War  Trade  In¬ 
telligence.  The  records  of  the  branch  offices  have  been  destroyed  under 
Congressional  authorization.

In  accordance  with  President  Wilson’s  Executive  order  of  May  12,  1919, 
the  War  Trade  Board  was  integrated  into  the  Department  of  State,  effec¬ 
tive  July  1,  1919.  The  Armistice,  however,  had  already  brought  to  an  end 
most  of  the  War  Trade  Board  functions.  The  War  Trade  Board  Section  was 
created  in  the  Department  of  State  to  carry  on  those  that  remained. 


Most  of  the  records  described  below  were  created  after  the  transfer 
date  of  July  1^  1919^  and  constitute  a  separate  series ^  which  cannot  be 
included  in  previous  series  descriptions. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  the  War  Trade  Board  Section  was  abol¬ 
ished  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  May  2?^  1921^  records  of  a  later  date 
exist.

It  was  provided  with  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $5^000,000  to  be  used  as  a  revolving  fund  for  the  purchase 
and  shipment  of  supplies  vitally  needed  by  the  Russians  in  the  regions 
where  the  Czechoslovakian  forces  were  operating.  The  members  of  the  Yiar 
Trade  Board  became  directors  of  the  corporation,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Board,  its  president.  Offices  of  the  Bureau  were  maintained  in  both  New 
York  and  Y/ashington.  By  Executive  Order  No.  309U-A  of  June  5,  1919 ^  and 
Executive  Order  No.  3099-A  of  June  21;,  1919>  the  Russian  Bureau  was  dis¬ 
solved,  and  provision  was  made  for  its  remaining  funds  to  be  used  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  finance  the  Interallied  Railway  Committee  and  to 
maintain  the  Trans-Siberian  and  Chinese  Eastern  Railways.

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of 
the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids 
are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in 
the  records-description  program  is  the  coi]:5)ilation  of  preliminary  inven¬ 
tories  of  the  material  in  the  280-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings 
of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  ^preliminary*'  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records 
are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to 
perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for 
internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient 
reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control 
over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records. 

The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units 
of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity 
or  that  aire  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the 
records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  *'preliminary*'  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (194S)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Government's 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued.  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  far  been  issued.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  V>forld  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records.

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INTRODUCTION 


On  December  20,  I860,  South  Carolina  seceded  frcxn  the  Union  and  in 
the  next  few  months  other  States  of  the  lower  South  followed  suit#  From 
February  4  to  8,  1861,  a  Congress  of  the  seceded  States — South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana — sat  at  Montgomery, 
Ala*,  and  drafted  a  constitution  for  the  provisional  government  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America,  which  was  signed  by  the  delegates  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  8,  1861*  The  executive  power  was  vested  in  a  President,  who,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  Vice  President,  was  to  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  States 
represented  in  the  Congress  then  in  session,  each  State  casting  one  vote, 
and  a  majority  of  the  whole  being  requisite  to  elect;  the  legislative  po^er 
was  vested  in  the  Congress  then  assembled;  and  the  judicial  power  was 
vested  in  a  Supreme  Court  and  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Congress  should 
from  time  to  time  establish*  Until  the  inauguration  of  the  President  ex¬ 
ecutive  powers  were  vested  in  the  Congress.  The  Congress  was  also  given 
power  to  admit  other  States,  and  on  March  2,  1861,  deputies  from  the  State 
of  Texas  were  authorized  to  sign  the  provisional  constitution.  The  con¬ 
stitution  for  the  provisional  government  was  to  be  in  force  for  1  year 
from  the  inauguration  of  the  President  or  until  a  permanent  constitution 
should  be  put  in  operation,  whichever  should  occur  first.  The  President 
was  to  hold  office  for  1  year  or  until  the  provisional  government  should 
be  superseded  by  a  permanent  government,  whichever  should  occur  first.  On 
February  9,  1861,  the  Provisional  Congress,  as  this  first  Congress  was 
called,  unanimously  elected  Jefferson  Davis  President  and  Alexander  H. 
Stephens  Vice  President  of  the  Confederacy,  and  on  February  18,  1861,  the 
President  was  inaugurated. 

The  first  act  of  the  Provisional  Congress,  adopted  on  February  9, 

1861,  continued  in  force  all  laws  of  the  United  States  in  force  and  in  use 
in  the  Confederate  States  on  November  1,  I860,  that  were  not  inconsistent 
with  the  constitution  of  the  Confederate  States.  On  February  21,  1861,  a 
series  of  acts  were  approved  organizing  the  Confederate  Government.  These 
acts  established  a  Department  of  State,  a  Treasury  Department,  a  War  De¬ 
partment,  a  Navy  Department,  a  Post  Office  Department,  and  a  Department  of 
Justice.  The  heads  of  these  departments  formed  the  President's  Cabinet. 
Subsequent  acts  provided  for  the  internal  organization  of  these  depart¬ 
ments,  but  no  additional  Government  departments  were  created.  These  six 
departments  continued  in  existence  until  the  end  of  the  Confederate  Govern¬ 
ment. 


On  March  11,  1861,  the  same  six  States  which  had  adopted  the  provi¬ 
sional  constitution,  plus  Texas,  adopted  the  permanent  constitution,  which 
vested  the  executive  power  in  a  President,  the  legislative  power  in  a  Sen¬ 
ate  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  judicial  power  in  a  Supreme  Court 
and  inferior  courts  to  be  established  by  Congress.  The  President  and  Vice 
President  were  to  hold  their  offices  for  a  term  of  6  years  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  was  not  eligible  for  reelection.  They  were  to  be  chosen  by  electors 
from  each  State,  who  were  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  State  legisla¬ 
tures  should  direct.  Each  State  was  entitled  to  the  same  number  of 
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electors  as  its  total  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives.  Representa¬ 
tion  in  the  House  of  Representatives  was  determined  by  population,  three- 
fifths  of  the  number  of  slaves  being  counted,  and  each  State  was  entitled 
to  two  Senators,  Members  of  the  House  were  elected  for  a  2-year  term,  and 
Senators  were  elected  for  a  6-year  term. 

The  Congress  was  given  power  to  admit  new  States,  and  in  May  1861 
acts  were  approved  admitting  Virginia,  Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  and 
Arkansas,  bringing  to  11  the  total  number  of  States  legally  admitted  to 
the  Confederacy.  On  May  6,  1861,  an  act  was  approved  recognizing  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States  and 
authorizing  the  President  to  use  the  whole  land  and  naval  force  of  the 
Confederate  States  to  meet  the  needs  of  war.  Pursuant  to  a  congressional 
resolution  adopted  on  May  21,  1861,  the  seat  of  Government  was  removed  from 
Montgomery,  Ala.,  to  Richmond,  Va*  Elections  were  held  in  November  1861 
for  President,  Vice  President,  and  members  of  Congress,  and  the  permanent 
Government  was  installed  in  Richmond  in  February  1862. 

early  1864  communication  between  Richmond  and  that  part  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  had  become  so  difficult  that  several 
Government  departments  were  set  up  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  military  de¬ 
partment.  On  January  27,  1864,  an  act  of  Congress  authorized  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  to  dischagrge  the  duties  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  on  February  10, 

1864,  a  similar  act  was  approved  relating  to  the  Post  Office  Department. 
These  acts  were  to  expire  on  the  day  a  treaty  of  peace  should  be  ratified 
between  the  Confederate  States  and  the  United  States.  On  February  17, 

1864,  an  act  was  approved  authorizing  the  organization  of  auxiliary  bu¬ 
reaus  of  the  Departoent  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

In  the  spring  of  1865,  after  4  years  of  war,  the  defeat  of  the  Confed¬ 
erate  armies  was  imminent,  and  on  April  2  the  President  and  his  Cabinet 
evacuated  Richmond,  taking  with  them  the  most  important  of  the  Government 
archives.  Mary  of  the  records  that  were  left  behind  were  destroyed  by  a 
fire  that  broke  out  in  Richmond  on  April  3*  Of  the  records  taken  with  the 
Government  frcmi  Richmond,  some  were  destroyed  at  various  places  along  the 
route  of  retreat  to  avoid  captxire,  and  others  were  surrendered  to  or  cap¬ 
tured  by  Union  officers  and  turned  over  to  the  Federal  Government.  Other 
records,  at  later  dates,  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government 
through  either  donation  or  purchase.  The  records  that  came  into  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  War  Department  and  that  in  1938  were  transferred  to  the 
National  Archives  as  the  War  Department  Collection  of  Confederate  Records 
are  chiefly  those  of  the  Confederate  War  Department  and  Amy,  but  include 
smaller  collections  of  records  of  the  Confederate  Congress  and  Executive, 
the  Treasury,  Navy,  and  Post  Office  Departments,  and  the  Judiciary;  and 
records  relating  to  various  States  of  the  Confederacy. 

While  the  records  were  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Department  certain 
related  records  of  the  Federal  Government  were  placed  with  them  and  became 
a  part  of  the  Collection.  These  related  materials  include  records  of 
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Federal  prisons  relating  to  Confederates  held  prisoner,  records  of  the 
Archive  Office  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  which  was  the  earliest 
custodian  of  the  Confederate  records,  and  compilations  of  data  made 
the  War  Department  in  connection  with  arranging  and  servicing  the  records. 
Thus,  part  of  the  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  dated  consider¬ 
ably  later  than  1865,  but  they  relate  to  the  records  created  during  the 
war  years.  Also  described  are  copies  of  records.  In  1378  an  agreement 
was  reached  between  the  VJar  Department  and  the  Southern  Historical  Society 
whereby  the  Department's  Archive  Office  would  have  the  privilege  of  obtain¬ 
ing  copies  of  records  in  the  Society's  possession  and  vice  versa.  In  the 
years  that  followed  copies  were  made  hy  or  for  the  Archive  Office  from 
original  documents  that  were  in  private.  State,  or  organizational  custody 
and  were  added  to  the  Collection. 

The  identification  of  many  of  the  volumes  described  in  this  inventory 
by  chapter  and  volume  numbers  has  its  origin  in  the  early  determination  by 
the  Federal  Congress  to  publish  documents  relating  to  the  War  of  the  Re¬ 
bellion.  A  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  May  19,  1864,  directed 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  furnish  the  superintendent  of  public  printing  with 
copies  of  all  documents  "relating  to  the  existing  rebellion,  to  be  found 
in  the  archives  of  his  department  since  the  first  day  of  December  [i860] 

.  .  .  which  may  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary,  proper  to  be  pub¬ 
lished."  The  project  did  not  at  first  succeed,  however,  and  was  suspended, 
resurrected,  and  reorganized,  so  that  it  was  not  until  1880  that  Congress 
appropriated  money  to  begin  actual  publication,  and  in  1881  that  the  first 
volume  of  The  War  of  the  Rebellion:  A  Ccmpilation  of  the  Official  Records 
of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies  was  published.  It  was  in  the  coiarse 
of  selecting  suitable  documents  for  this  publication,  apparently,  that  the 
bound  volumes  were  classified,  according  to  a  crude  approximation  of  prove¬ 
nance,  into  groups  called  "chapters,’*  and  the  volumes  numbered  serially 
within  each  "chapter."

This  prelijninary  inventory  describes  the  materials  in  Record  Group  109, 
War  Department  Collection  of  Confederate  Records,  in  the  National  Archives. 
The  volume  of  the  records  is  5,739  cubic  feet.  Other  records  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  Treasury  Department  are  in  Record  Group  56,  General  Records  of  the 
Department  of  the  Treasury,  and  other  records  of  the  Confederate  Navy  De¬ 
partment  are  in  Record  Group  45,  Naval  Records  Collection  of  the  Office  of 
Naval  Records  and  Library,  in  the  National  Archives.

RECORDS  OF  THE  WAR  DEPARTMENT  AND  THE  ARMY 


On  February  26,  1861,  a  few  days  after  the  establishment  of  the  War 
Department,  an  act  of  Congress  for  the  establishment  and  organization  of 
a  General  Staff  for  the  Army  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  was  ap¬ 
proved,  This  act  provided  that  the  General  Staff  should  consist  of  an  Ad¬ 
jutant  and  Inspector  General’s  Department,  a  Quartermaster  Department,  a 
Subsistence  Department,  and  a  Medical  Department,  An  Ordnance  Department 
and  an  Engineer  Department  were  soon  added  to  these  staff  departments. 
Several  other  War  Department  bureaus  and  offices  were  subsequently  created, 
either  by  act  of  Congress  or  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  On 
March  15,  1861,  a  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  headed  by  a  Commissioner  of  In¬ 
dian  Affairs,  ims  established  to  have  charge  of  relations  with  the  Indian 
tribes.  The  Signal  Corps  was  organized  in  accordance  with  an  act  approved 
April  19,  1862,  and  on  May  29,  1862,  the  Secretary  of  War  directed  that 
this  Corps  be  attached  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General’s  Department, 
After  the  passage  of  the  conscription  act  of  April  16,  1862,  an  attempt 
was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War’s  Office  to  deal  directly  with  the  ques¬ 
tions  arising  under  that  act  and  successive  amending  acts,  but  it  was 
later  decided  that  these  questions  could  best  be  dealt  with  by  an  officer 
who  could  give  his  full  time  and  attention  to  them,  and  on  December  30, 

1862,  announcement  was  made  of  the  establishment  of  the  Bureau  of  Con¬ 
scription,  On  April  22,  1863,  a  Niter  and  Mining  Bureau  was  established 
to  increase  the  output  of  niter  and  minerals.  In  addition  to  these  bu¬ 
reaus,  three  ’’offices*'  were  created,  the  Office  of  Foreign  Supplies,  the 
Army  Intelligence  Office,  and  the  Office  of  the  Agent  for  the  Exchange  of 
Prisoners,  The  function  of  the  Office  of  Foreign  Supplies  was  to  export 
cotton  as  a  purchasing  medium  for  supplies  needed  by  the  Ordnance,  Quarter¬ 
master,  Medical,  and  Subsistence  Departments,  The  Aimiy  Intelligence  Office, 
under  an  Army  chaplain,  was  established  after  the  military  campaigns  of 
1862  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  missing,  wounded,  and  killed  and 
to  handle  inquiries  regarding  them.  The  Office  of  the  Agent  for  the  Ex¬ 
change  of  Prisoners  was  established  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the  cartel 
relating  to  the  exchange  of  prisoners  which  was  agreed  upon  by  a  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  Confederate  Government  and  a  representative  of  the  United 
States  Government  on  July  22,  1862, 

On  February  28,  1861,  an  act  of  Congress  was  approved  raising  provi¬ 
sional  forces  for  the  Army,  This  act  authorized  the  President  to  receive 
into  the  service  of  the  Government  such  forces  then  in  the  service  of  the 
States  as  should  be  tendered  to  the  Government  or  which  should  volunteer, 
with  the  consent  of  their  State,  and  provided  that  these  forces  should  form 
a  part  of  the  Provisional  Army  of  the  Confederate  States,  On  March  6,  1861, 
an  act  was  approved  establishing  and  organizing  the  Regular  Army,  which  was 
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to  be  composed  of  a  corps  of  engineers,  a  corps  of  artillery,  six  regi¬ 
ments  of  infantry,  one  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  the  General  3taff  depart¬ 
ments  established  1:^  the  act  of  February  26,  1861.  Also  on  March  6,  1861, 
an  act  was  approved  authorizing  the  President  to  employ  the  militia  and 
the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  Confederacy  and  to  ask  for  and  accept 
the  services  of  volunteers  up  to  the  number  of  100,000  in  order  speedily 
to  provide  forces  to  repel  invasion.  ’Ahen  hostilities  broke  out  after  the 
firing  on  Fort  Sumter  the  Provisional  Army  and  the  volunteers  were  fused 
and  the  Regular  Army  never  functioned  as  such. 

The  records  of  the  Confederate  War  Department  and  the  Army  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  consist  of  fairly  complete  records  of  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General *s  Department,  and  the 
Quartermaster  Department;  fragmentary  records  of  the  iVedical  Department, 
the  Subsistence  Department  (two  series  only),  the  Engineer  Department,  and 
the  Ordnance  Department  (including  a  few  documents  relating  to  the  Niter 
and  Mining  Bureau);  and  records  of  military  ccxnmands  and  organizations. 

The  records  of  the  Comriissary  General  of  ^bsistence,  the  Signal  Office, 
the  Army  Intelligence  Office,  and  some  of  the  records  of  the  Surgeon  Gen¬ 
eral  *s  Office  are  reported  to  have  been  destroyed  in  the  fire  that  occurred 
in  Richmond  on  April  3,  1865;  it  is  probable  that  the  records  of  the  Office 
of  Foreign  Supplies,  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  the  missing  records 
of  other  War  Department  units  were  destroyed  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  Fort 
Mill,  S.  C.,  during  the  Government’s  retreat.  The  records  of  a  few  signal 
officers  stationed  in  the  field  are  among  the  records  of  military  commands. 
A  few  accounting  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  are  described  in 
entry  188. 

RECORDS  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  WAR 

The  act  of  Congress  of  February  21,  1861,  establishing  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  stated  that  the  Secretary  of  V/ar,  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  President,  would  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  Army  and 
with  the  Indian  tribes  within  the  limits  of  the  Confederacy  and  would  per¬ 
form  such  duties  pertaining  to  the  Army  and  the  Indian  tribes  as  were  from 
time  to  time  assigned  to  him  by  the  President.  On  March  7,  1861,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  War  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  War,  as 
the  immediate  office  of  the  Secretary  was  known,  whose  duties  would  be  sim¬ 
ilar  to  those  of  a  chief  clerk,  and  five  other  clerks,  one  of  whcan  was  to 
serve  as  disbursing  clerk;  and  on  December  10,  1861,  the  Secretary  was  em¬ 
powered  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretaiy  of  liVar  to  perform  such  duties  as 
were  assigned  to  him  by  the  Secretary. 

The  records  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  the  National  Ar¬ 
chives  consist  of  the  centrally  maintained  correspondence  of  the  Office, 
records  relating  to  personnel  and  accounts,  records  of  the  Passport  Office 
and  other  records  relating  to  passports,  records  of  the  Provost  Marshal’s 
Office  at  Richmond,  records  of  the  Agent  for  the  Exchange  of  Prisoners  and 
other  records  relating  to  prisoners,  and  a  few  miscell^eous  items.  The 
Secretary  of  War,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  V^ar,  and  the  Provost  i^Iarshal 
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of  Richmond  were  authorized  to  grant  passports  and  passes,  and  the  Provost 
Marshal *s  Office  also  handled  the  arrest  of  deserters  and  disloyal  persons# 
The  Office  of  the  Agent  for  the  Exchange  of  Prisoners  was  established  un¬ 
der  the  cartel  agreed  upon  by  Maj.  Gen.  D.  H.  Hill  for  the  Confederate 
States  and  Maj.  Gen.  John  A.  Dix  for  the  United  States  on  July  22,  1862. 

The  cartel  provided  that  each  Government  would  appoint  an  agent  for  the 
exchange  of  prisoners  of  war;  and  that  these  agents  would  communicat  e  vrith 
each  other  by  correspondence  or  other  method,  prepare  lists  of  prisoners 
and  attend  to  the  delivery  of  prisoners  at  the  places  agreed  upon,  and 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  cartel.

RECORDS  OF  THE  ADJUTANT  AND  INSPECTOR  GE^JERAL»S  DEPARTliMT 

The  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General’s  Department  was  responsible  for 
carrying  out  the  details  of  Army  administration.  As  announced  in  February 
I864  the  Department  was  divided  into  the  following  offices:  Reception 
Office,  Office  of  Orders,  Appointment  Office,  Office  of  Organization, 
Judge-Advocate’s  Office,  Adjutant-General’s  Office,  Office  of  Inspection, 
and  the  Office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General.  The  Reception  Office 
was  in  charge  of  records  and  mail.  The  Office  of  Orders  "was  charged  with 
keeping  a  record  of  general  and  special  orders  and  with  action  upon  all 
papers  and  applications  requiring  for  their  completion  the  issuing  of  a 
special  order,  such  as  applications  for  leaves  of  absence,  furloughs. 
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transfers,  details,  discharges,  resignations,  and  assignments.  The  Ap¬ 
pointment  Office  acted  upon  all  applications  for  appointment,  prepared 
ncxnination  lists,  issued  letters  of  appointment,  kept  a  record  of  confir¬ 
mations,  and  kept  a  register  of  commissioned  officers.  The  Office  of  Or¬ 
ganization  had  charge  of  muster  rolls,  rosters,  returns,  and  reports;  acted 
upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  Army,  such  as  the 
raising,  muster,  consolidation,  recruiting,  or  disbanding  of  companies, 
battalions,  and  regiments;  acted  upon  matters  concerning  the  succession  of 
officers  by  election  or  pranotion  and  questions  of  rank  between  officers 
of  the  line;  and  acted  upon  all  matters  bearing  mainly  upon  organized  bod¬ 
ies  of  troops  rather  than  individuals.  The  Judge-Advocate  * s  Office  took 
action  upon  all  papers  and  applications  relating  to  courts-martial  and 
courts  of  inquiry.  The  Adjutant-General’s  Office  acted  upon  all  papers 
which  could  not  properly  be  assigned  to  other  offices  and  upon  all  papers 
submitted  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  and  prepared  general  or— 
ders.  The  Office  of  Inspection  had  charge  of  inspection  reports  and  at¬ 
tended  to  the  duties  of  inspection  in  the  several  armies  and  staff  depart¬ 
ments  and  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  laws,  orders,  regulations,  and 
usages  of  the  military  service.  The  Office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  was  responsible  for  matters  of  greater  importance  than  those  of  a 
routine  nature  which  were  referred  to  the  various  offices  and  for  the 
confidential  records  of  the  Department. 

The  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General’s  Department  also  conducted  the  Re¬ 
cruiting  Service,  and  it  took  over  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Conscription 
when  that  Bureau  was  abolished  in  1865#  The  Bureau  of  Conscription  was 
established  to  administer  the  conscription  act  approved  on  April  16,  1862. 
This  act  authorized  the  President  to  call  out  and  place  in  the  military 
service  of  the  Confederate  States,  for  3  years  unless  the  war  should  end 
sooner,  all  white  men  between  the  ages  of  18  and  35  (later  changed  to  17 
and  50)  unless  they  were  entitled  to  exemption.  The  conscription  act  was 
followed  by  an  exemption  act  approved  on  April  21,  1862.  Exempted  classes 
included  public  officials;  able-bodied  men  whose  services  were  required  in 
agriculture,  trade,  and  industry;  nurses  and  hospital  attendeints;  certain 
classes  of  teachers;  ministers;  and,  later,  owners  or  overseers  on  planta¬ 
tions  employing  a  certain  number  of  slaves.  In  the  cases  of  persons  al¬ 
ready  serving  in  the  Army  whose  services  became  necessary  in  agriculture 
or  industiy  provision  was  later  made  for  detailing  them  from  the  Army  to 
the  civilian  occupation  for  which  their  services  were  required.  A  Comman¬ 
dant  of  Conscriptions  was  appointed  for  each  State  to  take  charge  of  the  en¬ 
rollment,  mustering-in,  subsistence,  transportation,  and  disposition  of  the 
recruits  raised  under  the  conscription  act,  and  the  enrolled  men  were  collec¬ 
ted  in  camps  of  instruction.  Persons  claiming  exemption  took  an  oath  before 
the  enrollment  officer,  who  furnished  certificates  of  exemption.  After  an  act 
of  February  17,  1864,  was  passed  that  provided  for  the  employment  and,  if 
necessary,  the  impresanent  of  free  negroes  and  slaves  for  such  duties  as 
teamsters,  laborers  on  fortifications,  and  service  in  military  hospitals, 
the  Bureau  of  Conscription  was  assigned  the  duty  of  bringing  thr.^e  negroes 
into  the  service  of  the  Confederate  Government.  In  the  latter  part  of  1864 
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an  Inspector-General  of  Conscription  was  assigned  to  duty  with  the  Bureau 
and  Inspectors  of  Conscription  were  appointed  for  the  States. 

The  records  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General’s  Department  in  the 
National  Archives  consist  of  correspondence,  reports,  and  other  records 
relating  to  the  various  functions  of  the  Department;  orders;  records  re¬ 
lating  to  military  personnel;  records  relating  to  Anny  organization; 
records  relating  to  conscription,  exemptions,  and  details;  and  a  few  mis¬ 
cellaneous  items.  Among  the  personnel  records  are  records  relating  to  the 
appointment  of  cadets  and  to  appointments  in  the  Invalid  Corps.  An  act  of 
the  Confederate  Congress  approved  May  16,  1861,  provided  that  until  a  mil¬ 
itary  school  should  be  established  for  the  elementary  instruction  of  offi¬ 
cers  for  the  Army  the  President  could  appoint  cadets  from  the  several 
States  in  numbers  proportionate  to  their  representation  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  ten  additional  cadets-at-large.  The  cadets  were  to  be 
attached  to  companies  in  any  branch  of  the  Army  as  supernumerary  officers 
with  the  rank  of  cadet  and  were  to  be  eligible  for  pr emotion  at  such  time 
and  under  such  regulations  as  were  prescribed  by  the  President  or  estab¬ 
lished  by  law.  The  Invalid  Corps  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  Confederate 
Congress  approved  February  17,  1864,  which  provided  that  military  person¬ 
nel  disabled  by  service  would  be  retired  from  active  service;  that  their 
rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  would  continue  to  the  end  of  the  war;  and  that 
they  would  be  examined  periodically  by  medical  examining  boards  and  assdgned 
to  such  duty  as  they  were  able  to  perform.

A  Corps  of  Engineers  was  established  by  the  act  of  the  Confederate  Con¬ 
gress  approved  March  6,  1861,  which  created  the  regular  military  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  a  Corps  of  Engineers  for  the  Provisional 
Army  was  provided  for  by  an  act  approved  December  31,  1861.  Shortly  after 
the  passage  of  the  first  act  a  Chief  of  Engineers  in  charge  of  the  Engineer 
Department  was  assigned  to  duty  in  the  Viiar  Department  in  fULchmond.  The 
duties  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  related  to  the  construction  of  permanent 
and  field  fortifications;  to  the  construction  of  works  for  attack  and  de¬ 
fense,  for  the  passage  of  rivers,  and  for  the  movements  and  operations  of 
armies  in  the  field;  and  to  reconnaissances  and  surveys  necessary  to  ac¬ 
complish  these  objects.  After  the  passage  on  February  17,  1864,  of  the  act 
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providing  for  the  employment  and  impressment  of  free  Negroes  and  slaves 
for  service  with  the  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  these 

Negroes,  their  organization  into  gangs  and  sections,  and  their  detail  as 
working  parties  were  assigned  to  the  Engineer  Department. 

The  records  of  the  Engineer  Departeent  in  the  National  Archives  are 
very  fragmentary.  They  consist  of  letters  and  telegrams  sent  and  registers 
of  letters  received  by  the  Engineer  Department  in  Richmond  and  a  few  mis¬ 
cellaneous  items.  Records  of  engineer  officers  in  the  field  are  among  the 
records  of  military  commands.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  records  of 
the  Engineer  Department,  with  other  missing  records  of  lifer  Department  bu¬ 
reaus,  were  destroyed  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  Fort  Mill,  S.  C.,  during  the 
retreat  of  the  Confederate  Government.

The  Medical  Department  was  headed  by  the  Surgeon  General,  who  was 
charged  with  the  administrative  details  of  the  Medical  Department,  the 
government  of  hospitals,  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  medical  officers, 
and  the  employment  of  acting  medical  officers  where  necessary*  Each  army 
corps  or  military  department  had  assigned  to  it  a  medical  director  who  had 
general  control  over  medical  officers  and  hospitals  in  that  command  and  a 
medical  purveyor  who  purchased  all  medical  and  hospital  supplies  required 
for  the  command  or  made  requisitions  for  them  on  the  principal  purveying 
depots*  Apparently  some  medical  directors .  were  appointed  to  assume  manage¬ 
ment  of  hospitals  on  a  State-wide  basis  as  well,  for  in  April  1863  Surgeon 
William  A.  Carrington  was  ordered  to  assume  management  of  all  general  hos¬ 
pitals  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  in  September  of  the  same  year  Surgeon 
Peter  H*  Hines  was  ordered  to  relieve  another  surgeon  as  medical  director 
of  hospitals  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina*  The  principal  purveying  de¬

The  duties  of  the  Ordnance  Department  were  to  furnish  all  arms,  ordnance, 
and  ordnance  stores  required  for  the  military  service;  to  have  charge  of 
all  arsenals,  annories,  ordnance  depots  and  magazines,  and  Government  pow¬ 
der  manufactories;  and  to  be  responsible  for  the  preservation  and  safekeep¬ 
ing  of  all  property  pertaining  to  the  Ordnance  Department  which  was  not 
issued  to  the  troops.  As  the  Southern  States  seceded  from  the  Union  they 
took  over  the  United  States  forts  and  arsenals  within  their  borders,  and 
in  a  resolution  adopted  on  March  15,  1861,  the  Provisional  Congress  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  respective  i State 3  that  they  cede  the  forts,  au'senals,  navy 
yards,  and  other  public  establishments  within  their  limits  to  the  Confed¬ 
erate  Government  and  authorized  the  President  to  take  charge  of  all  such 
property  ceded.  The  principal  ordnance  establishments  of  the  Confederacy 
were  the  following:  Fayetteville  Arsenal  and  Armory,  Fayetteville,  N.  C.; 

Richmond  Armory,  Arsenal,  and  Laboratory,  Richmond,  Va.;  Augusta  Arsenal, 
Foundry,  and  Powder  Factory,  Augusta,  Ga.;  Macon  Armory,  Arsenal,  and 
Laboratory,  Macon,  Ga.;  Atlanta  Arsenal  and  Armory,  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Baton 
Rouge  Arsenal,  Baton  Rouge,  La.;  Charleston  Arsenal,  Charleston,  S.  C.; 
Columbus  Arsenal,  Columbus,  Ga.;  Montgomery  Arsenal,  Montgomery,  Ala.; 

Mount  Vernon  Arsenal,  Mount  Vernon,  Ala.;  Selma  Arsenal,  Selma,  Ala.;  Texas 
Arsenal,  San  Antonio,  Tex.;  Little  Rock  Arsenal,  Little  Rock,  Ark.;  Nash¬ 
ville  Arsenal,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  and  ordnance  depots  at  Richmond,  Va., 
Savannah,  Ga.,  and  Danville  and  Lynchburg,  Va. 

On  April, 11,  1862,  an  act  of  the  Confederate  Congress  was  approved  to 
enable  the  Government  to  obtain  a  supply  of  niter  adequate  to  its  needs 
during  the  continuance  of  the  war.  The  President  was  authorized  to  appoint 
a  corps  of  officers  whose  duties,  under  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  were  to 
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inaugurate  and  prosecute  a  system  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  niter 
caves  and  to  purchase  and  contract  for  the  delivery  of  niter  produced  within 
the  limits  of  the  Confederate  States;  to  inspect  the  niter  caves  and  other 
natural  deposits  of  nitriferous  earth  and  to  report  the  probable  annual  sup¬ 
ply  from  those  sources  and  the  efficiency  with  which  they  were  being  worked 
by  private  enterprise;  to  establish  niter  beds  in  the  vicinity  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cities  and  towns  of  the  Confederacy  and  to  contract  for  the  necessary 
grounds,  sheds,  and  the  like,  and  for  the  offal  and  other  materials  used  in 
the  preparation  of  niter  beds;  and  to  diffuse  information  and  stimulate  en¬ 
terprise  in  the  production  of  niter*  An  act  of  Congress  approved  April  22, 
1863,  established  this  corps  of  officers  as  an  independent  Niter  and  Mining 
Bureau  of  the  War  Department*

RECORDS  OF  THE  QUARTERMASTER  DEPARTMENT 

The  Quartermaster  Department,  headed  by  a  Quartermaster  General,  pro¬ 
vided  quarters  and  transportation  for  the  Army,  storage  and  transportation 
for  all  army  supplies,  army  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  cavalry 
and  artillery  horses,  fuel,  forage,  straw,  and  stationery.  It  was  also 
responsible  for  paying  the  Army  and  a  special  unit,  generally  called  the 
Pay  Bureau  but  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Pay  Office,  was  established 
within  the  Department  to  discharge  this  duty.  In  the  latter  part  of  1862 
the  position  of  Inspector  General  of  Field  Transportation  was  created  within 
the  Department.  The  duties  of  this  Inspector  General  were  to  conserve  and 
control  the  supply  of  artillery  horses  and  other  field  transportation,  and 
to  order  all  inspections,  purchases,  impressments,  and  issues  of  field 
transportation.  The  Quartermaster  General  was  authorized  to  district  the 
Confederate  States  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  field  transportation  and 
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to  appoint  officers  to  have  charge  of  field  transportation  within  their  re¬ 
spective  districts  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  should  establish. 

In  1863  the  Quartermaster  Department  was  assigned  certain  duties  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  tax  in  kind.  This  tax  was  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  Congress  approved  April  24,  1863,  which  provided  that  farmers  and 
planters,  after  reserving  for  their  own  use  stipulated  amounts  of  their  pro¬ 
ducts,  should  pay  and  deliver  to  the  Confederate  Government  one- tenth  of 
the  products  remaining.  The  act  further  provided  that  tax  assessors  should 
transmit  to  quartermasters  estimates  of  the  products  due  from  each  person 
as  a  tax  in  kind  and  that  quartermasters  should  collect  such  products  due 
as  taxes  in  kind  and  distribute  them  to  the  proper  points  for  supplying  the 
array,  except  for  cotton  and  tobacco,  which  they  delivered  to  agents  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  An  act  of  the  Confederate  Congress  approved 
June  14,  1864,  authorized  the  President  to  appoint  one  quartermaster  for 
each  State  and  one  assistant  quartermaster  for  each  congressional  district 
in  the  State  to  execute  the  duties  relating  to  the  tax  in  kind  that  were 
assigned  the  Quartermaster  Department.

These  units  were  generally 
territorial  departments,  with  an  occasional  territorial  division  which  in¬ 
cluded  several  departments.  The  territorial  departments  were  subdivided 
into  districts  and  subdistricts*  The  fighting  forces  of  the  Confederacy 
were  organized,  also  like  those  of  the  United  States,  into  armies,  corps, 
divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments*  There  was  no  overall  commander  of  the 
Confederate  armies  until  1865.  On  January  23  of  that  year  the  Confederate 
Congress  approved  an  act  establishing  the  position  of  General-in-Chief  in 
command  of  all  military  forces  of  the  Confederacy.  On  February  6,  1865, 
an  order  was  issued  appointing  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee  to  this  position* 

The  organization  and  designation  of  Confederate  commands  were  constantly 
changed  because  of  changing  circumstances.  A  volume  entitled  Memorandum  of 
Armies.  Corps,  and  Geographical  Commands  in  the  Confederate  States.  1861-65 

contains  incomplete  but  helpful  information  concerning  them  and  also  contains 
incomplete  data  on  the  service  of  general  officers.  This  volume,  printed 
and  undated,  was  apparently  compiled  in  The  Adjutant  General *s  Office;  it 
contains  manuscript  additions  and  corrections* 

The  records  in  the  National  Archives  of  military  commands  consist  of 
records  of  major  territorial  and  army  commands  and  of  subordinate  units 
serving  thereunder,  and  records  of  lesser  commands  such  as  regiments,  posts. 
State  organizations,  and  other  local  forces*  Some  officers  kept  continuous 
records  when  their  commands  changed,  and  where  these  cannot  be  related  to  a 
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single  command  they  are  described  under  the  name  of  the  officer  in  the  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  inventory  entitled  ^'Records  of  the  Commands  of  Individual  Of¬ 
ficers***  In  some  instances  the  records  of  several  commands  are  now  filed 
together  and  cannot  be  described  under  either  the  title  of  a  command  or  the 
name  of  a  commanding  officer*  These  are  described  in  the  section  ’’Records 
of  Other  Commands*”  Closely  related  to  the  records  of  military  ccxnmands,

RECORDS  OF  THE  TREASURY  DEPARTMENT 

The  act  of  the  Confederate  Congress  of  February  21,  1861,  that  estab¬ 
lished  the  Treasury  Department  provided  that  that  Department  should  in¬ 
clude  a  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  head  of  the  Department,  a  Comptrol¬ 
ler,  an  Auditor,  a  Register,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Assistant  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury,  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  were 
to  superintend  the  collection  of  the  public  revenue;  to  prepare  plans  for 
the  improvement  and  management  of  the  public  revenue  and  for  the  support 
of  the  public  credit;  to  prepare  and  report  estimates  of  the  public  rev¬ 
enue  and  the  public  expenditures;  to  decide  on  the  forms  of  keeping  and 
stating  accounts  and  making  returns,  and  to  grant,  under  certain  limita¬ 
tions  established  by  the  act,  all  warrants  for  moneys  to  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  and  all  warrants  for  moneys  to  be  paid  out  from  the  Treasury,  in 
pursuance  of  appropriations  by  law;  generally  to  perform  all  such  serv¬ 
ices  relating  to  the  finances  and  all  such  other  duties  as  he  should  by 
law  be  directed  to  perform;  and  to  report  to  the  President  and  the  Cong¬ 
ress,  in  person  or  in  writing,  concerning  all  matters  referred  to  him  by 
the  President  or  the  Congress,  The  Secretary  was  empowered  to  appoint  a 
Chief  Clerk  and  other  clerks  as  he  thought  necessary.  The  duties  of  the 
Assistant  Secretaiy  of  the  Treasury  were  to  examine  all  letters,  contracts, 
and  warrants  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  and  to  perform 
all  such  other  duties  as  should  be  assigned  to  him  by  law  or  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Treasury, 

The  Comptroller  superintended  the  adjustment  and  preservation  of  the 
public  accounts;  examined  all  accounts  settled  by  the  Auditor  and  certi¬ 
fied  the  balances  arising  thereon  to  the  Register;  countersigned  all  war¬ 
rants  draTm  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  which  were  authorized  by  law; 
reported  to  the  Secretary  the  official  forms  of  all  papers  to  be  issued 
in  the  different  offices  for  collecting  the  public  revenue  and  the  manner 
and  form  of  keeping  and  stating  the  accounts  of  the  persons  employed  in 
these  offices;  and  provided  for  the  regular  and  punctual  payment  of  all 
moneys  which  were  collected,  and  directed  prosecutions  for  all  delinquen¬ 
cies  of  officers  of  the  revenue  and  for  debts  that  were  due  to  the  Confed¬ 
erate  States  Government,  The  Auditor  received  all  public  accounts  and  af¬ 
ter  examination  certified  the  balance  and  transmitted  the  accounts,  with 
the  vouchers  and  certificates,  to  the  Comptroller  for  his  decision  thereon; 
but  if  any  person  whose  account  was  so  audited  should  be  dissatisfied  that 
person  could  appeal  to  the  Comptroller  against  the  settlement.  The  Reg¬ 
ister  kept  all  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public 
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money  and  of  all  debts  due  to  or  from  the  Confederate  States;  received 
from  the  Comptroller  the  accounts  which  were  finally  adjusted  and  pre¬ 
served  them  with  their  vouchers  and  certificates;  and  recorded  and  certi¬ 
fied  all  warrants  for  the  receipt  or  payment  of  moneys  at  the  Treasury 
and  transmitted  adjusted  accounts  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  The 
Treasurer  received  and  kept  the  moneys  of  the  Confederate  Government  and 
disbursed  these  funds  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Secretary  when  properly 
countersigned  by  the  Comptroller  and  recorded  by  the  Register, 

The  Confederate  Congress  subsequently  passed  many  other  acts  relating 
to  the  finances  and  to  the  organization  of  the  Treasury  Department,  An 
act  approved  February  28,  1861,  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Confederate  States  and  to  issue  cer¬ 
tificates  of  stocks  and  bonds  for  the  amount  to  be  borrowed.  Another  act 
of  the  same  date  authorized  the  Secretary  to  establish  ports  of  entry  for 
the  collection  of  customs  and  for  the  enforcement  of  revenue  laws  and  to 
appoint  collectors  of  customs  at  ports  of  entry;  and  an  act  of  March  6, 

1861,  provided  for  the  registration  at  customhouses  of  all  vessels  which 
were  one-fourth  or  more  owned  by  Confederate  citizens.  On  March  9,  1861, 
the  President  approved  the  first  of  several  acts  empowering  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  issue  treasury  notes  for  such  sums  as  he  thought  neces¬ 
sary  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  from  time  to  time  to  borrow 
money  on  the  credit  of  the  treasury  notes.  To  provide  a  loan  which  the 
people  could  buy  with  something  other  than  money,  the  so-called  Produce 
Loan  Act  of  May  16,  1861,  authorized  the  Treasury  Department  to  issue 
$50,000,000  (subsequently  increased  to  $100,000,000)  in  8-percent  bonds 
which  should  be  paid  for  in  specie,  military  supplies,  or  in  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  agricultural  products  and  manufactured  articles. 

On  March  15,  1861,  the  appointment  of  a  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury 
charged  with  the  auditing  of  War  Department  accounts  was  authorized;  an 
act  approved  May  16,  1861,  made  provision  for  a  Disbursing  Clerk  in  the 
Treasury  Department;  and  an  act  approved  July  24,  1861,  empowered  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  appoint  agents  to  assist  the  Register  and  the 
Treasurer  in  preparing  and  signing  treasury  notes. 

The  first  of  several  acts  relating  to  a  war  tax  was  approved  on  August 
19,  1861,  This  act  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  treas¬ 
ury  notes  as  the  public  necessities  should  require,  and,  for  their  redemp¬ 
tion,  levied  a  war  tax  of  50  cents  upon  each  $100  in  value  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  property  in  the  Confederate  States:  real  estate,  slaves,  merchandise, 
bank  stocks,  railroad  and  other  corporation  stocks,  money  at  interest, 
cattle,  horses,  mules,  gold  watches,  gold  and  silver  plate,  pianos,  and 
pleasure  carriages.  It  also  provided  for  the  establishment  of  tax  dis¬ 
tricts  and  the  appointment  of  tax  collectors  and  assessors,  A  War  Tax  Of¬ 
fice  was  set  up  in  the  Treasury  Department  to  administer  this  act.  On 
April  24,  1863,  the  President  approved  an  act  **to  lay  taxes  for  the  coimnon 
defence,  and  carry  on  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States, which 
taxed  practically  everything  in  varying  degrees.  It  laid  taxes  on  agri¬ 
cultural  and  manufactured  products;  moneys  and  credits;  business  and  trade. 
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including  sales  and  profits  therefrom;  the  professions,  such  as  lawyers 
and  physicians;  salaries,  except  those  of  persons  in  the  military  and 
naval  service;  and  incomes.  This  act  also  established  the  tax  in  kind 
(for  information  concerning  the  tax,  see  the  introductory  remarks  concern¬ 
ing  the  Quartermaster  Department  on  pages  126-127,  and  for  a  description 
of  the  records  relating  to  the  tax,  see  page  140).  An  act  for  the  pol- 
lection  and  assessment  of  taxes,  approved  May  1,  1863,  created  the  office 
of  the  C Omni s si oner  of  Taxes  within  the  Treasury  Department  and  prescribed 
the  methods  of  assessing,  levying,  and  collecting  taxes  and  internal  du¬ 
ties.  The  functions  of  the  Commissioner  of  Taxes  were  to  administer  the 
tax  laws,  to  superintend  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  and  in¬ 
ternal  duties,  and  to  prepare  and  distribute  instructions,  regulations, 
directions,  forms,  and  blanks  in  connection  therewith# 

In  1864,  in  accordance  with  an  act  approved  February  3,  1864,  the 
Treasury  Note  Bureau  was  established  in  the  Treasury  Department  to  have 
charge  of  the  engraving,  printing,  and  preparing  of  treasury  notes  and 
bonds  and  all  matters  incidental  thereto.  From  that  time  on  the  principal 
acts  passed  relating  to  the  Treasury  Department  were  amendments  to  the 
acts  concerning  treasury  notes  and  taxes. 

The  records  of  the  Confederate  Treasury  Department  in  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  Collection  of  Confederate  Records  in  the  National  Archives  consist 
of  fragmentary  records  of  the  Secretary’s  Office,  the  offices  of  the  Chief 
Clerk  and  Disbursing  Clerk,  the  Treasurer’s  Office,  the  First  and  Second 
Auditor’s  Office,  the  Comptroller’s  Office,  and  the  Register’s  Office 
(including  records  of  loans);  records  of  the  War  Tax  Office  and  the  office 
of  the  Conmissioner  of  Taxes;  records  relating  to  personnel,  treasury 
notes,  depositaries  of  public  funds,  and  the  customs;  and  a  few  miscella- 
eous  items.  The  more  valuable  of  the  Treasury  Department  records,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  Government’s  gold  and  silver,  were  removed  from  Richmond 
by  rail  on  the  night  of  the  evacuation,  under  guard  of  the  Corps  of  Mid¬ 
shipmen,  Some  of  these  records  were  destroyed  by  the  giiard,  but  others 
were  captured  by  Union  cavalry.  These  captured  records,  along  with  other 
Treasury  Department  records  that  were  recovered  in  Richmond  by  the  United 
States  Army,  were  foinvarded  to  V'feishington,  D,  C,,  and  placed  in  the  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  War  Department,  Another  collection  of  Confederate  Treasury 
Department  records  (about  55  ft,)  was  acquired  by  the  United  States  Treas¬ 
ury  Department,  either  by  purchase  or  through  the  fecial  Agencies  of  the 
Treasury  Department  that  were  established  in  the  South  beginning  in  1863, 
and  is  now  in  Record  Group  56,  General  Records  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
in  the  National  Archives,  These  records  consist  of  letters  received  by 
the  Secretary,  which  supplement! the  copies  of  letters  sent  described  be¬ 
low,  financial  and  accounting  records,  court  records,  customhouse  records, 
and  miscellaneous  records.

RECORDS  OF  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  act  of  the  Confederate  Congress  of  February  21,  1861,  establishing 
the  Post  Office  Department  stated  that  the  Department  should  be  headed  by 
a  Postmaster  General  who  should  ‘‘perform  such  duties  in  relation  to  post 
offices  and  post  routes  as  shall  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  President  of 
the  Confederate  States,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  land.** 
The  Post  Office  Department  included  Contract,  Appointment,  and  Finance 
Bureaus  and  an  Inspection  Office^  and  special  agents  were  appointed  whose 
chief  duties  were  to  investigate  reported  mail  depredations  or  losses.  On 
March  15,  1861,  an  act  of  Congress  was  approved  giving  the  Postmaster  Gen¬ 
eral  power  to  advertise  and  enter  into  contracts  for  carrying  the  mails 
on  the  post  routes  established  by  Congress.  The  Postmaster  General  was 
also  charged  with  carrying  out  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  11,  1861, 
which  authorized  the  President  during  the  existing  war  to  take  control  of 
the  telegraph  lines.  An  act  of  Congress  approved  September  27,  1862,  au¬ 
thorized  the  Postmaster  General  to  pay  sums  found  due  to  persons  for 
postal  service  rendered  under  contracts  or  appointments  made  by  the  United 
States  Government  before  the  Confederate  Government  took  charge  of  the 
postal  service.  Because  of  the  difficulty  in  communicating  with  that  part 
of  the  Confederacy  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  an  act  of  Congress  ap¬ 
proved  on  February  10,  1864,  provided  for  the  appointment  of  an  agent  of 
the  Post.  Office  Department  to  carry  on  the  postal  service  west  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  and  a  Post  Office  Department  was  established  in  the  Trans-Mis¬ 
sissippi  Department. 

The  records  of  the  Confederate  Post  Office  Department  in  the  National 
Archives  are  very  fragmentary.  They  consist  of  letters  sent  by  the  Con¬ 
tract  Bureau  and  the  Inspection  Office;  letters  received  by  the  Post  Of¬ 
fice  Department  of  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department;  documents  relating 
to  advertisements,  bids,  contracts  for  carrying  the  mails,  post  routes, 
and  accounts;  and  miscellaneous  items.  Iflflien  Richmond  was  evacuated  by  the 
Confederate  Government  the  most  important  records  of  the  Post  Office  De¬ 
partment  were  sent  to  the  postmaster  at  Chester,  S.  C. ,  where  a  consider¬ 
able  quantity  of  them  were  recovered  by  Federal  authorities.  These  rec¬ 
ords  were  transferred  at  first  to  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department 
and  later  to  the  library  of  Congress.

RECORDS  OF  THE  NAVY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Confederate  Navy  Department,  established  by  an  act  of  the  Confed¬ 
erate  Congress  approved  on  February  21,  1861,  was  headed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  who,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  President,  had 
charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  Navy  of  the  Confederacy  and  per¬ 
formed  such  duties  pertaining  to  the  Navy  as  were  from  time  to  time  as¬ 
signed  to  him  by  the  President.  The  Department  was  organized  into  the 
following  bureaus:  Ordnance  and  Hydrography,  Orders  and  Details,  Medi¬ 
cine  and  Sirgery,  and  Provisions  and  Clothing.  An  act  of  Congress  ap¬ 
proved  on  March  16,  1861,  provided  fcr  a  corps  of  marines  within  the  Navy 
Department.  In  1863  a  naval  academy  was  established  on  the  SS.  Patrick 
Henry,  which  was  designated  as  the  training  ship  for  midshipmen  and  on 
which  quarters  were  fitted  out  for  the  students.  The  course  was  modeled 
after  that  of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy.  There  were  four  annual 
courses,  the  midshipmen  were  organized  into  four  classes,  and  as  rapidly 
as  they  were  considered  qualified  they  were  commissioned  in  the  Navy  and 
ordered  to  ships,  batteries,  and  other  duty.  The  Patrick  Henry  belonged 
to  the  James  River  Squadron  and  was  usually  stationed  near  Drewry*s  Bluff, 
the  scene  of  a  number  of  engagements.  As  a  result  the  midshipmen  were 
frequently  called  from  their  studies  to  engage  in  combat. 

Unitl  1863  there  was  a  Regular  Navy  only.  An  act  of  Congress  approved 
on  April  18,  1863,  authorized  the  President  to  receive  into  the  service 
of  the  Qovemment  private  armed  vessels,  to  be  orgauiized  into  a  volunteer 
navy,  and  to  appoint  and  commission  officers  for  these  vessels;  and  an 
act  approved  May  1,  1863,  created  a  provisional  navy,  the  officers  of 
which  were  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  All  officers  appointed  from 
the  Regular  Navy  to  the  Provisional  Navy  were  to  have  the  same  relative 
rank  as  they  held  in  the  Regular  Navy.  The  act  further  provided  that  all 
warrant  officers,  petty  officers,  seamen,  ordinary  seamen,  landsmen,  boys, 
firemen,  coal  heavers,  and  employees  of  every  description,  and  all  the 
vessels,  armament,  and  material  of  every  description  belonging  to  the  Navy 
should,  so  far  as  the  President  deemed  necessary,  be  considered  as  trans¬ 
ferred  to  and  forming  part  of.  the  Provisional  Navy,  and  authorized  the 
President  to  appoint  such  additional  personnel  for  the  Provisional  Navy 
as  he  thought  necessary. 

The  records  of  the  Confederate  Navy  among  the  Ifeir  Department  Collection 
of  Confederate  Records  are  very  fragmentary.  They  consist  of  registers 
of  naval  personnel,  letters  sent  by  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  and  I^yxiro- 
graphy,  a  few  items  relating  to  the  Confederate  naval  acadeny  and  midship¬ 
men,  papers  relating  to  vessels,  and  a  few  miscellaneous  items.  The  best 
available  information  regarding  reccsrds  of  the  Confederate  Navy  Department 
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is  that  they  were  removed  from  Richmond  to  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  were 
there  destroyed  when  the  Confederate  navy  yard  at  Charlotte  was  abandoned. 
In  connection  with  its  effort  to  accumulate  papers  relating  to  the  Civil 
V/ar,  the  Office  of  Naval  Records  and  Library  of  the  United  States  Navy 
Department  subsequently  collected  the  largest  body  of  manuscript  materials 
relating  to  the  Confederate  Navy  in  existence.  This  collection  is  now  in 
the  National  Archives  in  Record  Group  45,  Naval  Records  Collection  of  the 
Office  of  Naval  Records  and  Library.  It  consists  principally  of  logs  and 
journals  of  naval  vessels  and  privateers^  muster  rolls  and  payrolls  of 
naval  vessels,  shore  establishments,  and  marine  detachments;  outgoing 
correspondence  of  the  Naval  Gun  Foundry  at  Selma,  Ala.,  and  a  record  of 
guns  manufactured,  1863-65;  account  books  of  naval  vessels;  and  shipping 
articles  signed  by  Confederate  seamen.

The  Provisional  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States,  composed  originally 
of  representatives  from  the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida, 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana,  met  at  Montgomery,  Ala.,  on  February 
4,  I86I.  As  other  States  seceded  representatives  from  them  were  admitted 
to  the  Congress,  which  eventually  consisted  of  representatives  from  the 
eleven  seceded  States  and  from  Kentucky  and  Missouri.  The  first  session 
of  the  Provisional  Congress  ended  on  March  16,  1861;  the  second  session 
(called)  met  at  Montgomery  from  April  29,  I86I,  to  May  21,  1861;  the 
third  session  met  at  Richmond,  Va.  (all  subsequent  sessions  of  Confederate 
Congresses  were  held  in  Richmond),  from  July  20,  1861,  to  August  31,  I86I; 
the  fourth  session  (called)  met  on  September  3,  1861,  and  adjourned  the 
same  day;  and  the  fifth  session  met  from  November  18,  1861,  to  February 
17,  1862.  There  were  two  Congresses  under  the  permanent  Government.  The 
First  Congress  had  four  sessions:  the  first  from  February  18  to  April  21, 
1862;  the  second  from  August  18  to  October  13,  1862;  the  third  from  January 
12  to  llay  1,  1863;  and  the  fourth  from  December  7,  1863,  to  February  17, 
1864.  The  Second  Congress  had  two  sessions:  the  first  from  May  2  to  June 
14,  1864;  and  the  second  from  November  7,  I864,  to  March  18,  1865. 

Congress  had  the  power  to  levy  taxes;  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of 
the  Confederate  States;  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and 
among  the  several  States  and  with  the  Indian  tribes;  to  establish  uniform 
laws  of  naturalization  and  bankruptcy;  to  coin  money;  to  regulate  the 
value  of  money  coined  and  of  foreign  coin  and  to  fix  the  standard  of 
weights  and  measures;  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the 
securities  and  current  coin  of  the  Confederate  States;  to  establish  post 
offices  and  post  routes;  to  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful 
arts  by  securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive 
rights  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries;  to  constitute  tri¬ 
bunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court;  to  define  and  punish  piracies  and 
felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas  and  offenses  against  the  law  of  nations; 
to  declare  war5  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  con¬ 
cerning  captures  on  land  and  water;  to  raise  and  support  armies;  to  pro¬ 
vide  and  maintain  a  navy;  to  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation 
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of  the  land  and  naval  forces;  to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to 
execute  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  suppress  insurrections,  and 
repel  invasions;  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the 
militia;  to  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  such  district  (not  ex¬ 
ceeding  ten  miles  square)  which  should  by  cession  of  one  or  more  States 
and  the  acceptance  of  Congress  become  the  seat  of  the  Government;  to  ex¬ 
ercise  like  authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  same  was  located  for  the  erection 
of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  other  necessary  buildings; 
and  finally,  to  make  all  laws  for  executing  the  foregoing  powers  and  all 
other  powers  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the  Confed¬ 
erate  States. 

The  records  of  the  Confederate  Congresses  among  the  War  Department  Col¬ 
lection  of  Confederate  Records  in  the  National  Archives  consist  of  jour¬ 
nals  of  the  Congresses;  bills,  resolutions,  memorials  and  petitions,  and 
related  records;  papers  relating  to  elections  and  nominations;  and  a  few 
miscellaneous  items.  The  Journal  of  the  Confederate  Congress  has  been 
published  by  the  United  States  Government  in  seven  volumes  as  Senate  Doc¬ 
ument  234,  58th  Congress,  2d  Session  (Congressional  Serials  46IO-46I6, 
Washington,  1904).

RECORDS  OF  THE  JUDICIARY 

Although  both  the  provisional  and  permanent  constitutions  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  States  provided  that  the  judicial  power  should  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  Congress  should  from  time  to 
time  establish,  Congress  was  not  able  to  agree  on  the  organization  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  court  was  never  established.  The  act  of  February 
21,  1861,  that  established  the  Department  of  Justice  also  provided  that 
the  principal  officer  of  the  Department  should  be  the  Attorney  General, 
whose  duties  were  to  prosecute  and  conduct  all  suits  in  the  Supreme  Court 
in  which  the  Confederate  States  were  concerned,  to  give  his  advice  and 
opinion  on  questions  of  law  when  required  by  the  President  or  when  re¬ 
quested  by  the  head  of  a  department,  and  to  supervise  the  accounts  of 
marshals,  clerks,  aid  officers  of  all  of  the  courts  of  the  Confederate 
States.  On  March  16,  1861,  an  act  of  Congress  was  approved  which  provided 
that  each  of  the  Confederate  States  should  constitute  a  district  in  which 
there  should  be  a  district  court,  and  subsequent  acts  divided  some  of  the 
States  into  two  or  three  districts  with  district  courts  in  each  district 
and  established  territorial  courts  in  Arizona  and  the  Indian  country. 

Acts  approved  on  February  27  and  May  21,  1861,  established  and  attached 
to  the  Department  of  Justice  a  Bureau  of  Public  Printing  and  a  Patent  Of¬ 
fice,  respectively.  The  Patent  Office  was  headed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Patents  who  had  supervision,  under  the  Attorney  General,  of  all  matters 
relating  to  the  granting  of  patents  for  new  discoveries,  inventions,  and 
improvements. 

On  August  30,  1861,  an  act  of  Congress  was  approved  providing  for  the 
sequestration  of  the  estates,  property,  and  effects  of  alien  enemies.  The 
act  gave  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  sequestration  to  the  district  courts 
and  provided  for  a  system  of  receiverships  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
district  courts  to  handle  sequestrations  and  for  a  Board  of  Sequestration 
Goimnis  si  oners  to  heair  claims  for  indemnity.  The  Department  of  Justice 
represented  the  Goveinmaent  in  all  cases  before  the  Board  of  Conmissi oners* 
Periodic  reports  were  made  by  sequestration  receivers  to  the  courts,  which. 
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after  being  examined  and  passed,  were  forwarded  to  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  in  Richmond  where  the  accounts  were  settled  by  the  First  Auditor  and 
then  examined  by  the  Comptroller,  who  certified  the  balances  to  the  Reg¬ 
ister. 

The  records  of  the  judiciary  among  the  Vfer  Department  Collection  of 
Confederate  Records  in  the  National  Archives  consist  of  records  relating 
to  the  sequestration  of  enemy  property,  chiefly  in  the  South  Carolina 
District  Court,  and  a  few  miscellaneous  items.  It  is  not  positively 
known  what  happened  to  the  records  of  the  Confederate  Department  of  Jus¬ 
tice  or  to  other  records  of  the  judiciary.  The  records  of  the  Department 
of  Justice  were  probably  destroyed  in  the  general  destruction  of  Confed¬ 
erate  archives  at  Chester,  S.  C.,  about  May  1,  1865.  A  few  Confederate 
court  records,  chiefly  of  the  Court  for  the  Eastern  District  of  Texas, 
are  in  the  collection  of  Confederate  Treasury  Department  records  (in 
Record  Group  56)  in  the  National  Archives,  and  a  few  court  records  are 
known  to  be  in  the  custody  of  some  of  the  Southern  States.

RECORDS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  WAR  DEPARTMENT 

RELATING  TO  CONFEDERATES 


Vi/hen  the  Confederate  records  were  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Department 
certain  related  records  were  placed  with  them  and  now  form  a  part  of  the 
"War  Department  Collection  of  Confederate  Records  in  the  National  Archives. 
These  records  consist  of  ♦•carded*^  military  and  naval  service  records  of 
Confederates,  compiled  by  The  Adjutant  General’s  Office  from  various 
Confederate  records;  prison  registers  and  other  documents  relating  to 
Confederates  held  in  Union  prisons;  records  of  the  Archive  Office  of  The 
Adjutant  General’s  Office;  compilations  of  data  regarding  Confederate 
military  personnel,  army  organization,  and  Confederate  records,  made  in 
The  Adjutant  General’s  Office  for  reference  piirposes;  and  a  few  miscel¬ 
laneous  items,  including  two  that  antedate  the  Civil  War. 

The  greater  part  of  the  records  relating  to  prisoners  consist  of  bound 
volumes,  most  of  which  were  kept  at  the  various  Union  prisons  in  which 
Confederates  were  confined.  A  few  of  the  volumes  also  contain  information 
relating  to  Federals  held  as  prisoners,  but  most  of  them  relate  to  Con¬ 
federates  only.  Correspondence  concerning  Union  and  Confederate  pris¬ 
oners  and  other  records  of  Federal  military  prisons  are  in  Record  Group 
249,  Records  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  in  the  National 
Archives.  Most  of  the  bound  volumes  of  Union  prison  records  (arranged  in 
general  alphabetically  by /name  of  prison)  described  in  this  inventory  bear 
one  or  more  of  the  following  types  of  numbers:  a  number  preceded  by  the 
term  ’’General  Register”  (G.R. );  a  number  preceded  by  the  term  ”Auxiliary 
Register”  (A.R*);  and  a  number  with  nothing  preceding  it.  It  appears 
that  the  volumes  were  once  arranged  in  a  straight  numerical  series  (with 
large  gaps)  and  that  some  were  later  rearranged  into  series  of  General 
and  Auxiliary  Registers.  At  present  some  volumes  bear  straight  numbers, 
some  bear  both  a  straight  and  a  Register  number,  and  a  few  are  unnumbered. 
The  pattern  of  numbering  has  not  been  determined,  as  there  may  be  more 
than  one  volume  bearing  the  same  A.R.  or  G.R,  number,  even  for  the  same 
prison.  All  numbers  appearing  on  a  volume  are  given  in  this  inventory  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  finding  of  the  volume. 

The  Archive  Office  was  established  in  The  Adjutant  General’s  Office  by 
order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  of  July  21,  1865,  for  the  collection,  safe¬ 
keeping,  and  publication  of  the  ”Rebel  Archives,”  The  Archive  Office  had 
not  commenced  the  publication  of  the  records  when  its  publication  functions 
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were  suspended  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  in  1866,  but  the  Office 
furnished  assistance  to  the  Vifeir  Records  Office  of  the  Vfeir  Department  when 
the  publication  project  was  revived  in  1874.  In  1878  Marcus  J.  Wright, 
an  ex-Confederate  brigadier  general,  was  appointed  agent  of  the  War  De¬ 
partment  for  obtaining  possession  or  use  of  Confederate  records  from  pri¬ 
vate  individuals  and  historical  societies,  and  systematic  efforts  were 
made  to  supplement  the  fragmentary  collection  then  in  the  War  Department# 
Two  collections  were  purchased,  but  it  was  the  policy  of  the  Archive  Of¬ 
fice,  wherever  possible,  to  obtain  material  by  gift  or  loan  rather  than 
by  purchase.  In  this  way  many  additional  documents,  either  originals  or 
copies,  were  added  to  the  collection  over  the  course  of  years.  In  1881 
the  Archive  Office  became  the  Archive  Branch  of  the  Record  Division  in 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  records  of  the  Archive  Office 
consist  chiefly  of  correspondence,  reports,  and  lists  of  records  received. 
Two  items  (the  unnumbered  entries  directly  following  entries  447  and  448 
among  the  records  of  the  Archive  Office)  were  placed  in  the  *^Chapter*^ 
series  of  volumes  (described  in  unnumbered  entries  preceded  by  an  aster¬ 
isk)  when  the  records  were  in  The  Adjutant  General *s  Office.

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  280-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  “preliminary"  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have 
been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and 
the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision.  Meanwhile, 
as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes,  calendars, 
and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Vour  Governments 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued.  Forty- 
four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East,  have  so  far  been  issued.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- volume  guide.

Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication.

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INTRODUCTION 


Legislative  sanction  for  the  rationing  program  of  World  War  II  was 
derived  from  the  Priorities  and  Allocation  Act  of  May  31,  1941  (55  Stat* 
236),  which  authorized  the  President  to  allocate  materials  in  short 
supply  in  a  manner  necessary  to  promote  the  national  defense.  This 
allocating  function  was  delegated  to  the  Office  of  Production  Manage¬ 
ment  (OPM),  subject  to  the  policies  established  by  the  newly  created 
Supply  Priorities  and  Allocations  Board  (SPAB).  Although  the  legis¬ 
lation  was  interpreted  to  include  the  power  to  ration  goods,  a 
rationing  program  was  not  developed  until  the  entry  of  the  United 
States  into  the  war  resulted  in  a  critical  shortage  of  rubber. 

On  December  10,  1941,  the  OPM  halted  the  sale  of  rubber  tires. 

Throe  weeks  later  the  OPM  delegated  to  the  Office  of  Price  Adminis¬ 
tration  (OPA)  authority  for  rationing  tires  (Supplementary  Order  No. 
M-15o).  By  Executive  Order  9024  of  January  J6,  1942,  the  War  Pro¬ 
duction  Board  (WPB)  succeeded  to  the  f\inctions,  powers,  personnel, 
and  records  of  the  OPM  and  the  SPAB.  The  WPB  by  its  Directive  No.  1 
of  JsLnuary  24,  1942,  delegated  to  the  OPA  general  powers  over  consinner 
rationing.  Specific  power  to  ration  particular  commodities  was 
granted  to  the  OPA  by  supplements  to  this  directive.  After  January 
1943,  authority  to  ration  food  was  delegated  to  the  OPA  by  the  Food 
Distribution  Administration  (FDA),  which  later  became  the  War  Food 
Administration  (WFA). 

To  administer  tire  rationing,  Frank  Bane,  Director  of  the  Division 
of  Field  Operations,  established  State  and  local  tire  rationing  boards. 
The  staffing  of  the  boards  was  left,  in  large  part,  to  State  emd 
Territorial  Governors.  The  organization  and  broad  aspects  of  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  boards  were,  on  the  one  heind,  supervised  by  the 
Commodity  Distribution  Section,  Division  of  Field  Operations,  while 
tire  rationing  policies  were,  on  the  other  hand,  established  by  the 
Rubber  and  Rubber  Products  Price  Section,  Price  Division.  Supervisory 
authority  over  local  tire  rationing  boards  7ms  usually  exerted  through 
regional  directors  or  State  tire  rationing  directors. 

When  in  February  1942  automobile  rationing  7ms  instituted  and  other 
rationing  progreuns  were  under  consideration,  it  became  evident  that 
the  organization  for  rationing  was  inadequate  and  inefficient.  The 
rationing  function  Tms  therefore  separated  from  the  price  control 
function  7»hen  by  Office  Order  17  of  March  3,  1942,  John  E.  Hamm  7ms 
named  temporary  head  of  a  Rationing  Division.  In  April,  when  Hamm 
became  Senior  Deputy  Administrator  of  OPA,  Paul  M.  O’Leary  became 
Deputy  A(iainistrator  in  Charge  of  Rationing  (later  Deputy  Adminis¬ 
trator  for  Rationing)  Twith  supervisory  authority  over  three  rationing 
divisions.  These  divisions  wore  designated,  collectively,  the 
Rationing  Department  on  May  2,  1942  (Administrative  Order  3).  This 
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designation  was  withdrawn  several  days  later  by  Administrative  Order  3 
(Revised)  and  reestablished  on  September  1,  1942,  by  Administrative 
Order  3  (Second  Revision). 

During  the  period  from  May  to  September  1942,  the  basic  pattern  of 
organization  for  the  Department  was  developed.  It  comprised,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  Office  of  the  Deputy  Administrator,  an  Office  of  the 
Executive  Officer  for  Rationing  and  Automotive  Supply,  Food,  Fuel,  and 
Miscellaneous  Products  Rationing  Divisions*  Each  division  was  organ¬ 
ized  into  branches,  sections,  and  units.  The  branches,  which  were  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  operation  of  individual  rationing  programs,  wore 
assigned  such  functions  as  (l)  the  development  of  ration  orders, 
amendments  to  orders,  procedures,  and  instructions  necessary  to  carry 
out  equitable  distribution;  (2)  the  administration  of  ration  orders 
and  amendments;  and  (3)  the  aid  and  assistance  to  the  Division  Director 
in  the  interpretation  of  Rationing  Department  policies  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  divisional  rationing  policies. 

Concurrently  with  the  reorganization  of  the  rationing  program  in  the 
national  office,  the  field  offices  were  reorganized.  The  local  tire 
rationing  boards  became  war  price  and  rationing  boards  with  authority, 
insofar  as  rationing  was  concerned,  to  act  as  information  centers  on 
rationing  matters,  receive  and  review  applications  for  authorization  to 
purchase  rationed  items,  and  issue  certificates  authorizing  the 
purchases.  These  boards  were  trained  and  supervised  by  rationing  di¬ 
visions  in  distirict  offices  (formerly  State  offices)  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  district  rationing  representatives.  The  rationing  divisions 
in  district  offices  were,  in  turn,  instructed,  assisted,  and  supervised 
by  rationing  divisions  in  regional  offices. 

The  rationing  divisions  in  the  regional  and  district  offices  were 
generally  organized  into  the  following  subdivisions;  office  of  the 
rationing  executive,  rationing  legal  section,  ration  currency  control 
section,  and  an  office  for  each  of  the  rationing  programs.  The 
rationing  executive  planned,  directed,  and  coordinated  rationing 
activities;  granted  or  denied  applications  for  ration  adjustment;  and 
decided  appeals  from  the  rationing  decisions  of  subordinate  offices. 

The  rationing  legal  section  assisted  the  rationing  offices  responsible 
for  particular  commodity-rationing  programs  in  the  drafting  of  formal 
actions  to  carry  out  their  respective  programs;  advised  the  rationing 
officers  and  their  staffs  on  legal  requirements,  standards,  and  pro¬ 
cedures  applying  to  their  operations;  appraised  for  legal  propriety 
proposed  formal  actions;  and  interpreted  rationing  regulations  in 
connection  with  specific  rationing  problems.  The  ration  currency 
control  section  controlled  ration  banking  and  ration  currency  statisti¬ 
cal  operations. 

Rationing  regulations,  orders,  interpretations,  and  procedural 
issuances  to  be  administered  by  the  field  offices  were  sent  to  regional 
rationing  executives,  the  directors  of  the  regional  rationing  division. 
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by  the  Rationing  Department.  The  chief  media  for  maintaining  liaison 
between  the  national  and  field  offices  were  the  periodic  reports  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  regional  rationing  executives,  which  included  comments  on 
area  problems  and  local  reactions  to  regulations.

In  December  1945  only  two  commodities  were  being  rationed,  namely 
tires  and  sugar#  When  tire  rationing  ended  on  January  1,  1946,  a 
departmental  organization  for  rationing  was  no  longer  required#  The 
Rationing  Department  was  therefore  terminated  on  January  5,  1946,  by 
authority  of  Staff  Memorandum  526  of  the  OPA  Administrator.  Rationing 
units  in  field  offices  were  liquidated  at  the  same  time#  The  adminis¬ 
trative  functions  of  the  rationing  departments  were  transferred  to  the 
Administrator  and  all  other  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Price 
Department,  in  “wdiich  a  Sugar  Rationing  Division  was  established#  This 
Division  became  the  Sugar  Department  on  December  9,  1946,  by  authority 
of  Staff  Memorandum  591.  On  March  31,  1947,  the  sugar  rationing 
program,  as  well  as  the  price  control  programs  for  sugar  and  syrup,  was 
transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  authority  of  the 
Sugar  Control  Extension  Act  of  1947  (61  St  at#  35)#  The  Secretary  es¬ 
tablished  a  Sugar  Rationing  Administration  (SEA)  to  perform  the 
functions  conferred  on  him  by  the  act#  The  rationing  of  sugar  was 
terminated  on  July  26,  1947,  by  Third  Revised  Ration  Order  3# 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  are  the  records  of  the 
Rationing  Department  of  the  OPA  that,  as  of  July  1,  1957,  were  in  the 
National  Archives.  They  are  part  of  the  records  in  Record  Group  188, 
Records  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  and  amount  to  570  cubic 
feet#  They  reflect,  in  general,  the  organization  of  the  national  de¬ 
partment  in  June  1944,  when  automobiles,  bicycles,  canned  fish, 
canned  milk,  cheese,  fats,  fuel  oil  and  kerosene,  gasoline,  meat, 
processed  foods,  rubber  footwear,  shoes,  solid  fuels,  stoves,  and 
sugar  were  still  being  rationed  and  only  coffee  and  typewriters  had 
been  withdrawn  from  rationing  restrictions.  Additional  materials  re¬ 
lating  to  rationing  may  be  found  among  the  records  of  other  offices 
and  departments  of  the  OPA,  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Office 
of  War  Mobilization  and  Reconversion  (OWMR),  the  WPB,  the  WFA,  and 
the  Petroleum  Administration  for  War  (PAW).

The  Office  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing  was  established 
on  or  about  April  22,  1942.  Paul  M.  O’Leary  was  named  Acting  Deputy 
Administrator  in  Charge  of  Rationing  (later  Deputy  Administrator  for 
Rationing).  Although  the  organizational  pattern  of  the  Office  changed 
as  the  overall  rationing  program  developed  and  declined,  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  remained  essentially  the  same. 

Subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the  Administrator,  the  Deputy  Ad¬ 
ministrator  was  responsible  for  the  determination  of  rationing  policies; 
the  collection  of  information  on  supply^  flow,  and  distribution  of 
commodities  subject  or  potentially  subject  to  rationing  controls;  the 
preparation  of  rationing  orders  and  amendments;  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  rationing  staff  in  the  national  office;  and  the 
technical  supervision  of  the  rationing  program  in  the  field.  On  May  9, 
1942,  Mr.  O’Leary  issued  Administrative  Order  6,  which  defined  the 
functions  and  organization  of  the  Office  of  the  Executive  Officer  for 
Rationing  and  the  relationship  of  that  Office  to  the  Deputy  Adminis¬ 
trator  in  Charge  of  Rationing,  the  various  rationing  divisions  and 
branches,  and  the  other  OPA  officers  and  organizational  units.  Louis 
J.  Kroeger,  the  Executive  Officer,  served  as  a  staff  assistant  to  the 
Deputy  Administrator.  On  September  25,  1943,  by  authority  of  Adminis¬ 
trative  Order  6  (Second  Revision),  the  Executive  Officer,  acting  for 
the  Deputy  Administrator,  was  made  responsible  for  all  matters  of 
departmental  administration  such  as  budget,  personnel,  organizational 
planning,  and  related  services;  the  creation  and  administration  of 
programs  which  could  not  be  delegated  to  the  commodity  divisions;  the 
review  and  coordination  of  all  departmental  policies,  programs,  and 
operating  activities;  the  administration  of  an  integrated  program  of 
rationing  operations  in  the  national  office  and  in  the  field;  and 
liaison  with  other  units  of  the  OPA. 

In  order  to  discharge  these  responsibilities  effectively,  the 
following  positions  and  organizations  were  created  within  the  Office 
of  the  Executive  Officer;  Program  Coordination  Officers  assigned  to 
divisions,  and  the  Procedures  and  Forms  Branch,  the  Field  Coordi¬ 
nation  Branch,  the  Ration  Banking  Branch,  the  Reports  and  Statistics 
Branch,  the  Inventory  Controls  Branch,  the  Printing  and  Coordination 
Branch,  and  an  Administrative  Branch. 
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On  Octobar  21,  1943,  Mr.  O'Laary  resigned  as  Deputy  Administrator 
for  Rationing  and  was  replaced  by  Bryan  Houston,  who,  on  January  6, 
1944,  issued  a  memorandum  on  reorganization  wherein  the  Office  of  the 
Executive  Officer  was  abolished,  along  with  its  seven  branches,  and 
replaced  by  four  staff  divisions,  namely  the  Administrative,  Field, 
Statistics,  and  Program  Divisions.  Mr.  Kroeger  was  named  Assistant 
Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing  within  the  Office  of  the  Deputy 
Administrator  for  the  general  direction  and  coordination  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  On  June  3,  1944,  Charles  F.  Phillips,  who  replaced  Mr.  Houston, 
in  an  effort  to  clarify  lines  of  authority  and  to  expedite  the  work  of 
the  Department,  set  forth  the  duties  of  the  Assistant  Deputy  Adminis¬ 
trator.  Mr.  Kroeger  was  to  act  for  the  Deputy  Administrator  in  all 
intra departmental  problems.  Specifically,  he  was  to  clear  amendments 
and  related  materials,  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  several  di¬ 
visions,  and  resolve  jurisdictional  problems.  Under  this  arrangement 
Deputy  Administrator  Phillips  handled  interdepartmental  and  inter¬ 
governmental  agency  problems.  Jerome  N.  Ney  was  made  Acting  Assistant 
Deputy  Administrator;  Patterson  H.  French  was  named  Director  of  the 
Planning  and  Coordination  Division  established  within  the  Deputy 
Administrator’s  Office;  and  Mr.  Kroeger  was  made  Director  of  the  newly 
created  Ration  Currency  Control  Division. 

Under  Max  McCullough,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Phillips,  the  Office  of  the 
Deputy  Administrator  was  reorganized  on  October  12,  1944,  to  include 
the  Deputy  Administrator,  Assistant  Deputy  Administrator,  a  Special 
Assistant  on  Field  Coordination,  and  a  Special  Assistant  on  Program 
Planning.  The  Special  Assistant  on  Field  Coordination  was  responsible 
for  (l)  coordinating  the  activities  of  the  Department  relative  to  field 
operation  of  the  several  rationing  programs,  (2)  evaluating  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  field  administration,  and  (3)  maintaining  liaison  with 
the  Office  of  Field  Operations.  The  Special  Assistant  on  Program 
Planning  was  responsible  for  (l)  participating  in  the  early  stages  of 
developing  policies  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  to  planning  groups 
the  views  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  and  for  the  compilation  of 
information  on  current  program  developments  useful  to  the  Deputy 
Administrator,  and  (2)  ensuring  conformance  of  new  program  plans  and 
program  changes  with  departmental  policy.  To  provide  for  the  admin  is  - 
trative  management  of  the  Department,  the  position  of  Executive 
Officer  was  re-created  within  the  Office  of  the  Deputy  Administrator 
on  December  17,  1945. 

The  Office  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing  was  abolished 
on  January  5,  1945,  with  the  termination  of  the  Rationing  Department. 
The  functions  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  were  then  transferred  to 
the  Director  of  the  Sugar  Rationing  Division,  Price  Department.

In  order  to  establish  effective  field  administration  of  rationing, 
the  Loose  Leaf  Service  was  devised  to  provide  local  boards  with 
necessary  informational  materials  for  the  administration  of  the  regu¬ 
lations.

The  rationing  of  typewriters  was  necessitated  by  (l)  the  increasing 
demand  for  typewriters,  (2)  the  conversion  of  typewriter  manufacturing 
plants  to  war  production,  and  (3)  the  shortage  of  aligners*  On  March  5, 
1942,  therefore,  the  VCT  issued  Limitation  Order  L-54,  which  restricted 
the  delivery  of  new  and  used  typewriters,  and  Supplementary  Directive 
1-D,  which  delegated  to  the  OPA  authority  to  ration  them*  These  orders 
were  followed  on  March  13  by  Ration  Order  4,  which  was  the  first  regu¬ 
lation  of  the  OPA  relating  to  typewriters* 

Responsibility  for  the  program  was  delegated  to  the  Euipment  and 
Supplies  Section,  Consumer  Durable  Goods  Price  Branch,  Price  Division* 
When  the  Rationing  Division  was  established  in  April  1942,  the  type¬ 
writer  program,  unlike  the  other  rationing  programs,  remained  under  the 
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jurisdiction  of  the  Price  Division  (later  Price  Department)  because  of 
the  unusually  close  coordination  of  the  rationing  and  pricing  programs 
for  typewriters.  All  the  regulations  and  orders  were,  nevertheless, 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing*  The 
legal  staff,  who  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  the  documents,  was 
assigned  to  the  Consumer  Durable  Goods  Price  Branch  by  the  Rationing 
Legal  Division, 

During  the  latter  part  of  1943  the  production  of  typewriters  was 
considerably  increased*  Chester  Bowles,  OPA  Administrator,  therefore 
wrote  a  letter  to  Donald  Nelson,  TOB  Chairman,  advising  him  that  the 
OPA  intended  to  terminate  the  rationing  of  typewriters*  When  Mr. 

Nelson  concurred  in  the  decision,  Mr*  Bowles  issued  Amendment  9  to 
Ration  Order  4A,  which  revoked  all  regulations  relating  to  the  com¬ 
modity.  The  related  records  were  later  transferred  to  the  Office  of 
the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing,  where  they  remained  until  the 
termination  of  the  Department  except  for  a  short  period  when  they  were 
apparently  maintained  by  the  Consumer  Durables  Rationing  Branch,  Fuel 
and  Automotive  Rationing  Division*

RECORDS  OF  THE  RATIONING  LEGAL  DIVISION 

The  Rationing  Legal  Division  was  established  in  the  spring  of  1942 
within  the  Office  of  the  General  Counsel  (later  Legal  Department) 
under  the  direction  of  Thomas  E*  Harris,  Assistant  General  Counsel 
(formerly  Assistant  General  Counsel  in  charge  of  the  Rationing  Section, 
Legal  Division)*  The  functions  of  the  Division  were  to  prepare  and 
interpret  rationing  orders  and  regulations,  establish  liaison  with  the 
legal  staff  of  the  WPB,  check  the  legality  of  rationing  programs 
initiated  by  the  OPA,  and  study  and  report  on  compliance  and  en¬ 
forcement  aspects  of  the  programs*  By  the  end  of  August  the  Division 
comprised  four  branches,  namely  the  Coordination  Branch,  Food  Legal 
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Branch,  Miscellaneous  Products  Legal  Branch,  and  the  Transportation 
Rationing  Branch. 

On  September  14,  1943,  by  authority  of  Administrative  Order  79 
(Revised)  the  Rationing  Legal  Division,  under  the  direction  of 
Bllsworth  3.  Clark  (formerly  Chief  of  the  Food  Legal  Branch),  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Rationing  Department.  For  most  of  the  remaining  period  of 
its  existence  the  Division  included  branches  similar  to  the  commodity 
rationing  divisions  and,  within  the  branches,  sections  similar  to  the 
commodity  rationing  branches.  On  October  1,  1944,  Mr.  Clark  was  re¬ 
designated  Associate  General  Counsel  for  Rationing.  He  was  responsible 
for  advising  and  representing  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing 
on  legal  matters,  establishing  legal  policies  and  standards  of  legal 
workmanship,  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  Administrator, 
appointing,  assigning,  supervising,  and  removing  members  of  the 
Rationing  Legal  Division.  The  rationing  legal  branches  assisted  in  the 
preparation  of  formal  actions  to  conform  with  the  program  established 
by  the  rationing  officer  responsible  for  the  commodity,  advised  the 
rationing  officer  and  his  staff  on  legal  matters,  and  prepared  in¬ 
terpretations  of  the  application  of  legal  requirements  of  rationing 
regulations  to  specific  questions  arising  under  those  regulations. 

The  Rationing  Legal  Division  was  abolished  on  January  5,  1946,  with 
the  termination  of  the  Rationing  Department.  Its  functions  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Sugar  Rationing  Division  and  later  to  the  Sugar  Legal 
Division  of  the  Sugar  Department.

These  records  reflect  the  functions  and  most  of  the  activities  of 
the  legal  staff  of  the  Rationing  Department.  They  include  directives;

branches.  Attached  to  some  of  the  reports  are  copies  of  reports  sub¬ 
mitted  to  these  unit  heads  by  subordinate  employees.

RECORDS  OF  THE  RATION  CURRENCY  CONTROL  DIVISION 

Charles  F.  Phillips,  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing,  established 
the  Ration  Currency  Control  Division  on  June  3,  1944.  Louis  J.  Kroeger, 
formerly  Executive  Officer  for  Rationing,  became  the  Director  of  the 
Division  with  responsibility  for  the  production,  distribution,  issuance, 
flow-back,  and  control  of  ration  currency  and  ration  credit.  Four 
branches  were  transferred  to  the  Ration  Currency  Control  Division  from 
terminated  or  reorganized  divisions,  namely  the  Ration  Banking  Branch, 
the  Inventory  and  Control  Branch,  the  Reporting  and  Tabulation  Branch, 
and  the  Printing  and  Coordination  Branch.  In  October  1944  the  Division 
was  terminated  and  its  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Administrative 
Operations  Division. 

The  Ration  Currency  Control  Division,  comprising  a  Ration  Banking 
Branch,  a  Reporting  and  Statistics  Branch,  and  an  Inventory  and  Control 
Branch,  was  reestablished  on  June  1,  1945.  The  Division  was  then 
responsible  for  coordinating  the  activities  of  the  commodity  divisions 
relating  to  ration  credit  and  currency  control,  supervising  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  credit  and  currency  control  systems,  and  establishing  field 
reporting  systems.  Joseph  A.  Kershaw,  formerly  Chief  of  the  Ration 
Banking  Branch,  was  Director  of  the  reestablished  Ration  Currency 
Control  Division  until  it  was  abolished  with  the  termination  of  the 
Rationing  Department  on  January  5,  1946.  Its  functions  were  then 
transferred  to  the  Sugar  Rationing  Division  of  the  Price  Department. 

When  the  Sugar  Department  was  established,  it  included  a  Currency 
Control  Division  with  functions  similar  to  those  of  the  Ration  Currency 
Control  Division.  The  Currency  Control  Division  was  terminated  when 
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sugar  rationing  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  • 


Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Director 


The  Office  of  the  Director,  Ration  Currency  Control  Division,  de¬ 
veloped  and  administered  ration  orders  governing  the  control  of 
ration  currency,  directed  the  activities  of  the  Division,  and  repre¬ 
sented  the  Rationing  Department  in  negotiations  with  other  departments 
of  the  OPA,  other  agencies,  and  the  American  Beinkers*  Association  on 
matters  relating  to  ration  currency.

Records  of  the  Inventory  and  Control  Branch 

The  Inventory  and  Control  Branch  was  established  on  September  25, 
1943,  within  the  Office  of  the  Executive  Officer  for  Rationing  by 
authority  of  Administrative  Order  6  (Second  Revision)  to  advise  the 
Executive  Officer  regarding  inventory  reporting  and  audit  and  control 
provisions  of  proposed  rationing  orders;  receive  and  review  inventory 
reports;  maintain  trade  registrations;  and  distribute  questionnaires, 
survey  forms,  bulletins,  and  the  like.  When  the  Office  of  the 
Executive  Officer  was  abolished  on  January  6,  1944,  by  the  Deputy  Ad¬ 
ministrator  for  Rationing,  the  Branch  was  transferred  to  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  Division.  Subsequently  the  Branch  was  transferred  to  the 
Ration  Currency  Control  Division  on  June  3,  1944,  the  Administrative 
Operations  Division  in  October  1944,  and  finally  to  the  reestablished 
Ration  Currency  Control  Division  on  June  1,  1945. 

Within  the  Ration  Currency  Control  Division,  the  functions  of  the 
Inventory  and  Control  Branch  were  to  maintain  physical  inventory  and 
control  records  for  rationing  programs,  develop  and  maintain  mailing 
lists,  and  provide  statistical  tabulation  services  for  the  ration 
banking  programs  and  other  programs  assigned  to  it.  The  Branch  was 
abolished  with  the  teimination  of  the  Rationing  Department  on  January  5, 
1946. 

STATISTICAL  MATERIALS.  1943-47.  6  ft.  ^

On  June  15,  1942,  Paul  M,  O’Leary,  Deputy  Administrator  in  Charge  of 
Rationing,  appointed  a  committee,  with  Joseph  A,  Kershaw  as  chairman, 
to  devise  a  plan  for  the  exchange  of  ration  currency  (coupons,  stamps, 
certificates,  and  later  tokens)  through  banking  devices.  At  that  time 
the  war  price  and  rationing  boards  issued  certificates  in  exchange  for 
large  accumulations  of  ration  stamps  in  the  hands  of  retailers, 
wholesalers,  and  producers.  This  system  had  proved  inadequate  because 
the  boards  had  neither  sufficient  personnel  to  make  the  exchange  nor 
sufficient  space  to  store  the  currency.  The  plan  devised  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  approved  by  the  Deputy  Administrator  was  to  establish  a 
ration  banking  system  providing  for  the  exchange  of  ration  currency 
for  vouchers  (ration  checks)  issued  by  banks. 

The  administration  of  this  banking  system  was  delegated  on  October  3, 
1942  (Supplement  1  of  Administrative  Order  6),  to  a  Ration  Banking 
Section,  headed  by  Mr.  Kershaw,  within  the  Office  of  the  Executive 
Officer  for  Rationing.  On  January  27,  1943,  after  several  months  of 
experimentation,  the  system  went  into  operation.  With  the  expansion  of 
the  ration  banking  system,  the  Section  was  redesignated  the  Ration 
Banking  Branch  (Administrative  Order  6,  Second  Revision)  on  September  25, 
1943. 

The  banks  themselves  performed  most  of  the  activities  pertaining  to 
the  system,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  district  offices  and  the  in¬ 
structions  of  regional  banking  specialists.  The  only  major  change  in 
field  responsibility  for  the  system  was  the  establishment  in  June  1944 
of  verification  centers  for  the  examination  of  used  ration  currency 
acquired  from  banks.  It  became  necessary  to  investigate  the  sources  of 
counterfeit  stamps  after  they  were  discovered  in  large  quantities  during 
the  fall  of  1943. 

On  June  3,  1944,  the  Ration  Banking  Branch  was  transferred  to  the 
Ration  Currency  Control  Division.  Subsequently  the  Branch  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Administrative  Operations  Division  on  October  13,  1944, 
and  to  the  reestablished  Ration  Currency  Control  Division  on  June  1, 

1945.  Within  the  Ration  Currency  Control  Division,  the  functions  of  the 
Ration  Banking  Branch  were  to  develop  ration  credit  and  currency  control 
policies;  plan,  install,  and  supervise  the  operation  of  the  ration 
banking  system;  operate  a  central  desk  for  the  issuance  of  ration 
currency;  provide  technical  supervision  to  field  offices  on  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  system;  and  design  ration  currency  forms.  These  functions 
were  transferred  to  the  Sugar  Rationing  Division  on  January  5,  1946,  and 
later  to  a  newly  established  Ration  Banking  Branch  in  the  Sugar 
Department.

RECORDS  OF  THE  AUTOMOTIVE  SUPPLY  RATIONING  DIVISION 

The  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division  was  established  in  the 
spring  of  1942,  and  shortly  thereafter  Charles  F.  Phillips  was  named 
Division  Director.  The  Division  first  consisted  of  the  Tire,  Auto¬ 
mobile,  and  Fuel  Rationing  Branches.  With  the  issuance  of  Adminis¬ 
trative  Order  39,  a  Bicycle  Rationing  Branch  was  added  to  the  Division 
on  July  16,  1942. 

On  June  11,  1944,  Richard  C.  Harrison  succeeded  Mr.  Phillips  as 
Director  of  the  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division.  A  memorandum 
issued  on  October  12,  194^ by  the  Deputy  Administrator,  Max  McCullough, 
consolidated  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  with  the  Automotive  Supply 
Rationing  Division  to  establish  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Rationing  Di¬ 
vision  (effective  November  1,  1944).  John  G.  Neukom  was  named  Director 
and  Mr.  Harrison  was  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  on  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  mileage  rationing  programs.  The  Division  at  this  time 
consisted  of  the  following  units:  Office  of  the  Director,  Operations 
Branch,  Tire  Rationing  Branch,  Gasoline  Rationing  Branch,  Fuel  Oil 
Rationing  Branch,  Consumer  Durables  Rationing  Branch,  and  the 
Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Rationing  Branch.  The  Division  was  responsible 
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for  planning  programs  for  rationing  automobiles,  tires,  gasoline,  fuel 
oil,  stoves,  solid  fuels,  and  any  other  consumer  durable  goods  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing,  and  the  development 
and  administration  of  policies,  regulations,  and  procedures  governing 
the  rationing  of  these  commodities  in  accordance  with  the  general 
policies  prescribed  by  the  Deputy  Administrator. 

Fred  Parker  succeeded  Mr.  Neukom  as  Division  Director  on  May  1,  1945, 
and  was,  in  turn,  succeeded  by  John  D.  Mann  in  October  1945.  During 
October  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Rationing  Division  was  replaced  by  the 
Tire  and  Automotive  Rationing  Division.  This  new  Division  consisted  of 
the  Office  of  the  Director,  the  Tire  Rationing  Branch,  and  the  Northwest 
Solid  Fuels  Branch.  On  December  17,  1945,  the  Division  was  replaced  by 
a  Tire  Rationing  Division,  which  was  itself  terminated  shortly  after  the 
end  of  tire  rationing  on  January  1,  1946. 

Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Director 

The  Division  Director,  responsible  to  the  Deputy  Administrator,  was 
charged  with  the  supervision,  direction,  and  coordination  of  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Division;  the  technical  guidance  of  the  field  staff;

The  battery  rationing  program  did  not  have  a  place  in  the  organ¬ 
izational  scheme  of  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Rationing  Division,  since 
plans  were  never  put  into  operation.  The  idea  of  rationing  batteries 
was  seriously  considered  because  of  the  acute  shortage  of  lead  in  early 
1945.  After  V-E  Day,  however,  cutbacks  in  military  requirements 
rendered  the  program  unnecessary.  The  following  men  were  instrumental 
in  developing  plans  for  the  proposed  program:  Fred  Parker,  Director  of 
the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Rationing  Division;  Victor  Thompson,  Assistant 
Division  Director;  John  Mann,  Chief  of  the  Tire  Rationing  Branch;  and 
Ray  Leeth,  Tire  Eligibility  Section. 

The  records  consist  chiefly  of  memoranda,  reports,  proposed  regu¬ 
lations,  and  correspondence  with  the  ODT,  the  WPB,  the  PAW,  and  the 
Yiar  Department  relating  to  organizational  plans,  budgetary  estimates, 
supply  and  demand,  suggestions  for  conservation,  and  intraagency  and 
interagency  meetings.  Arranged  alphabetically  by  subject. 

Records  of  the  Automobile  Rationing  Branch 

For  several  months  before  the  adoption  of  a  rationing  program  in 
February  1942,  the  production  of  automobiles  had  been  sharply  cur¬ 
tailed  in  order  to  divert  critical  materials  into  more  vital  defense 
programs.  On  December  31,  1942,  the  0PM  announced  that  the  production 
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of  passenger  cars  would  be  stopped  entirely  at  the  end  of  January  1943, 
and  on  January  1,  Donald  M.  Nelson,  Director  of  Priorities,  0PM,  placed 
a  ban  on  the  retail  sale,  delivery,  purchase,  or  lease  of  any  new  passen¬ 
ger  cars  until  January  lb^  Two  weeks  later  the  ^freeze**  was  extended  to 
February  2  because  the  release  order  vras  not  ready.  No  passenger  cars 
were  made  after  February  10,  1942. 

Y)rFB*s  Supplementary  Directive  1-A,  issued  February  2,  1942,  author¬ 
ized  OPA’s  control  over  the  sale,  transfer,  and  other  disposition  of 
new  passenger  automobiles  (covering  all  1942  cars,  new  and  used,  and 
all  other  passenger  cars  of  any  model  year  which  had  been  driven  less 
than  1,000  miles).  Supplementary  Directive  1-C,  issued  February  28, 

1942,  reserved  to  the  1/VPB  control  over  commercial  vehicles.  Supple¬ 
mentary  Directive  1-Q,  issued  November  6,  1942,  gave  rationing  au¬ 
thority  to  the  OPA  over  the  previously  excepted  used  automobiles. 
Supplementary  Directive  1-X,  issued  July  22,  1944,  superseded  1-A  and 
that  part  of  1-Q  dealing  with  automobiles  and  continued  the  OPA’s 
authority  to  ration  all  automobiles. 

A  formal  organization  for  the  automobile  rationing  program  evolved 
by  the  spring  of  1942  with  the  creation  of  the  Automobile  Rationing 
Branch  within  the  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division.  Rolf  Nugent 
of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  who  had  been  primarily  responsible  for 
the  early  planning  when  he  was  Associate  Price  Executive  of  the  Auto¬ 
mobile  and  Truck  Price  Section  (reporting  directly  to  Leon  Henderson, 

OPA  Administrator,  and  John  E.  Hamm,  Deputy  Administrator),  was  named 
Chief  of  the  Branch.  With  Mr.  Nugent’s  resignation  in  June,  Hubert  G. 
Larson  of  the  General  Motors  Corp.  became  Branch  Chief.  The  organ¬ 
ization  at  this  time  consisted  of  an  Office  of  Administrative  Services 
and  five  sections  as  follows:  Bicycle,  Dealer  Relations,  Field 
Services  and  Liaison,  Releases,  and  Research  and  Quota.  By  July  1942 
the  administrative  services  and  field  relations  were  handled  at  the 
divisional  level,  and  the  Bicycle  Section  was  removed  from  the  Branch 
and  set  up  as  an  independent  branch. 

The  Branch  Chief  was  responsible  for  the  formulation  of  policies 
relating  to  rationing  automobiles  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
organization  under  his  supervision,  for  the  coordination  of  policies 
of  the  Branch  with  those  of  the  Automobile  Price  Branch  and  the  Tire 
Rationing  Branch,  and  for  collaboration  with  the  automobile  rationing 
field  representatives  at  the  policy-making  level.  The  Releases  Section 
was  in  charge  of  the  initial  planning  and  the  drafting  of  amendments 
and  other  substantive  changes  in  the  rationing  program.  The  Section 
also  had  final  authority  in  the  rationing  of  cars  to  nonexempt  Federal 
agencies  and  the  release  and  substitution  of  oars  in  the  Government 
reserve  pool.  The  Dealer  Relations  Section  interpreted  the  policies  of 
the  Branch  for  the  trade  through  correspondence,  speeches  at  dealer 
meetings,  and  other  media  of  education;  and  was  responsible  for  the 
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continuing  studies  of  the  used-car  problem  in  all  of  its  phases,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  necessity  for  a  used-car  program#  The  Research 
and  Quota  Section  did  the  basic  research  with  regard  to  consumer  needs, 
made  quota  adjustments,  formulated  programs  for  the  conservation  of 
automobiles  such  as  organizing  voluntary  support  for  such  programs,  and 
handled  all  trade  contacts  relating  to  substantive  and  operating 
changes  in  the  rationing  program.  Minor  Branch  reorganizations  oc¬ 
curred  during  1942  and  1943  but,  with  the  exception  of  occasional  name 
changes,  the  basic  organization  and  functions  remained  essantially  the 
same. 

In  January  1944,  after  the  Bicycle  Rationing  Branch  was  abolished, 
the  Automobile  Rationing  Branch  comprised  the  New  Car  and  Bicycle 
Section  and  the  Used  Car  and  Trade  Relations  Section.  "When  the  Fuel 
and  Automotive  Rationing  Division  was  established  in  October  1944,  the 
automobile  rationing  program  was  delegated  to  a  newly  created  Consumer 
Durables  Rationing  Branch,  where  it  remained  until  automobile  rationing 
was  terminated  on  October  29,  1945.  Continuing  responsibility  with 
regard  to  proposals  for  re inaugurating  automobile  rationing  was  there¬ 
after  delegated  to  the  Tire  Rationing  Branch.

Records  of  the  Bicycle  Rationing  Branch 

On  March  12,  1942,  the  WPB  issued  General  Limitation  Order  L-52, 
which  reduced  considerably  the  production  of  bicycles.  This  order  was 
followed  by  another  relating  to  the  distribution  of  bicycles,  and 
finally  on  May  13,  1942,  by  WPQ  Supplementary  Directive  1-G,  which 
delegated  authority  for  their  rationing  to  the  OPA. 

Ration  Order  7,  relating  to  bicycles,  was  issued  on  May  18,  1942. 

It  set  up  preliminary  controls  over  the  distribution  of  bicycles, 
authorized  rationed  transfers  of  bicycles  to  Government  agencies  and 
war  plants  where  needs  were  urgent,  and  provided  authorization  for 
recordkeeping  and  reporting  procedures.  The  administration  of  the 
order  was  at  first  assigned  to  the  Bicycle  Section  of  the  Automobile 
Rationing  Branch.  The  Section  was  redesignated  the  Bicycle  Rationing 
Branch  (comprising  a  <^uota  Research  Section  and  an  Eligibility  Section) 
within  the  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division  on  July  16,  1942,  by 
Administrative  Order  39. 

In  January  1944  the  Bicycle  Rationing  Branch  was  abolished  and  its 
functions  and  personnel  were  assigned  to  the  newly  created  New  Car  and 
Bicycle  Section  of  the  Automobile  Rationing  Branch.  This  Section  con¬ 
sisted  of  two  Units,  namely  New  Car  and  Bicycle  Operations,  and 
Statistics  and  Quota. 

Bicycle  rationing  was  terminated  on  September  23,  1944,  because  of 
the  lack  of  bicycles  on  hand  and  the  small  quantity  scheduled  for  pro¬ 
duction.  The  New  Car  and  Bicycle  Section  was  abolished  shortly 
thereafter.

The  gasoline  rationing  program  of  OPA  originated  on  August  14,  1941, 
when  Harold  L«  Ickes  as  Petroleum  Coordinator  for  the  National  Defense 
recommended  to  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  and  Civilian  Supply 
(OPACS)  that  the  allocation  of  motor  fuels  to  the  general  public  should 
be  partially  curtailed.  The  supply  of  gasoline  to  the  Atlantic  coast 
was  thereupon  out  by  10  percent.  Further  limitations  on  the  supply  and 
use  of  gasoline  were  subsequently  instituted.  With  enemy  activity 
creating  a  serious  loss  of  tankers,  the  gasoline  shortage  on  the  east 
coast  became  acute®  On  March  18,  1942,  Joel  Dean  was  named  Chief  of 
Gasoline  Rationing  and  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  developing  a 
program  and  organization.  Shortly  thereafter  his  unit  was  designated 
the  Fuel  Rationing  Branch  within  the  newly  created  Automotive  Supply 
Rationing  Division®  On  June  11,  1942,  by  Administrative  Order  18,  the 
Fuel  Rationing  Branch  was  transferred  to  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division 
and  redesignated  the  Gasoline  Rationing  Branch. 

By  November  1942,  as  a  result  of  the  Baruch  Report  (a  study  of  the 
rubber  situation  and  recommended  action),  the  President  wrote  to  Leon 
Henderson  asking  that  an  immediate  program  of  natural  gasoline  rationing 
be  made  effective  as  a  means  of  conserving  rubber.  The  report  estimated 
that  mileage  for  passenger  cars  should  be  cut  to  about  5,000  miles  a 
year.  Thus  the  gasoline  rationing  and  the  tire  rationing  programs  were 
coordinated  into  a  "mileage  rationing  program,"  which  became  effective 
nationwide  on  December  1,  1942. 

Because  of  the  joint  concern  of  the  Tire  and  Gasoline  Rationing 
Branches  for  the  mileage  rationing  program,  the  Gasoline  Rationing 
Branch  was  removed  from  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  and  placed  again 
in  the  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division.  In  October  1944  it  became 
a  part  of  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division. 

The  Gasoline  Rationing  Branch,  in  addition  to  performing  functions 
similar  to  those  of  other  commodity  branches,  was  responsible  for  the 
development  of  a  program  for  gasoline  conservation  and  for  the 
technical  supervision  of  the  field  rationing  staff  administering  Govern¬ 
ment  mileage,  plant  transportation,  and  car-sharing  plans. 

Gasoline  rationing  was  terminated  on  August  15,  1945,  and  the  Bremch 
was  abolished  shortly  thereafter.

Records  of  the  Tire  Rationing  Branch 

The  first  ration  order  of  World  War  II,  relating  to  tires,  casings, 
and  tubes,  was  issued  by  the  0PM,  which  delegated  its  administrative 
authority  to  the  OPA.  Throughout  the  early  planning  stage  of  the  tire 
rationing  program,  the  Rubber  and  Rubber  Products  Section,  Price  Di¬ 
vision,  OPA,  and  the  Rubber  and  Rubber  Products  Branch  and  the  Civilian 
Allocation  Section  of  the  0PM  cooperated  in  the  development  of 
rationing  policies. 

By  February  1942  the  Distribution  Unit  of  the  Rubber  and  Rubber 
Products  Section  included  a  Tire  and  Tube  Rationing  Branch  comprising 
four  subunits,  namely.  Eligibility;  Classification;  Quota,  Reports  and 
Forms;  and  Industry  Relations.  In  March  1942,  all  responsibility  for 
tire  and  tube  rationing  was  delegated  by  John  E.  Hamm,  the  Senior  Deputy 
Administrator,  to  a  newly  established  Tire  Rationing  Division.  This 
Division  comprised  six  Branches:  Passenger  Car  and  Bus  Eligibility, 
Truck  Eligibility,  Quota,  Planning  and  Research,  Tire  Industry,  and 
Field.  Grenville  R.  Holden  was  named  Division  Chief  and  Charles  F. 
Phillips,  Assistant  Chief. 
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In  the  spring  of  1942  the  Tire  Rationing  Division  was  abolished  and  a 
Tire  Rationing  Branch  was  established  within  the  Automotive  Supply 
Rationing  Division*  Later  the  Branch  was  successively  transferred  to  the 
Fuel  and  Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Division,  the  Tire  end  Automobile 
Rationing  Division,  and  the  Tire  Rationing  Division* 

The  sectional  structure  of  the  Tire  Rationing  Branch  changed  several 
times,  but  these  changes  are  not  reflected  in  the  organization  of  the 
records*  The  functions  of  the  Branch,  usually  assigned  to  its  component 
sections,  included  responsibility  for  (l)  the  development  of  ration 
orders,  procedures,  and  instructions  necessary  to  ensure  equitable 
distribution;  (2)  the  administration  of  ration  orders  and  amendments; 

(3)  collaboration  with  the  Division  Director  in  the  interpretation  of 
departmental  policies  and  the  development  of  divisional  policies;  and 
(4;  the  development  of  a  program  of  inspection  to  promote  conservation 
of  tires  and  the  technical  supervision  of  the  tiro  inspection  staff  in 
field  offices. 

On  January  1,  1946,  tires  were  withdrawn  from  rationing,  and  the 
Tire  Rationing  Branch  was  terminated*

RECORDS  OF  THE  FOOD  RATIONING  DIVISION 

As  a  result  of  the  United  States  entry  into  the  Second  World  War, 
many  products,  including  food  items,  were  so  scarce  that  it  became  in¬ 
creasingly  difficult  to  provide  for  fair  distribution  without  some  sort 
of  rationing  control*  Consequently,  a  Rationing  Division  was  organized 
in  March  1942  within  the  OPA,  including  a  subordinate  Sugar  Branch 
established  to  develop  a  sugar  rationing  program*  In  April  the 
rationing  setup  consisted  of  three  Rationing  Divisions,  one  of  which 
was  the  Food  Rationing  Division  headed  by  Harold  B*  Rowe,  who  had 
formerly  been  Chief  of  the  Food  and  Food  Products  Section  of  the  Price 
Division,  where  the  first  plans  for  sugar  rationing  were  being  formu¬ 
lated*  V/hen  the  Rationing  Department  was  established  on  May  2,  1942, 
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by  Administrative  Order  3,  the  Food  Rationing  Division  became  one  of  its 
component  parts. 

In  the  early  fall  of  1943  Mr.  Rowe,  under  whom  the  Food  Rationing 
Division  had  expanded  to  include  a  Branch  for  each  of  the  various 
rationed  commodities,  was  succeeded  as  Director  of  Food  Rationing  by 
Walter  Straub.  Other  Food  Rationing  Directors  were  Ivan  Burdick,  who 
replaced  Mr.  Straub  in  July  1944  and  served  until  January  1945,  and 
James  E.  Kelley,  who  took  over  the  office  at  that  time  and  held  it  un¬ 
til  the  Division  was  terminated  in  January  1946. 

At  one  time  or  another  during  the  history  of  the  OPA  Rationing  De¬ 
partment,  the  organizational  makeup  of  the  Food  Rationing  Division  in¬ 
cluded,  besides  the  Office  of  the  Director,  six  commodity  Rationing 
Branches  (Food  Beverages,  Dairy,  Fats  and  Oils,  Processed  Foods,  Meat, 
and  Sugar);  a  Meat  Control  Branch  set  up  to  administer  controls  on 
livestock  slaughter;  and  ein  Operations  Branch  (for  which  there  are  no 
separately  maintained  records),  as  well  as  an  Institutional  User  Branch, 
which  was  established  to  develop  and  administer  programs  which  would 
effectively  integrate  commodity  rationing  for  institutional  users. 
Records  relating  to  the  institutional  usage  of  rationed  foods  wore  ap¬ 
parently  separated  from  and  later  returned  to  the  commodity  branches. 

With  the  Food  Rationing  Division  lay  the  responsibility  of  program 
planning  for  the  rationing  of  sugar,  coffee,  processed  foods,  meats, 
dairy  products,  fats  and  oils,  and  any  such  other  foods  as  might  be 
designated  by  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing.  Also,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  general  policies  set  down  by  the  Deputy  Administrator 
for  Rationing,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Food  Rationing  Division  to  de¬ 
velop  and  administer  policies,  regulations,  and  procedures  governing  the 
rationing  of  these  commodities. 

With  the  passing  of  acute  food  emergencies  the  relevant  food 
rationing  branches  went  out  of  existence  one  at  a  time,  until  in 
December  1945  only  sugar  was  being  rationed  by  the  Food  Rationing  Di¬ 
vision.  The  Division  was  terminated  on  January  5,  1946,  when  the 
Rationing  Department  was  abolished  by  authority  of  the  OPA  Adminis¬ 
trator’s  Staff  Memorandum  526,  and  its  remaining  functions  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Sugar  Rationing  Division  of  the  Price  Department. 

Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Director 

The  Office  of  the  Director  was  made  up  of  the  Director  of  the  Food 
Rationing  Division,  two  Associate  Directors,  an  Assistant  Director,  and 
a  Program  Planning  Section,  a  Field  Section,  and  an  Administrative 
Section,  as  well  as  a  number  of  divisions  and  committees  which  operated 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director’s  Office. 
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The  Directior  was  assis'ted  by  bhe  Associate  Directors  in  directing 
the  activities  of  the  Division  and  in  determining  policies  with  respect 
to  the  various  food  programs.  He-  gave  technical  guidance  to  the  field 
staff  dealing  with  food  commodities  and  cooperated  with  appropriate 
Government  agencies  and  industry  groups.

Records  Relating  to  the  Soap  Rationing  Program 

During  the  years  1943-44,  soap  became  a  scarce  item  in  the  wartime 
economy  because  of  the  severe  shortage  of  fats  and  oils  necessary  for  its 
manufacture.  Consequently,  the  Program  Planning  Section  of  the  Office  of 
the  Director  of  the  Food  Rationing  Division  was  assigned  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  planning  soap  rationing  under  the  direction  of  A.  Allen 
Thompson,  Chief  Business  Analyst  (later  Assistant  Director)  in  the  Office 
of  the  Director.  It  was  decided,  however,  that  soap  rationing  was  not 
feasible.  Alternative  methods  of  conserving  soap  and  increasing  its 
manufacture  were  initiated,  and  a  soap  rationing  program  was  never  put 
into  operation.

Records  of  the  Food  Beverages  Rationing  Branch 

Because  of  the  submarine  menace  early  in  the  war,  as  well  as  the 
necessity  for  using  all  ship  bottoms  for  carrying  essential  war  cargoes, 
controls  on  the  imports  of  coffee  were  begun  early  in  1942  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  WPB.  On  May  1,  1942,  the  WPB  issued  Conservation 
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Order  M-135,  which  set  quotas  on  the  amounts  of  green  coffee  which  could 
be  distributed*  At  approximately  the  same  time  the  ?fPB  restricted  the 
amount  of  tea  which  a  wholesaler  or  jobber  could  receive  (WPB  Conservation 
Order  M-111,  Amended). 

Although  Conservation  Order  M-135  was  designed  to  bring  about  a  more 
equitable  distribution  of  coffee  and  at  the  same  time  conserve  coffee 
stocks,  it  was  soon  seen  that  the  conservation  order  alone  would  not  be 
sufficient  for  controlling  supplies.  Consequently,  plans  were  considered 
for  rationing  coffee,  tea,  and  cocoa,  which  led  to  the  establishment  in 
April  1942  of  the  Food  Beverages  Rationing  Branch. 

On  October  14,  1942,  the  urgency  for  action  was  so  great  that  the  Food 
Branch  of  the  TOB  called  a  conference  with  the  Office  of  Civilian  Supply 
and  the  Rationing  Department  of  the  OPA  to  discuss  the  need  for  coffee 
rationing.  At  that  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  Food  Branch  should 
recommend  to  Donald  Nelson,  Chairman  of  the  WPB,  that  he  issue  a  di¬ 
rective  to  the  OPA  to  start  formal  rationing  of  coffee.  The  OPA  was 
requested  on  October  17  to  launch  the  program,  although  the  formal  di¬ 
rective  to  the  OPA  (Supplementary  Directive  1-R)  was  delayed  until 
November  20.  Two  days  later,  on  November  22,  1942,  Ration  Order  12, 

Coffee  Rationing  Regulations,  became  effective,  and  the  rationing  of 
coffee  had  begun. 

As  the  chaotic  conditions,  of  the  coffee  market  did  not  develop  for 
tea,  the  responsible  Federal  agencies  did  not  believe  it  desirable  or 
necessary  to  ration  tea.  The  same  was  true  for  cocoa,  since  stockpiles 
appeared  adequate  to  meet  most  consumer  demands  and  few  complaints  about 
shortages  were  heard. 

In  addition  to  performing  functions  similar  to  those  of  other  com¬ 
modity  branches,  the  Food  Beverages  Rationing  Branch  was  responsible 
for  (l)  solving  problems  of  coffee  roasters  connected  with  the  rationing 
program;  (2)  gathering  and  compiling  statistics  acquired  specifically 
for  coffee  rationing;  (3)  maintaining  equitable  distribution  of  green 
coffee  within  the  supply  specified  by  the  allocating  agencies;  and  (4) 
gathering  information  on  tea  and  cocoa  with  a  view  toward  developing 
rationing  programs  for  these  foods  if  necessary. 

By  the  summer  of  1943  the  shipping  situation  had  considerably  eased, 
and  coffee  inventories  were  mounting  with  continued  sizable  arrivals  of 
coffee  from  Latin  America.  Consequently,  coffee  ceased  to  bo  rationed 
in  July  1943,  in  accordance  with  Amendment  47  to  Ration  Order  12,  ef¬ 
fective  on  July  29,  and  the  Food  Beverages  Rationing  Branch  went  out  of 
existence  shortly  thereafter. 
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Nevertheless,  the  Food  Rationing  Division  continued  to  compile  coffee 
information  and  statistics,  and  another  severe  shortage  of  coffee  in  the 
fall  of  1944  threatened  the  resumption  of  the  coffee  rationing  program* 
Although  the  crisis  was  averted.  Ration  Order  12  was  not  completely  re¬ 
voked  until  September  21,  1945.

Records  of  the  Dairy  Products,  Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch 

The  bombing  of  Pearl  Harbor,  with  the  resultant  loss  of  the  large 
supplies  of  copra  and  coconut  oil  normally  imported  by  the  United  States 
from  the  Far  East  combined  with  Americans  Lend  Lease  responsibilities, 
abruptly  increased  military  requirements,  and  the  new  consumer-buying 
power  of  the  people  resulted  in  severe  shortages  of  fats  and  oils. 

By  the  fall  of  1942  it  was  clear  that  there  would  not  be  sufficient 
fats,  oils,  and  dairy  products  to  meet  an  unrestricted  demand  and  that 
steps  would  have  to  be  taken  to  conserve  the  available  supplies.  On 
September  22,  1942,  the  WPB  issued  Preference  Order  M-71,  which  re¬ 
stricted  the  use  of  vegetable  oils,  and  on  November  20  issued  Preference 
Order  M-267,  limiting  the  distribution  of  milk  and  milk  products.  Food 
Distribution  Orders  2  and  15  of  the  FDA  (effective  in  February  1943) 

^also  were  designed  to  restrict  distribution  of  these  commodities. 
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Although  the  WPB  and  the  FDA  orders  served  as  a  stopgap,  they  were 
not  sufficient  to  control  the  continued  depletion  of  fats  and  oils 
supplies.  Anticipating  such  a  situation,  the  OPA  felt  it  would  be  ex¬ 
pedient  to  set  up  branches  to  make  plans  for  rationing  dairy  products 
and  fats  and  oils  if  and  when  the  WPB  directed  such  action.  Conse¬ 
quently,  the  Fats  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch  was  officially  set  up  in 
March  1942  with  Henry  E.  Kleiner  as  its  Acting  Chief.  At  approximately 
the  same  time,  the  Dairy  Rationing  Branch  was  created  with  Lewis  A. 

Baiimann  as  its  Chief.  The  OPA  was  told  unofficially  in  the  fall  of  1942 
to  plan  a  meat  rationing  program,  and  a  Meat  Rationing  Branch  was  es¬ 
tablished  in  October  1942  within  the  Food  Rationing  Division.  Early  in 
the  program  Kenneth  Mainland  succeeded  Mr.  Kleiner  as  Chief  of  the  Fats 
and  Oils  Rationing  Branch. 

Letters  from  Claude  R.  Wickard,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  Prentiss  M. 
Brovm,  OPA  Administrator,  dated  January  21  emd  February  6,  1943,  directed 
the  OPA  to  begin  consumer  rationing  of  cheese,  fats,  and  oils,  including 
butter,  margarine,  lard,  shortening,  and  salad  and  cooking  oils,  under  a 
point  system  by  April  1,  if  possible.  On  March  20  Food  Directives  6  and  7 
delegated  authority  to  the  OPA  for  rationing  these  foods.  Collaboration 
among  the  Fats  and  Oils,  Dairy,  and  Meat  Rationing  Branches  resulted  in  the 
decision  to  ration  a  number  of  closely  related  foods  under  one  program. 
Ration  Order  16,  therefore,  providing  for  consumer  rationing  of  fats, 
oils,  butter,  and  cheese,  as  well  as  meat  and  canned  fish,  was  issued  by 
the  OPA  to  take  effect  on  March  29,  1943.  On  June  1  canned  milk  was  also 
placed  under  Ration  Order  16. 

Effective  October  13,  1943,  the  former  Dairy  Rationing  Branch  and  the 
Fats  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch  were  combined  into  the  Dairy  Products, 

Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch,  and  Mr.  Baumann  became  its  Chief*  The 
Meat  Rationing  Branch  continued  as  a  separate  organization  and  main¬ 
tained  its  own  records  relating  to  the  meat  rationing  program. 

In  the  early  spring  of  1944  Mr.  Baumann  resigned  as  Chief  of  the 
Dairy  Products,  Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch  to  return  to  private 
business  and  was  succeeded  by  Irving  C.  Reynolds.  In  August  Eugene  W. 
Brockenbrough  succeeded  to  the  Branch  Chief’s  position,  in  which  he 
remained  until  the  Branch’s  termination. 

Besides  the  responsibilities  held  in  common  with  the  other  commodity 
branches  of  the  Food  Rationing  Division,  other  functions  of  the  Dairy 
Products,  Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing  Branch  were  (l)  to  formulate,  revise, 
and  maintain  the  policy  and  regulations  necessary  for  the  proper  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  rationing  program;  (2)  to  devise  the  necessary  mechanics 
for  carrying  out  the  program;  (3)  to  integrate  the  activities  of  the 
Branch  and  other  agencies  in  problems  relating  to  rationing;  (4)  to 
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control  and  distribute  the  quantities  of  food  allocated  to  civilian  con¬ 
sumption;  (5)  to  provide  the  necessary  routines  and  procedures  for  the 
Branches  relations  with  industry,  other  branches,  and  other  Government 
agencies;  and  (6)  to  provide  for  the  analysis  of  data,  statistical  re¬ 
ports,  and  trade  information  involving  the  supply,  requirements,  distri¬ 
bution,  and  utilization  of  rationed  foods. 

The  sharp  reduction  in  military  requirements  after  V-J  Day,  combined 
with  an  increase  in  meat  production,  resulted  in  the  decision  to  end 
meat  rationing.  Although  the  fats  and  oils  situation  was  not  quite  so 
satisfactory,  it  was  thought  best  to  discontinue  as  an  entirety  the  red 
stamp  program  governing  both  meats  and  fats.  Consequently,  the  end  of 
the  program  was  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  of 
November  24,  1945.  The  OPA  concurred;  Ration  Order  16  was  revoked,  ef¬ 
fective  the  same  date;  and  the  Dairy  Products,  Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing 
Branch  was  soon  disbanded.

Records  Relating  to  the  Fluid  Milk  Program 

Although  fluid  milk  was  never  rationed,  critical  shortages  were 
apparent  in  1942  in  a  number  of  areas  of  the  country  and  became  more 
severe  as  the  war  progressed.  High  officials  in  both  the  OPA  and  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  were  convinced  that  rationing  would  be 
necessary. 

Acting,  therefore,  on  the  belief  that  fluid  milk  would  eventually  be 
rationed,  the  responsibility  for  formulating  and  administering  a  fluid 
milk  program  was  assigned  to  the  Dairy  Products,  Fats,  and  Oils  Rationing 
Branch,  which  recruited  eight  milk  specialists,  or  coordinators,  to  work 
out  this  problem.  The  coordinators  operated  as  a  fluid  milk  unit  in  the 
Supply  and  Requirements  Section  of  the  Branch  and  were  to  be  charged  with 
directing  the  flow  of  available  milk  supplies  within  given  areas  to  as¬ 
sure  the  most  equitable  distribution. 

When  the  milk  industry  learned  of  the  OPA*s  plans  to  ration,  it  be¬ 
came  aggressively  opposed  to  any  such  plans  and  actively  addressed  its 
opposition  to  the  YfFA.  This  opposition  may  have  been  partly  responsible 
for  the  fact  that  the  "WFA  never  issued  a  directive  to  the  OPA  to  ration 
fluid  milk. 

On  September  7,  1943,  the  WFA  issued  War  Food  Order  79,  which  was  the 
only  control  actually  imposed  on  the  distribution  of  fluid  milk  during 
the  war.  Its  primary  purpose  was  to  retard  further  increases  in  sales 
of  fluid  milk  in  metropolitan  areas  with  populations  of  over  50,000, 
in  order  to  conserve  more  fluid  milk  for  making  essential  war-time  manu¬ 
factured  products.  Limitations  were  placed,  by  means  of  individual  sales 
quotas,  on  the  individual  distributors*  sales  of  milk  in  designated  areas, 
and  the  administration  of  the  order  was  delegated  to  the  Director  of  Food 
Distribution  of  the  "NFA. 

Since  fluid  milk  was  never  rationed,  the  milk  coordinators  did  not 
get  beyond  certain  preliminary  Jobs.  They  assisted  in  formulating  plans 
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for  a  milk  rationing  program,  conducted  surveys  of  short  supply  areas, 
studied  the  major  markets  of  the  country,  and  compiled  information  on 
fluid  milk  conditions  that  would  be  needed  if  milk  were  later  rationed. 

Suspension  of  War  Food  Order  79,  by  areas,  began  on  August  1,  1945, 
and  by  November  2  all  areas  had  been  released  from  the  provisions  of 
the  order.

Records  of  the  Meat  Rationing  Branch 

Although  meat  production  was  normal  in  1942,  demand  for  moat  had  in¬ 
creased  enormously  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  requirements  of  the  Armed 
Forces,  Lend-Lease  obligations,  and  the  increased  buying  power  of  the 
civilian  population.  By  September  1942  the  Army  was  having  difficulty 
obtaining  the  necessary  meat.  It  was  decided  at  this  time  by  the  WPB, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Armed  Forces,  and  the  OPA  that, 
although  meat  rationing  was  inevitable,  the  situation  was  so  severe  that 
action  could  not  be  postponed  until  a  permanent  program  was  developed. 
Consequently,  the  VitPB  issued  Directive  1-M,  dated  September  12,  1942, 
authorizing  the  OPA  to  restrict  meat  deliveries  to  civilian  outlets  in 
order  to  facilitate  Government  buying. 

The  OPA  complied  by  issuing  Restriction  Order  No.  1,  which  became 
effective  October  1,  1942.  This  order  was  designed  as  an  emergency 
measure  to  serve  as  a  stopgap  during  a  period  of  approximately  6  months 
until  a  rationing  order  could  be  prepared  and  the  mechanics  of  a 
rationing  program  set  into  motion.  A  Meat  Rationing  Branch  was  es¬ 
tablished  within  the  Food  Rationing  Division  in  October  1942  to  handle 
the  administration  of  the  restriction  order  and  to  develop  a  meat 
rationing  program.  John  J.  Madigan  was  brought  to  Washington  from  the 
meat  industry  to  head  the  new  Branch. 

On  March  29,  1943,  Ration  Order  16,  covering  the.  rationing  of  meats 
and  canned  fish  (as  well  as  dairy  products,  fats,  and  oils  rationed  by 
another  branch),  went  into  effect.  The  function  of  administering  the 
meat  restriction  order  v/as  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
on  April  1,  1943,  in  order  to  allow  the  OPA*s  Meat  Rationing  Branch  to 
devote  its  time  to  the  business  of  meat  rationing. 

In  the  spring  of  1944  Mr.  Madigan  became  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Food  Price  Division,  and  James  E.  Kelley  took  over  the  Meat  Rationing 
Branch.  Mr.  Kelley,  in  turn,  s  succeeded  in  June  1944  by  Leon  Bosch, 
who  served  until  his  promotion  to  Associate  Director  of  the  Food 
Rationing  Branch  in  the  spring  of  1945.  Sydnor  Reiss  filled  the  post 
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temporarily  for  2  months;  then  Irvin  L.  Rice  took  over  the  position  and 
remained  in  it  until  the  end  of  meat  rationing. 

The  Branch  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  dealing  with 
problems  arising  under  Restriction  Order  No.  1  and  Ration  Order  16, 
handling  the  numerous  petitions  for  relief,  T/orking  out  regional  supply 
problems,  handling  t-rade  contacts  at  all  levels,  seeing  that  regu¬ 
lations  were  drafted  and  administered  effectively,  formulating  policies, 
working  out  and  administering  a  point  rationing  system  for  meat,  and 
securing  and  analyzing  all  basic  livestock  and  meat  information  neces¬ 
sary  as  a  basis  for  the  rationing  program. 

With  the  end  of  the  war,  military  requirements  of  meat  dropped  sharply. 
As  there  was  also  at  this  time  a  seasonal  increase  in  pork  slaughter  and 
a  record  production  of  poultry,  it  did  not  seem  necessary  to  continue 
meat  rationing.  Consequently,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced 
the  termination  of  the  meats-fats  rationing  program  to  be  effective 
November  24,  1945;  the  OPA  concurred;  and  Ration  Order  16  was  revoked, 
effective  the  same  date.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  Meat  Rationing  Branch 
went  out  of  existence.

A  serious  meat  distribution  problem  early  in  1945  resulted  from  lower 
meat  production  as  compared  to  the  previous  year,  continued  high  military 
requirements,  and  a  decrease  of  meat  passing  through  federally  inspected 
plants  and  thus  eligible  to  be  shipped  across  State  lines.  Justice 
Byrnes,  Director  of  War  Mobilization  and  Reconversion,  directed  the  WFA 
to  delegate,  authority  to  the  OPA  to  channel  more  meat  into  federally 
inspected  plants.  The  OPA  therefore  issued  Meat  Control  Order  1,  ef¬ 
fective  April  30,  1945. 

In  March  1945  the  Meat  Control  Breinoh  (also  called  the  Slaughter 
Control  Branch)  was  set  up  within  the  Food  Rationing  Division.  John  J. 
Madigan,  former  Chief  of  the  Meat  Rationing  Branch,  had  become  As¬ 
sistant  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing  and  was  given  the  assignment 
to  supervise  the  administration  of  the  slaughter  control  program. 

Irvin  L.  Rice  of  the  Meat  Rationing  Branch  and  Wayne  E.  Rice  became  suc¬ 
cessive  Acting  Chiefs  of  the  Meat  Control  Branch. 

The  new  Branch  was  organized  into  three  sections  and  was  responsible 
for  developing  and  administering  orders,  procedures,  and  instructions 
relating  to  livestock  slaughter  and  meat  production  in  accordance  with 
directives  from  the  WFA. 

As  distribution  problems  had  eased.  Meat  Control  Order  1  was  sus¬ 
pended  on  September  9,  1945,  and  revoked  on  December  29,  1945.  The 
Meat  Control  Branch  in  the  Rationing  Division  passed  out  of  existence 
at  approximately  the  same  time. 

The  civilian  distribution  of  meat,  however,  again  deteriorated  so 
badly  in  the  following  months  that  the  OPA  once  more  instituted  a 
slaughter  control  program  by  issuing  Meat  Control  Order  2  concurrently 
with  a  similar  order  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  War  Food  Order 
75.7,  effective  April  28,  1946.  Both  orders  established  controls  on  the 
operations  of  all  commercial  slaughterers.  As  there  was  no  longer  a 
Rationing  Department  within  the  OPA,  the  personnel  assigned  to  the 
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administration  of  Meat  Control  Order  2  were  transferred  to  the  Food  Price 
Division  of  the  Price  Department.  It  was  not  designated  as  a  branch  but 
as  the  livestock  control  program  and  was  made  peurt  of  the  Meat  Section 
of  the  Meats,  Fish,  Fats,  emd  Oils  Price  Branch,  Irvin  L,  Rice,  who 
served  as  head  of  the  program,  was  detailed  to  the  Meat  Section  from  the 
Sugar  Rationing  Division. 

Most  records  relating  to  the  program  were  maintained  among  the  files 
of  the  Meat  Section  (see  records  of  the  Moats,  Fish,  Fats,  and  Oils 
Price  Branch,  Inventory  No.  95 )j  certain  regulatory  materials  described 
below  were  maintained  among  the  files  of  the  Rationing  Department. 

By  fall  the  meat  situation  had  again  improved,  and  Meat  Control  Order 
2  was  revoked  on  October  15,  1946.

Records  of  the  Processed  Foods  Rationing  Breinch 


The  bombing  of  Pearl  Harbor  not  only  out  off  strategic  materials 
normally  imported  by  the  United  States  but  also  materially  increased 
military  requirements  of  foods.  The  rationing  of  processed  foods  was 
brought  about  not  because  of  a  shortage  of  food  but  because  of  a 
scarcity  of  materials  for  making  containers  for  processed  foods. 

Early  in  1942  the  WPB  issued  a  number  of  orders  designed  to  conserve 
steel,  tin,  and  glass  through  restrictions  on  their  use  for  containers 
of  processed  foods  (Tin  Restriction  Order  M-1,  issued  February  11,  1942; 
Restriction  Order  M-104,  issued  March  3,  1942;  and  Limitation  Order  L-103, 
issued  May  11,  1942).  In  order  to  take  c8u*o  of  the  needs  of  the  Armed 
Forces  for  processed  foods,  the  WPB  issued  Conservation  Order  M-86  on 
March  14,  1942,  setting  aside  a  percentage  of  the  canners*  packs  for 
Government  requirements.  The  amount  of  processed  foods  available  for 
civilian  use  therefore  decreased,  and  the  need  for  rationing  began  to 
be  apparent. 
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In  the  summer  of  1942  a  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Rationing  Branch  was 
established  in  the  Food  Rationing  Division  with  Kenneth  E.  Stauffer  as 
,,  its  Chief,  and  plans  were  made  for  setting  into  operation  a  rationing 
program  for  processed  foods  when  it  became  necessary*  The  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  Rationing  Branch  later  became  known  as  the  Processed  Foods 
Rationing  Branch* 

On  January  16,  1943,  the  FDA  issued  Food  Directive  1,  which  dele¬ 
gated  authority  to  the  OPA  with  respect  to  the  rationing  control  of 
processed  foods*  About  a  month  later.  Just  before  the  beginning  of 
processed  foods  rationing,  the  responsibility  for  the  control  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  foods  was  transferred  from  the  WPB  to  the  FDA  (later  War  Food 
Administration)  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by  Executive  Order  9280. 

On  March  1,  1943,  Ration  Order  13,  covering  processed  foods  rationing 
'  regulations,  went  into  effect,  and  processed  foods  became  the  third 
rationing  program  to  be  inaugurated  by  the  Food  Rationing  Division* 

The  Processed  Foods  Rationing  Branch,  which  administered  the  program, 
was  divided  into  three  sections?  the  Distribution  Section,  the  Supply 
Section,  and  the  Operating  Reports  and  Analysis  Section*  Its  responsi- 
i  bilities  included  (l)  studying  the  flow  and  inventory  of  processed  foods 
I  throughout  the  distribution  channels;  (2)  maintaining  a  continuous 

analysis  of  the  inventory  movement  of  proposed  foods;  (3)  handling  such 
problems  as  getting  processed  food  supplies  into  shortage  areas,  making 
!  point  adjustments  for  members  of  the  processed  food  trades,  or  adjusting 
stocks  of  retailers  and  wholesalers;  (4)  collecting  and  analyzing  pro¬ 
duction  figures  at  the  processor  level;  (5)  collecting  and  evaluating 
operating  statistics;  and  (6)  maintaining  interagency  and  interdivisional 
liaison  necessary  for  getting  information  relating  to  processed  foods* 

During  the  period  from  February  to  September  1944  pressures  from 
various  sources  were  placed  on  the  OPA  to  deration  certain  items  which 
were  a  part  of  the  processed  foods  program*  Problems  arose  because  of 
the  divided  authority  of  the  WFA  and  the  OPA  with  respect  to  rationing 
and  because  of  propaganda  to  the  effect  that  processed  food  rationing 
was  in  many  instances  not  necessary.  A  number  of  tentative  derationing 
moves  were  made,  and  in  September  Marvin  Jones,  War  Food  Administrator, 
directed  the  removal  of  many  processed  foods  from  rationing* 

In  December  1944,  with  military  reversals  in  Europe,  rationing  was 
restored  for  most  processed  foods.  From  then  on  until  the  end  of  the 
war,  most  processed  foods  remained  on  the  ration  list* 

In  an  overnight  decision  reached  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
Price  Administrator  Bowles  on  August  15,  1945,  the  processed  foods 
rationing  program  was  terminated;  Ration  Order  13  was  revoked,  effective 
the  same  date;  and  the  Branch  shortly  afterward  was  abolished*

Records  of  the  Sugar  Rationing  Branch 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Supply  Priorities  and  Allocations  Board, 
held  on  January  13,  1942,  it  was  decided  that  the  OPA  should  be  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  food  rationing  at  the  consumer  level  and  that 
sugar  rationing  should  begin  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  As  a  result 
of  the  meeting,  the  Board  issued  a  memorandum  the  next  day  directing  the 
OPA  to  develop  a  sugar  rationing  plan. 

On  March  3,  by  Office  Order  17,  a  Sugar  Rationing  Branch  was  organized 
within  the  new  Food  Rationing  Division  of  the  OPA  with  Harold  B.  Rowe, 
formerly  head  of  the  Food  and  Food  Products  Section  of  the  Price  Division, 
as  its  chief.  Supplementary  Directive  1  of  the  WPB,  issued  on  March  4, 
1942,  gave  the  OPA  the  authority  to  ration  direct  consumption  sugar. 

By  the  middle  of  April  plans  had  been  developed  to  a  point  where  a 
rationing  program  for  sugar  could  be  put  into  operation,  and  Ration 
Order  3,  Sugar  Rationing  Regulations,  was  issued  and  became  effective 
on  April  20,  1942.  The  machinery  of  sugar  rationing  was  in  full  oper¬ 
ation  on  May  8,  1942,  when  more  than  a  million  volunteers,  serving  at 
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school  sites  throughout  the  country,  completed  the  task  begun  on  April  28 
of  registering  wholesale  and  retail  distributors,  industrial  and  insti¬ 
tutional  users,  and  household  consumers;  of  computing  allowable  inven¬ 
tories,  allotments,  and  excess  stocks;  and  of  issuing  certificates  and 
ration  books. 

The  Branch  was  made  up  of  three  sections  (Distribution  Section, 

Supply  Section,  and  Industrial  Users  Section)  and  was  responsible  for 
planning  programs  and  developing  and  administering  orders  relating  to 
the  rationing  of  sugar;  maintaining  relations  with  industry  groups  and 
with  Government  agencies  concerned  with  the  allocation  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  sugar;  and  compiling  and  analyzing  supply,  demand,  and 
consumption  data. 

When  Mr.  Rowe  became  the  first  Director  of  the  Food  Rationing  Di¬ 
vision  in  the  spring  of  1942,  J.  Howard  Westing  became  Chief  of  the 
Sugar  Rationing  Branch.  Mr.  Westing  was  succeeded  by  George  A.  Dice 
and  Edward  G.  Pickett,  successively. 

By  January  1946  the  need  for  rationing  all  commodities  except  sugar 
had  passed,  and  a  departmental  organization  for  rationing  was  hardly 
necessary.  Consequently,  the  Rationing  Department  was  abolished  on 
January  5,  1946  (Staff  Memorandum  526  of  the  OPA  Administrator),  and 
the  functions  of  the  Sugar  Rationing  Branch  were  transferred  to  the 
Price  Department,  where  a  Sugar  Rationing  Division  was  established. 

Mr.  Dice,  who  had  earlier  served  as  Chief  of  the  Sugar  Rationing  Branch, 
became  Director  of  the  new  Sugar  Rationing  Division,  and  Irvin  L.  Rice, 
former  Chief  of  the  Meat  Rationing  Branch,  was  made  Sugar  Rationing 
Executive. 

On  December  9,  1946,  by  authority  of  Staff  Memorandum  591,  the  Sugar 
Rationing  Division  became  the  Sugar  Department  in  the  Office  of  Temporary 
Controls— Of f ice  of  Price  Administra-cion  (OTC-OPA).  Mr.  Dice  was  desig¬ 
nated  Deputy  Commissioner  for  Sugar  with  Mr.  Rice  as  his  Associate 
Deputy  Commissioner* 

Under  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Control  Extension  Apt  of  1947  (61  Stat. 
35),  rationing  controls  over  sugar  and  price  controls  over  sugar  sind 
syrups  were  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  extended 
through  October  31,  1947.  At  the  same  time  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
was  authorized  to  remove  any  or  all  controls  when  he  determined  such 
action  was  warranted.  On  March  31,  1947,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
issued  Secretary's  Memorandum  1190  establishing  the  SRA  and  appointing 
Mr.  Rice  of  its  predecessor  agency  as  the  Acting  Administrator. 

By  the  middle  of  the  summer,  sugar  supplies  were  deemed  sufficient 
to  Justify  the  end  of  rationing.  Consequently,  the  sugar  rationing 
program  was  brought  to  an  end  on  July  26,  1947,  by  third  Revised  Ration 
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Order  3;  and  on  August  1,  1947,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  began  the 
liquidation  of  the  SRA. 

The  records  relating  to  sugar  rationing  in  the  custody  of  the  National 
Archives  include  not  only  records  created  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
Sugar  Rationing  Branch  in  the  Rationing  Department  but  also  records  of 
the  Sugar  Rationing  Division  in  the  Price  Department,  of  the  Sugar  De- 
pairtment  of  the  OTC— OFA,  and  records  of  the  SRA  in  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.

RECORDS  OF  THE  FUEL  RATIONING  DIVISION 

The  submarine  menace,  transportation  difficulties,  and  war  needs 
resulted  in  a  fuel  shortage  sopn  after  Pearl  Harbor.  In  April  1942, 
therefore,  a  group  was  informally  set  up  in  the  newly  organized  Rationing 
Division  to  formulate  plans  for  fuel  rationing.  Joel  Dean,  formerly  Price 
Executive  in  Charge  of  Machinery,  was  put  in  charge  of  the  group. 

A  month  later  the  Rationing  Division  was  replaced  by  a  more  complex 
Rationing  Department,  within  which  a  Fuel  Rationing  Division  was  estab¬ 
lished  on  June  11,  1942,  by  Administrative  Order  18*  Simultaneously,  by 
the  same  order,  the  Gasoline  Rationing  Branch  (formerly  Fuel  Rationing 
Branch)  was  transferred  to  the  new  Division  from  the  Automotive  Supply 
Division  to  be  for  a  short  time  its  only  commodity  branch.  Planning  for 
the  rationing  of  other  fuels  was  continued  by  the  Gasoline  Rationing 
Branch  and  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division. 

On  August  21,  1942,  a  larger  Fuel  Rationing  Division  was  set  up  by 
authority  of  Administrative  Order  47.  Mr.  Dean,  who  had  begun  the  fuel 
rationing  program,  continued  as  its  first  Director  until  April  1944, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Albert  R.  Whitman,  who  was  in  turn  succeeded  by 
John  G.  Neukom  in  the  summer  of  1944. 

During  the  history  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  its  organizational 
makeup  included  at  one  time  or  another,  besides  the  Office  of  the  Di¬ 
rector,  five  commodity  rationing  branches  (Gasoline,  Fuel  Oil,  Firewood, 
which  was  later  known  as  Northwest  Solid  Fuels,  Coal,  and  Heating  and 
Cooking  Equipment)  as  well  as  an  Industry  Relations  Branch,  an  Adminis¬ 
trative  Operations  Branch,  and  a  Program  Development  Branch  for  which 
there  are  no  separately  maintained  records. 
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The  Division  was  responsible,  under  the  direction  of  the  Deputy  Ad¬ 
ministrator  in  Charge  of  Rationing,  for  maintaining  liaison  with  the  TOB, 
the  PM,  and  other  Government  agencies  concerned  with  fuel  and  power 
supply  programs  in  order  to  determine  the  need  for  the  rationing  of  fuels, 
power,  and  heating  and  cooking  equipment;  planning  rationing  programs  and 
working  out  procedures  for  the  rationing  of  those  commodities;  instituting 
and  administering  rationing  programs;  maintaining  relations  with  industry, 
trade  associations,  and  individuals  who  were  interested  in  or  affected  by 
the  fuel  rationing  programs;  and  securing  data  necessary  for  the  planning 
and  execution  of  the  program. 

In  October  1944  the  Division  was  consolidated  with  the  Automotive 
Supply  Rationing  Division  to  become  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Supply  Ra¬ 
tioning  Division,  with  Mr.  Neukom  designated  as  its  Director. 

Records  of  the  Coal  Rationing  Branch 

War  needs,  plus  transportation  difficulties,  had  resulted  in  a  strain 
on  consumer  supplies  of  anthracite  coal  early  in  the  war.  Vfhen  stoppages 
of  coal  mining  and  threats  of  stoppage  were  coupled  with  these  factors, 
the  situation  became  so  critical  that  coal  rationing  seemed  imminent 
during  most  of  1943. 

A  number  of  meetings  concerning  the  coal  situation  were  held  by  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Office  of  the  Solid  Fuels  Administration  for  War 
(SFM),  the  WPB,  and  the  OPA  during  the  first  part  of  1943.  Although  no 
definite  decision  was  made  to  ration  coal  at  that  time,  the  Fuel  Ra¬ 
tioning  Division  of  the  OPA  assigned  James  C.  Coble  to  the  project  of 
working  out  tentative  coal  rationing  plans.  Wallace  S.  Sayre,  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division,  also  did  much  of  the  initial 
planning  and  evolving  of  a  coal  rationing  program. 

When  the  coal  situation  had  not  improved  by  summer  and  rationing  ap¬ 
peared  certain,  a  Coal  Rationing  Branch  v/as  established  with  John  G. 

Neukom  as  its  Chief.  Much  of  its  personnel  was  borrowed  from  other 
organizational  units  within  the  OPA. 

On  August  27,  1943,  after  it  had  been  agreed  by  the  SB'AW,  the  WPB, 
and  the  OPA  that  it  was  necessary,  in  preparation  for  possible  future 
coal  rationing,  to  limit  the  amount  of  coal  that  consumers  could  accu¬ 
mulate,  the  WPB  issued  Directive  1-W,  authorizing  the  OPA  to  control 
the  distribution  of  anthracite  coal.  The  OPA  then  issued,  effective 
September  1,  1943,  Ration  Order  19  to  provide  for  the  orderly  and  equi¬ 
table  distribution  of  anthracite  coal  in  a  "limitation  area"  covering  the 
Now  England  and  Middle  Atlantic  States.  It  v/as  also  the  purpose  of  the 
order  to  prevent  unfair  and  unnecessary  accumulations  of  consumer  inven¬ 
tories  of  anthracite  coal.  The  order  did  not  provide  for  full-scale 
coal  rationing. 
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The  Coal  Rationing  Branch  was  responsible  for  developing  regulations, 
policy,  procedures,  and  instructions  necessary  to  effect  equitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  anthracite  coal*  for  administering  Ration  Order  19;  for 
gathering,  compiling,  and  studying  data  and  statistics  involving  the  supply 
requirements,  distribution,  and  use  of  coal;  and  for  maintaining  relatic 
with  the  coal  industry  and  other  Government  agencies  interested  in  coal 
rationing. 

It  was  expected  that  Ration  Order  19  would  be  merely  a  stopgap  measure 
and  would  be  followed  by  coupon  rationing  of  coal.  However,  in  collabo¬ 
ration  with  the  SFM,  it  was  decided  to  replace  Ration  Order  19  with  SFM 
regulations  which  would  accomplish  similar  objectives.  Ration  Order  19, 
therefore,  was  revoked  November  17,  1943,  simultaneously  with  the  issuance 
of  SF^  regulations  covering  coal  distribution.  The  Coal  Rationing  Branch 
was  disbanded  shortly  thereafter.

It  was  a  shortage  of  transportation  facilities  rather  than  of  petro¬ 
leum  which  necessitated  the  rationing  of  fuel  oil.  The  toll  of  oil 
tankers  sunk  by  enemy  submarines,  as  well  as  the  diversion  of  other 
tankers  to  war  use,  resulted  in  a  depletion  of  shipping  space  for  oil. 
Consequently,  it  vj'as  realized  by  the  WPB,  the  Office  of  the  Petroleum 
Coordinator  for  War,  and  the  OPA  that  fuel  supplies  would  not  be  suf¬ 
ficient  to  meet  all  military  and  civilian  demands.  On  May  16,  1942, 
therefore*  the  7(PB  issued  Limitation  Order  L-56  curtailing  the  sales  of 
fuel  oil  and  on  July  29,  1942,  issued  another  order  forbidding  the  sale 
of  fuel  oil  for  heating  purposes  until  September  16,  1942. 

The  agencies  concerned  with  the  control  of  fuel  supplies  realized  that 
this  measure  served  only  as  a  stopgap.  When  demands  for  fuel  oil 
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increased  with  the  approach  of  the  fall  and  winter  season  of  1942,  it  was 
finally  decided  that  civilian  consumers  could  be  adequately  protected  only 
by  the  rationing  of  fuel  oil. 

In  the  meantime  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division,  and  particularly  the  Gaso¬ 
line  Rationing  Branch  of  the  OPA,  had  begun  working  out  tentative  plans 
for  rationing  fuel  oil  if  and  when  it  became  necessary.  A  Fuel  Oil  Ra¬ 
tioning  Branch  was  set  up  in  the  summer  of  1942  and  was  placed  in  the 
Fuel  Rationing  Division  by  Administrative  Order  47,  dated  August  21,  1942, 
with  Lawrence  Vass  as  its  Chief. 

On  October  16,  1942,  the  WPB,  by  means  of  Supplementary  Directive  1-0, 
authorized  the  OPA  to  put  into  effect  a  coupon  rationing  plan  for  fuel 
oil.  The  OPA  issued  Ration  Order  11,  Fuel  Rationing  Regulations,  on 
October  19,  to  become  effective  October  22,  1942. 

It  was  the  duty  of  the  Fuel  Oil  Rationing  Branch,  which  consisted  of 
a  Program  Planning  Section,  a  Field  Liaison  Section,  an  Industry  Rela¬ 
tions  Section,  and  a  Control  and  Audit  Section,  to  plan  and  administer 
the  fuel  oil  rationing  program;  to  maintain  necessary  liaison  with  other 
Government  and  private  agencies  to  obtain  essential  information;  to  de¬ 
termine  the  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  operation  of  the  program;  to 
establish  and  maintain  adequate  field  liaison;  to  establish  and  maintain 
working  relations  with  the  fuel  industry  and  trade  associations;  and  to 
compile  and  analyze  statistical  information  relating  to  the  supply,  re¬ 
quirements,  distribution,  and  utilization  of  fuel  oil. 

Mr.  Vass,  the  first  Chief  of  the  Branch,  served  until  May  1944  when 
he  was  succeeded  by  John  G.  Neukom.  In  August  1944  Mr.  Neukom  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  directorship  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division,  and  Myron  B. 
Holmgren  took  his  place  as  Branch  Chief.  lYhen  the  Fuel  Rationirg  and 
the  Automotive  Supply  Divisions  were  consolidated  into  the  Fuel  and  Auto¬ 
motive  Supply  Rationing  Division  in  October  1944,  James  C.  Scully  became 
Chief  of  the  Fuel  Oil  Rationing  Branch  and  continued  as  such  until  the 
termination  of  the  program. 

V-J  Day  and  the  close  of  the  war  brought  an  abrupt  end  to  the  fuel 
oil  rationing  program.  Ration  Order  11,  as  revised,  was  revoked,  effec¬ 
tive  August  15,  1945,  and  the  Fuel  Oil  Rationing  Branch  went  out  of 
existence  that  fall.

Records  of  the  Heating  and  Cooking  Equipment  Rationing  Branch 

The  beginning  of  stove  rationing  on  December  19,  1942  (WPB  Directive  1-S), 
was  primarily  the  result  of  a  critical  shortage  of  fuel  oil*  In  order  to 
lessen  the  pressure  on  inadequate  supplies  of  fuel  oil,  the  WB  revitalized 
the  coal  stove  industry  (dormant  because  of  WPB  limitation  orders)  by  al¬ 
lotting  enough  iron  and  steel  to  make  500,000  heating  stoves  between 
December  1,  1942,  and  March  31,  1943* 

The  rationing  program  was  assigned  to  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division,  which 
promoted  the  use  of  coal  stoves  and  prevented  the  installation  of  oil  stoves 
in  oil  shortage  areas*  V<ith  the  issuance  of  Ration  Order  9A,  effective 
August  24,  1943,  the  OPA  inaugurated  its  plan  for  nationwide  rationing  of 
heating  and  cooking  stoves  designed  to  burn  coal,  wood,  oil,  or  gas* 

The  Heating  and  Cooking  Equipment  Rationing  Branch  was  established  in 
the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  by  Administrative  Order  47  (Revised)  on 
April  20,  1943*  The  Branch,  comprising  the  Program  Planning,  Distribution 
Control,  Field  Liaison,  and  Industry  Relations  Sections,  was  responsible 
to  the  Division  Director  for  the  administration  of  the  rationing  program 
for  gas,  coal,  and  oil-burning  furnaces,  space  heaters,  cooking  stoves, 
water  heaters,  conversion  burners,  and  stokers* 

VJith  the  creation  of  the  Fuel  and  Automotive  Rationing  Division  on 
October  13,  1944,  through  the  consolidation  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  and  the 
Automotive  Supply  Rationing  Divisions,  the  Heating  and  Cooking  Equipment 
Rationing  Branch  was  abolished  and  its  functions  were  absorbed  by  the 
newly  created  Consumer  Durables  Rationing  Branch*  Stove  rationing  func¬ 
tioned  under  this  organization  until  the  end  of  the  program  on 
August  1,  1945*

Records  of  the  Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Branch 


The  Pacific  Northwest,  made  up  of  Oregon,  Washington,  and  the  Idaho 
panhandle,  normally  a  sparsely  populated  area,  was,  after  Pearl  Harbor, 
the  seat  of  huge  military  and  industrial  installations,  and  its  popu¬ 
lation  was  suddenly  increased  by  more  than  a  million  warworkers.  As 
early  as  June  1942  reports  of  firewood  shortages  began  to  appear,  and  by 
the  fall  of  1942  the  problems  of  supplying  fuel  for  military  instal¬ 
lations,  war  plants,  and  the  homes  of  warworkers  began  to  assume  critical 
proportions.  Firewood  was  the  major  industrial  and  domestic  fuel  of  that 
area,  with  fuel  oil  second  in  importance  and  coal,  third. 
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Between  September  15  and  October  1,  1942,  the  WPB  opened  discussion  in 
connection  with  possible  rationing  of  firewood  with  the  OPA*s  Fuel  Ra¬ 
tioning  Division. 

The  Director  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  urged  on  the  Office  of 
Solid  Fuels  Coordinator  for  War  (OSFCW)  and  the  Fuel  and  Power  Section 
of  the  WPB  a  prompt  conference  of  all  Government  agencies  concerned  with 
solid  fuels  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  The  conference  met  on  October  20 
and  recommended  that  the  OPA  should  develop  a  firewood  rationing  program. 
On  December  2,  1942,  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  was  directed  informally 
by  the  0SFC\Y  and  the  WPB  to  prepare  to  ration  firewood  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  to  set  up  the  necessary  local  administrative  organization. 

On  January  15,  1943,  a  Firewood  Rationing  Branch  was  established  in 
Seattle,  although  it  was  a  part  of  the  administrative  structure  of  the 
Fuel  Rationing  Division  in  Washington.  On  February  10  the  7iPB  issued 
Supplementary  Directive*  1-U,  authorizing  the  OPA  to  ration  firewood  in 
the  Pacific  Northvrest,  and  on  February  27  the  OPA  issued  its  Ration  Order 
14  covering  such  rationing. 

As  a  result  of  firewood  rationing,  there  were  increased  demands  for 
coal,  and  by  Juno  1  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division,  in  conjunction  with  the 
WPB  and  Secretary  Ickes,  Fuel  Administrator,  had  decided  to  extend  r<?- 
tioning  to  coal  in  the  Northwest  area.  Consequently,  the  Firewood  Ra¬ 
tioning  Branch  began  work  revising  Ration  Order  14,  and  on  September  18, 
1943,  Ration  Order  14A,  which  brought  coal  as  well  as  firewood  into  the 
rationing  program,  was  issued.  Sometime  later  the  Branch  became  known 
as  the  Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Rationing  Branch,  and,  still  later,  as  the 
Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Branch. 

The  Branch  was  made  up  of  three  sections:  the  Program  Planning  Sec¬ 
tion,  the  Industry  Relations  Section,  and  the  Eligibility  Section.  Its 
functions  were  to  assemble  information  concerning  the  supply  of  firewood 
and  coal  and  the  necessity  for  rationing;  to  design  flexible  rationing 
plans  for  reducing  firewood  eind  coal  consumption  in  critical  shortage 
areas;  to  define  the  varying  criteria  covering  eligibility  for  solid 
fuel  in  the  various  critical  areas;  to  compile  and  analyze  data  on 
inventory,  sales,  production,  and  requirements  of  solid  fuels;  to  es¬ 
tablish  and  maintain  relationships  with  firewood  and  coal  dealers  and 
v.dth  the  lumber  and  coal  industry;  to  keep  the  industries  and  dealers 
concerned  aware  of  all  changes  in  the  program;  to  receive  and  work  out 
emswers  to  the  criticisms  and  problems  of  consumers  and  the  solid  fuels 
industry;  and  to  review  the  progress  of  the  Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Ra¬ 
tioning  Program.  The  Chief  of  the  Branch  was  responsible  to  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Fuel  Rationing  Division  for  the  administration  of  the  solid 
fuels  rationing  program.  Because  of  the  regional  nature  of  the  program 
the  Branch  maintained  its  headquarters  in  the  field,  and  the  Chief  of 
the  Branch  was  directly  responsible  for  relations  with  the  regional  and 
district  offices  concerned  with  its  administration. 
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In  the  last  week  of  August  1945,  following  V-J  Day,  the  Branch  re¬ 
ceived  word  from  Washington  to  deration  solid  fuels*  Although  the  Bretnoh 
Chief  disagreed  with  the  decision  of  the  national  office  to  deration  solid 
fuels  at  that  time,  on  the  grounds  that  the  Pacific  Northwest  was  faced 
with  the  worst  firewood  shortage  of  the  war  years,  the  Branch  followed 
orders  and  completed  arrangements  to  discontinue  rationing  by  the  end  of 
the  month.  Ration  Order  14A  was  revoked,  effective  August  31,  1945.  On 
the  recommendation  of  the  Branch  Chief,  however,  supply  operations  re¬ 
lating  to  solid  fuels  were  continued  within  the  Tire  Rationing  Division 
until  December  1,  when  the  activity  of  the  Northwest  Solid  Fuels  Branch 
ceased.

The  Miscellaneous  Products  Rationing  Division,  including  an  Office  of 
the  Director  and  an  Apparel  Rationing  Branch,  was  established  in  April 
1942  to  plan  rationing  programs  for  apparel  and  any  other  consumer  com¬ 
modities  assigned  to  it  by  the  Deputy  Administrator  for  Rationing.  By 
authority  of  Administrative  Order  55  of  September  29,  the  Apparel  Ra¬ 
tioning  Branch  was  abolished,  and  an  Administrative  Services  Branch,  an 
Industrial  Relations  Breinch,  a  Program  Planning  Branch,  and  a  Rubber 
Footwear  Rationing  Branch  were  established.  Later  a  Shoe  Rationing 
Branch  was  added  to  the  Division,  and  the  Administrative  Services  Branch 
was  replaced  by  a  Field  Branch. 

The  first  Director  of  the  Division  was  not  officially  designated  until 
the  Division  was  reorganized.  At  this  time  or  shortly  thereafter. 
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Richeird  G*  Gettell  was  promoted  from  his  position  as  Chief  of  the  Apparel 
Rationing  Branch  to  that  of  Division  Director.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Patterson  A.  French,  Jerome  M.  Ney,  and  finally,  William  A.  Molster. 

Under  Mr.  Molster  the  Miscellaneous  Products  Rationing  Division  was 
reduced  to  the  Office  of  the  Director  and  the  Rubber  Footwear  and  Shoe 
Rationing  Branches.  On  December  17,  1945,  after  rubber  footwear  and  shoes 
were  withdrawn  from  rationing,  the  Division  was  terminated  by  OPA  Manual 
Newsletter  86.

Respon¬ 
sibility  for  planning  a  rationing  program  for  rubber  footwear  was  there¬ 
fore  delegated  to  the  same  unit  that  prepared  regulations  for  tire  ra¬ 
tioning— the  Rubber  and  Rubber  Products  Section,  Price  Division.  In 
April  1942  this  responsibility  was  transferred  to  the  Apparel  Rationing 
Branch.  On  September  29--the  day  that  the  VyTB  issued  Supplementary  Di¬ 
rective  1-W,  delegating  to  the  OPA  authority  to  ration  waterproof  rubber 
footwear  and  the  OPA  issued  Ration  Order  6  to  put  the  ration  program  into 
effect— the  Apparel  Rationing  Branch  was  terminated,  and  its  functions  re¬ 
lating  to  rubber  footwear  were  transferred  to  the  newly  established  Rubber 
Footwear  Rationing  Branch. 

Two  weeks  after  the  end  of  hostilities  on  August  14,  1945,  the  Rubber 
Manufacturers  Association  informed  the  OPA  and  the  WPB  that  rubber  foot¬ 
wear  production  would  be  large  enough  to  cover  consumer  demands.  On 
August  29,  therefore,  WPB  recommended  to  the  OPA  that  rationing  of  rubber 
footwear  be  ended.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation,  a  revocation 
order  was  issued  by  the  OPA  on  September  5.  The  Rubber  Footwear  Rationing 
Branch  was  abolished  shortly  thereafter.

17  on  February  7,  1943,  the  day  that  the  WPB  issued  Supplementary  Di¬ 
rective  1-T,  authorizing  the  OPA  to  ration  shoes.  The  Shoe  Rationing 
Branch,  comprising  the  Operations,  Planning,  and  Trade  Sections,  was 
thereupon  established  to  develop  and  administer  shoe  rationing  regu¬ 
lations.  It  was  terminated  shortly  after  the  revocation  of  the  regu¬ 
lations  on  October  30,  1945.

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FOREWORD 


mSWUlCAL  SURVEY 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal  Government 
^  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National 
t  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records, 
;  and  the  first  step  in  the  records -description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary 
inventories  of  the  material  in  the  280-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 


These  inventories  are  called  ^’preliminary”  because  they  are  provisional  in  character. 
They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are  received  without  waiting  to 
screen  out  all  disposable  material  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They 
are  compiled  primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render 
efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over  the 
f  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states  the  history  and 
functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The  records  themselves  are  de- 
.  scribed  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with 
the  same  subject  or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
j  about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendexes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records  have  been  placed  in 
"final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  revised  and  the  word  ’’preliminary”  dropped 
Jfrom  the  title  of  the  revision.  Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special 
■  reports,  indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  overall  picture  of  materials  in  the  National  Archives  have 
5  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and 
I  a  brief  guide.  Your  Government’s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have 
been  issued.  Forty- four  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
:National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  the  Middle  East, 
shave  so  far  been  issued.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  described  in  the  Handbook  of 
r  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records.  1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  n  in 
:i  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal  Records  of  World  War  n  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  provided  for  census  taking  primarily  to  determine 
the  population  basis  for  apportioning  the  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
direct  taxes  among  the  States.  A  census  of  population,  broadened  to  include  other  sub¬ 
jects  since  1810,  has  been  taken  decennially,  beginning  in  1790.  At  the  present  time  cen¬ 
suses  are  regularly  taken  on  population;  housing;  agriculture;  manufactures;  mineral 
industries;  the  retail,  wholesale,  and  service  trades;  governmental  units;  drainage;  and 
irrigation.  In  addition  a  wide  variety  of  information  is  collected  at  monthly,  quarterly, 
and  annual  intervals.  The  Bureau  of  the  Census  also  provides  a  variety  of  statistical 
services  to  other  Government  agencies. 

From  1790  through  1870  the  censuses  of  population  were  taken  decennially  by  assistants 
employed  by  the  United  States  district  marshals.  The  marshals  reported  the  returns 
directly  to  the  President  in  1790,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  from  1800  through  1840,  and  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  from  1850  through  1870.  An  act  of  March  3,  1879  (20  Stat. 
473),  as  amended,  provided  that  the  marshals  be  relieved  of  census  duties  and  that  they 
be  replaced  by  a  field  force  of  census  personnel  under  effective  and  close  supervision  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Census.  The  Nation  was  divided  into  supervisors’  districts;  the 
supervisors  were  to  recommend  enumeration  districts  within  their  districts  and  were  to 
employ  and  supervise  enumerators  to  do  the  actual  census  taking.  This  system  is  basi¬ 
cally  the  same  as  the  one  in  effect  at  the  present  time.  In  1890  a  punch  card  system  of 
tabulating  returns  was  first  used,  which  greatly  accelerated  the  compilation  of  census 
data. 

Since  1850  there  had  existed,  during  the  taking  of  the  decennial  censuses  and  the  sub¬ 
sequent  compilation  of  the  resultant  returns,  temporary  organizations  known  variously 
as  the  Census  Office  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  Census  Division  in  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  A  permanent  Census  Office  within  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  was  first  established  by  an  act  of  March  6,  1902  (32  Stat.  51).  Its  perma¬ 
nent  force  was  comparatively  small,  but  the  organization  of  the  agency  was  such  that  its 
central  office  and  field  staff  could  be  rapidly  increased  to  cope  with  the  decennial  cen¬ 
suses  of  population,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  with  the  intervening  auxiliary  censuses.  In 
1900  the  head  of  the  Census  Office  became  known  as  the  Director  of  the  Census. 

The  act  of  February  14,  1903  (32  Stat.  825),  establishing  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor,  transferred  the  Census  Office  to  that  Department  from  the  Department  of  the 
Interior.  When  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  was  split  in  1913  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  was  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Commerce,  where  it  has  remained.  The 
change  in  name  from  the  Census  Office  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  was  a  gradual  process, 
accomplished  by  administrative  practice  and  popular  usage  rather  than  by  law. 

Maps  and  other  graphic  forms  of  statistical  presentation  were  first  used  on  a  major 
scale  for  the  census  of  1870.  Some  of  the  data  collected  in  that  census  were  summarized 
in  the  first  Statistical  Atlas  of  the  United  States,  published  in  1874.  The  Geographer’s 
Division,  now  called  the  Division  of  Geography,  was  first  activated  on  a  permanent  basis 
in  1900.  Most  of  the  mapmaking  activities  of  the  Bureau  have  since  been  centered  in  that 
Division. 

The  cartographic  records  described  in  this  inventory  number  approximately  30, 000 
items  and  amount  to  about  516  cubic  feet  in  volume;  they  comprise  part  of  the  records  in 
Record  Group  29,  Records  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  in  the  National  Archives.  The 
population  census  schedules  for  1790  through  1880,  and  other  types  of  textual  records  as 
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late  as  1938,  are  also  in  the  National  Archives.  The  Bureau  of  the  Census  still  has  in  its 
custody  a  large  body  of  permanent  records,  especially  for  the  years  since  1900;  they  in¬ 
clude  most  of  the  cartographic  records  for  the  census  of  1950.

CARTOGRAPHIC  RECORDS  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  THE  CENSUS 


GENERAL  CARTOGRAPHIC  RECORDS 

The  general  cartographic  records  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  consist  of  maps  and 
atlases  and  other  map-illustrated  publications,  issued  under  the  imprint  of  the  Bureau 
itself  rather  than  that  of  any  division  or  organizational  unit  of  the  Bureau.  Most  of  the 
maps  are  published  on  a  very  small  scale  and  summarize  the  findings  of  the  various  cen¬ 
suses  for  specific  types  of  information,  namely  population  trends,  mortality  rates,  per 
capita  wealth,  and  distribution  of  manufacturing  establishments.  Graphs  supplement  the 
maps  in  many  instances  and  often  provide  additional  detailed  information.  The  compila¬ 
tion  of  data  and  the  drafting  of  the  original  maps  took  place,  of  course,  in  the  appropriate 
organizational  units  which  are  described  later  in  this  inventory.

The  Division  of  Geography,  formerly  called  the  Geographer’s  Division,  has  responsi¬ 
bility  for  dividing  the  Nation,  its  Territories,  and  the  island  possessions  into  supervisors’ 
and  enumeration  districts  before  each  decennial  census.  To  accomplish  this  task  it  must 
record,  between  censuses,  all  changes  in  boundaries  of  minor  civil  divisions.  In  addition 
to  collecting  base  maps  and  annotating  them  to  show  enumeration  district  boundaries,  it 
prepares  maps  to  accompany  the  printed  census  reports,  published  base  maps  for  plotting 
census  data,  and  other  special  maps  used  for  census  purposes.  Specific  activities  of  and 
maps  created  by  components  of  the  Division  are  described  below. 

Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Geographer 

The  Office  of  the  Geographer  consists  of  the  Geographer  of  the  Census,  the  Assistant 
Geographer,  and  their  immediate  staffs.  The  chief  function  of  the  Office  is  to  provide 
overall  administration  for  the  Division  of  Geography.  Certain  cartographic  and  related 
records  of  a  general  nature  are  issued  by  this  Office.

The  Census  Bureau  lends  technical  assistance  to  foreign  countries,  especially  to  Latin 
American  Republics  in  the  preparation  of  census  atlases,  and  conducts  training  programs 
in  census  geography  and  graphic  presentation  of  statistical  data  for  technicians  f^m  for¬ 
eign  countries.  The  Census  Bureau  conducts  this  work  through  its  International  Statistics 
Programs  Office,  formerly  the  Office  of  the  Coodinator,  International  Statistics.  The  to- 
ternational  Cooperation  Administration  and  its  predecessors  have  cooperated  in  this  work.
